The Watertown Annexationists. 

The hearing on the petition for the an- 
nexation of a portion of Watertown to 
Newton has been going on this week before 
the legislative committee on towns, and a 
large portion of the to-be-annexed distri<*t 
has been present each day at the state 
house. Ex-Alderman Powers has had 
charge of the annexationists, and he has 
won many well-deserved compliments f«w 
the skillful way in which he got his evi- 
dence in, and the very favorable showing 
he made in favor of annexation. Attorney 
Goodrich appeared for Watertown, and. 
there were many sharp contests during tliB 
week, as Mr. Goodrich tried to parry the 
thrusts of his antagonist and twist the evi- 
dence in favor of Watertown. Most of the 
evidence was of the same general character 
as has characterized the hearings of former 
years, the wishes of the residents, the fact 
that they to all intents and purposes live in 
Newton, that annexation only can give 
j them a proper system of drainage, and so 
on. On the other side, the injustice of dis- 
membering an old town, Watertown’s un- 
fortunate history in this respect, the wishes 
of the residents on the hanks of the river, 
and other like arguments were enforced by 
Mr. Goodrich, who also submitted an ii»- 
posing array of figures, giving the valua- 
tion of the town, of the south side of the 
river, the alleged number of petitioners, 
neutrals and remonstrants of the dispute d 
district, the taxable property represented 
by each, and the voters of all classes and 
other items. 

The taking of testimony closed Thurs- 
day, and next Tuesday the committee wiH 
listen to the eloquence of the two opposing 
lawyers.

Til R ANNEXATION MATTER. 

When the order authorizing the Mayor 
and City Solicitor to appear at the Legisla- 
tive hearing on the annexation of Water- 
town was read, it caused quito a spirited 
debate. 

Councilman Burr moved to lay it on the 
table, as lie said it was a serious matter, 
and one that should be considered careful- 
ly, before deciding to have tho city repre- 
sented in favor of the petitioners, as if the 
sentiment of the city was unanimous in 
Favor of the annexation project, lie de- 
nied that the sentiment of the city was 
unanimous in lavorof the annexation, and 
affirmed that there was much opposition to 
ft. In the district itself, the south half 
teas no doubt closely identified with New- 
ton, they patronized its post office, its ra^“ 
road station, attended its churches, and 
the efforts to secure annexation came from 
this section. The ot her half, the north part 
of the district, was as closely identified with 
Watertown as the south part was with 
Newton, and did not desire to be annexed. 
The petitioners, instead of asking that half 
of the district should be annexed, asked 
flint the whole should bo, which was 
neither right nor just. The case had been 
pending for 10 or 12 vesrs, and had always 
been got rid of in some way by successive 
legislatures. The refusal to act upon the 
petition was for good and sufficient reasons. 
He hoped the city would not take a stand 
ih favor of the proposal to drag into the 
city a lot of people who did not want to 
come, and if the city was represented, he 
hoped the real sentiments of the city would 
he represented, and not tho wishes of a few 
fhdividuals. 

Councilman Tyler asked if tho city ever 
had been represented. 

President Coffin replied that it was repre- 
sented last year. 

Councilman Chadwick said that Mr. 
Burr’s explanation had put a new face upon 
tlio master, but ho did not see what harm it 
would do to have the Mayor and City Solici- 
tor in attendance. 

Councilman Burr said that the order as- 
sumed that Newton hoped the petitioners 
would succeed. The Mayor and City .Solici- 
tor must go for some purpose, and if not to 
help the project along.hu did not know why 
Cliuy should be present. The city charier, lie 
saw from a book which had just been hand- 
ed him, provided that tiic City Solicitor 
must attend all hearings in which the city 
was interested, to look after the interests of 
tlic city, and if this was so ho saw no rea- 
son for instructing him to appear. The 
charter and by-laws said nothing about the 
Mayor, and he would like to know what 
action the Mayor would take if he ap- 
peared. 

Councilman Tyler said that he had al- 
ways thought the natural boundary of the 
city was the Charles River. The district 
included in Watertown was a good piece of 
taxable property. ami most of tho residents 
enjoy the advantages of Newton, and natu- 
rally desire to be in Newton. If the city 
was represented last year, be saw no ob- 
fr etion to its being represented this year. 
The. district would not be taken from 
Watertown without proper compensation, 
we should have to pay for it. ami he 
favored having it. 

Councilman Gore said that the matter 
was one of so much importance, and the 
city had so much interest in it, that it 
ought to he represented; it should have 
un it thcie to watch and see what was going 
cm. lie did not know what evidence the 
member from Ward Six bad that the Mayor 
ami City Solicitor would appear for the 
petitioners, but the city certainly in so im- 
portant a question as this, ought to bo 
represented, ami not allow it to go by de- 
fault. 

Councilman Redpath said that si part of 
tile territory was evidently better satisfied 
to be in Watertown than in Newton, but lie 
saw no possible harm in having the city 
represented. 

Councilman Burr said the whole point 
ivas that tlio order did not state just what 
the interests of Newton were. The city 
should have its real wishes represented, 
and the order was too indefinite. Tlio 
Mayor might represent the miuiority of the 
citizens who desired to have this district 
unfairly taken from Watertown and added 
to Newton. 

President Coffin said that Mayor Kimball 
was present and would state his position, if 
the council desired. 

Mayor Kimball said that In* understood 
when the city council asked the city soli- 
citor aiul himself to attend, that it was 
that cither directly or indirectly something 
might happen which would affect the repu- 
tation or interests of Newton, and that they 
should be on hand to correct anylmistaken 
statements which might be made by the 
counsel for Watertown, or the witnesses. 
'Hie counsel might bo so carried away by 
Ins zeal lor bis clients, that be would try 
to make it appeal that the city of Newton 
was loaded with debts, and lie would like 
to be present to set the matter right, so that 
dm jointed reports of tho proceedings 
would not injure the standing of the city. 
To-day the question of the debt of Newton 
came up, and it was of some importance to 
liave the matter rightly presented; that it 
was made up in two ways, of the munici- 
pal debt, representing the cost of school 
Louses. public buildings and other improvc- 
i, units, and of the water debt, tho latter rep- 
resenting an enterprise, tho returns from 
which were already sufficient to pay tho 
running exjionses, within £10,000, and as 
flu use of water was steadily increasing, 
die time would soon come, when the returns 
Would not only- pay the running exjionses, 
Lut leave a surplus to apply to the sinking 
fund, to pay tlm debt at maturity. If tiny 
•wrong impressions should he sought to be 
conveyed, be would lie on tho spot to ex- 
plain and correct them. So far as the city 
is concerned, it oeecupies a neutral jmsi- 
ti mi. It tho wisdom of the legislature de- 
cides it is best to grant l lie petition to an- 
tu-x the. whole or any part of the district, 
fhe city would be glad to receive them and 
would treat tbriu Well It is not the part 
of Newton to make objections, if the legis- 
lature decided that the interests of the 
whole or a portion of thesection were ideit- 
with tlmsc of Newton, lie did not 
thiiikth.it Mi Goodrich, the counsel for 
flic tow n . of Watertown, oi any of the re- 
uioiistiauU, could say that he had lobbied 
or sought to wield an influence either one 


way or tho other. If the legislative com- 
mittee should decide to visit the territory, 
ns they doubtless would do, it would be an 
act of courtesy for Newton to entertain 
them. Watertown bad given the commit- 
tee a collation last year, and they thought 
it was Newton’s turn this year, and w hen 
they came, lie hoped nil the members of 
tlio council would lie present to welcome 
them. 

Councilman Billings said that ho was 
requested to say by the counsel for the re- 
monstrants, that, lie thought it only proper 
that the order should pass and the city bo 
represented at the hearing. 

Councilman Powell said lie could see no 
objection to the passago of the older, es- 
pecially as the matter would have to come 
before the city government, if the legisla- 
ture should decide favorably. 

Mayor Kimball said that bis impression 
was that the approval of the city govern- 
ment and the citizens would be required 
before any action was taken, although it 
was in the power of the legislature to say 
that the district should be annexed and the 
city of Newton should pay for it. The city 
ought to bo represented so that no exor- 
bitant. price would be charged. 

Councilman Burr’s motion was not sec- 
onded, and the original order passed. 

OTHER MATTERS. 

Councilman Kennedy presented an order, 
which was passed, appropriating not to ex- 
ceed £300 for new cases in the city engi- 
neer’s office, for the safe, and for a blue 
print apparatus, the amount, to be taken 
from the public property appropriation. 
Mr. Kennedy said that the business of the 
c*ty engineer had so increased that the 
present accommodations were inadequate, 
and it was absolutely necessary to have 
these improvements. The cost was includ- 
ed in making up the appropriations for the 
year, and they would have boon made last 
year had it not been for the extraordinary 
expenses of the year. The city engineer 
had made careful estimates of the cost, and 
the sum was sufficient. 

Councilman Fiske presented an order ap- 
propriating £84. IK) for repairing chimneys 
and replacing broken slate on the roof of 
tho Williams school house in Aiiliurndale, 
the amount to be charged to the public 
property appropriation. 

Councilman l)ix asked if the Village Im- 
provement society of Auburndale had not 
agreed to take care of the building, in re- 
turn for the use of it for their meetings? 

Councilman Fiske replied that they had 
painted the building twice and made other 
improvements, but they were out of funds 
and did not think these repairs belonged to 
them. 

The order was passed. 

Councilman Dix reported an order np- 
propriating £1100 for the purchase of two 
horses and an express wagon for the use of 
the water department. The business had 
grown to such an extent that the superin- 
tendent was obliged to have another horse, 
and would have to hire an extra wagon and 
horse if the order did not pass. The 
water board bad decided that it would be 
cheaper to buy than to hire. The order 
was passed. 

Councilman Burr reported an order re- 
questing the city solicitor to obtain a con- 
tinuance of tlie ease of Bavliss vs. the city 
of Newton, and have it referred to the com- 
mittee on claims, before which the claim 
ought to have come in the lirst place. It 
was a claim for services rendered in the 
water 'department, and was not paid lie- 
cause it had failed to receive all the signa- 
tures necessary, and the plaintiff had im- 
mediately brought suit. Such matters 
ought to go '»eforo the committee on 
claims, before they were brought to trial. 
The order was passed, after some discus- 
sion. 

Councilman Fiske read an invitation from 
President Allen of the West Newton Lyce- 
um, to attend the debate on Huforius in tlio 
mode of city government. The invitation 
was accepted, and the council adjourned. 

Chief Bixby’s Report. 

Chief Bixby’s nnmt.il report received a 
very pleasant notice from the Boston 
Globe. It said that “A Manual of tlio 
Newton Fire Department” would be a lit- 
ting title to Chief II. L. Bixby’s annual re- 
port for ’HU, as it contains a complete 
story of that department as it exists to-day 
and of its doings the past yeai'. From it 
we learn that there were seventy-one 
alarms during that period, of which nine- 
teen were still, seven telephone, three sec- 
ond alarms and one call to Brighton. Loss 
on real estate, £13,171.07; nisi ranee paid, 
£12.331.52; loss on personal property, 
£0001.75; insurance paid, £7385.25; loss in 
excess . i insurance paid. £24(17; total insur- 
ance at risk, £158.855; assessed value of 
real estate at risk. £154.500. The depart- 
ment litis been on duty 313 hours, travelled 
7(»7 miles, used 20,150 feel of hose and 
1.314 feet of bidders. The new chemical 
has done excellent duty since it went into 
service last June. Tho chief recommends 
permanent drivers for all hose carriages, 
a uniform for the permanent force, and the 
placing of ill the lire department stations 
in the hands of a lire committee instead of 
the jmblie property committee. The re- 
port also contains a list of apparatus ami 
members, their ages and occupations; rules 
and regulations governing the department, 
tho city ordinances relating thereto, and 
many other interesting statistics amt mat- 
ter, including a list of salaries paid to offi- 
cials and members of the department, the I 
latter being tin appreciated addition.

Oil Digestion. 

It is a romarkablo fact that tho more 
odttcation i« advancing the more indiscreet 
people arc Becoming in their selection of 
food. “Menus” seem ns if made up with 
an utter disregard of the first essential of 
enjoying a good dinner, which is the di- 
gesting of it. The New Kngiand states 
have long suffered from tho prevalence of 
dyspepsia, and yet their most famous dish, 
pork and heans, is the most fearfully indi- 
gestible of all. There are certain nutrient 
properties in the heans, hut of what use 
are they when served up in a greasy com- 
pound, which prevents, or at least, retards, 
the alimentary canid from extracting them? 
We must exercise common sense in tho se- 
lection of food quite as much as in the 
carrying on of business affairs— without a 
proper selection the mind and body can no 
more do their work efficiently than can a 
steam engine run without good fuel and 
clean water. Tho body is in a siato of 
constant transition, and tho particles of 
its structure are not in the same position 
and relation any two minutes in succes- 
sion, and atoms composing it one instant 
are separated the next; we take food to 
make up tor their loss, and perfect health 
is a. state »d' perfect, equilibrium. 

The geneial digestibility of a substance 
depends much unon the case with which 
it can he dissolved or broken up, chemical- 
ly changed, and dually absorbed into tho 
circulation. Cheese is indigestible, the 
digestive fluids can attack it only from tho 
outside. Toast is the contrary, for they 
can dissol o it on the outside, and soak 
into and attack it within at the same time. 

The first thing wo should aim at is, as 
far as wo are able, to select foods nutri- 
tious and easily digested, “plain food” 
being always the best. Salt meats, and 
those twice cooked are indigestible, as are 
very undone or “rare” meats. All solid 
food should be well masticated and mixed 
with the saliva, which contains a ferment 
called Salivary Diastase or Ptyaline, it 
changes tho slareh of tho food into sugar 
and dextrine, and the mass is at the same 
time lubricated to enable it to descend tho 
Gullet. The Stomach secretes the Gastric 
Juice, containing Pepsin, which changes 
the alhuiticnoid substances into the pep- 
tones in an acid medium; also the cellular 
tissues of meats and plants are here dis- 
solved by the Gastric Juice, aided by the 
movements of the stomach. During this 
stage of digestion there are five important 
facts to he remembered: 

1. Alcohol precipitates the digested pro- 
ducts, so that they must ho re-dissolved. 

2. Undue amount of any fluid dilutes 
the Gastric Juice too much, and retards its 
activity. 

.*1. Iced or cold water paralyzes the 
stomach and the whole gastric digestion, 
and it cannot continue until the stomach 
regains its natural temperature. 

4. Sauces, pickles and peppers arc apt 
to over-st i initiate the stomach at first, and 
then to leave it weakened. 

it. The practice of beginning dinner 
with some soup, broth, or beef-tea, is 
good, provided only a small quantity tie 
taken — these three things of themselves 
are of no food value, but are mild and 
pleasant stimulants. 

Remember when feeding invalids that 
beef-tea is not a food, hut a stimulant. 
Many have died solely ol' starvation 
through ignorance of this fact. 

The food when it leaves the stomach 
meets with the Pancreatic Juice, which 
acts chemically like the stomach, but in an 
alkaline medium; it also changes starch 
into sugar, and emulsifies and saponifies 
fats.

To properly sustain life wo need a nutri- 
tious and varied diet, and one which shall 
contain these, the most important ele- 
ments, viz.: Oxygen. Hydrogen, Carbon, 
and also several mineral elements, such as 
Iron. Lime, Phosphorus, etc. 

A diet should he varied, for, excepting 
milk and also potatoes, there is no one 
article of food which in itself contains all 
the elements necessary for the perfect sus- 
tenance of life; we therefore require va- 
rious foods in order to obtain tho different 
necessary elements. Where, then, shall 
we look for these elements? Well, first 
we have the Saccharine group, containing 
Oxygon, Hydrogen and Carbon; they ic- 
se table sugar or can be converted into it, 
such as starch, gum, the cellulose of 
plants, and especially products found in 
bread, beets, pastry, turnips, rice, oat- 
meal, carrols, potatoes, sweet fruits, etc., 
Then comes the Oleaginous group, con- 
taining much Hydrogen and Carbon, ob- 
tained from animal fats and vegetable oils. 
Thirdly wo have the Albuminous group, 
containing Nitrogen chiefly, such as meats, 
and certain vegetables as peas, beans, 
cabbage, etc., and this group chiefly helps 
nutrition and tho maintenance of bodily 
heat, and in excess contributes to flic for- 
mation of fat, hut that is mostly made by 
the two former groups. The metallic ele- 
ments we obtain from vegetable and gene- 
ral food. During sickness there is no one 
definite rule to he laid down, and wo 
should follow the advice of our doctor, 
who will regulate our diet according to the 
requirements of the disease. 

Finally, let me close these remarks with 
a few useful hints: 

I. Masticate your food well; Nature in- 
tended the teeth and not the stomach to do 
that. 

*2. Drink as little as possible duiing or 
immediately after a meal, and never take 
alcoholic drinks, iced water or tea at any 
time, nor drink with food in your mouth. 

:» Take your meals regularly, and rest a 
while after them if you can; the vital 
forces are needed then for digestion, if 
you cannot rest then fake less food. 

4. Never eat until you cannot eat any 
more, an overloaded stomach is for a time 
more or less paralyzed. 

f>. A glassful of very hot water before a 
meal is a powerful, though absolutely 
harmless stimulant to digestion. 

(I. Wear warm clothing around the 
region of the stomach at all seasons, much 
of the dyspepsia is duo to the wont of it. 

7. Have no tight clothing anywhere; all 
articles of dress should be suspended from 
the shoulders. 

8. Host, |lmt do not| lie down or sleep 
after a meal, unit tv movements of the body 
assist digestion. Some people are beiltflit- 
ted by a little wanned milk or soup bcloro 
retiring for the night. 

1*. Listen to the calls of Nature, but 
should she be sluggish, woo her gently.

A Desirable Improvement. 

'1’lie Boston correspondent of the lling- 
ham Journal writes: 

Last week I noticed a force along the 
line of the Boston «fe Albany railroad be- 
tween tho station at Fancttil and the New- 
ton line. As far as I could ascot tain tin* 
force was surveying the l.itid between the 
tracks of tho Boston tV Albany road and 
the channel of Clm: les River. For what I 
do not know. But this much is certain: I 
there is not a mile section on the Boston A j 
Albany railroad more dangerous than tho 
ono between Faneuil and Newton. One I 
riding on an outwaid express train realizes 
how near the track is to the edge of the i 
embankment and that the embankment is 
steep and abrupt. 

But one riding along tho old Western 
avenue, opposite the Arsenal, and looking 
at this embankment from that point of 
view. hIiu tilers when tie contemplates 
what would he the result if the New York 
Express, running at the rate of 40 miles an 
hour, should jump the track at this point, 
and more particularly in the time of high 
tides during the winter and spring, when 
huge blocks of ice are piled up on the flats. 

It is now nearly HO years ago that the di- 
rectors of the old Boston & Worcester rail- 
road decided to straighten the line between 
Brighton and Newton. Tho late Israel 
Lombard was one of the directors, anil 
trom lrcquctit conversations with him I ie- 
mcmher that the plan for straightening the 
line included the filling of all the river 
bottom from the old roadbed to the river 
channel up to high water mark. 

At that time there were ono or two 
schemes for dredging the channel of < ’italics 
river and making the river navigable to j 
Wateitown bridge, notably the scheme of 
the late Nathaniel Whiting. Had this lat- 
ter scheme prevailed, the channel of the 
river would have been straightened from ! 
the Stiekney estate to the Arsenal bridge, 
and the dredged material would have been 
utilized to raise the level of the river Hats. 
Since the consolidation of the Worcester 
and Western railroads into the Boston Ar j 
Albany, the latter corporation lias made 
immense improvements between Boston Sr 
Albany, and deservedly stands at the head 
of New England railroads in this respect, 
and it has always been a matter of specula- 
tion that this section of the road has re- 
mained up io the present time without the 
safeguards which have been placed on 1 
other sections.

Representative Walworth made an elo- 
quent speech in the House on Tuesday, in 
favor of the resolve abolishing the poll-tax 
tequisito for voting. lie saitl that Gov. 
Briggs, Gov. Morton, Gov. Routwcll, Chas. 
Sumner, Henry Wilson and other great anti 
eloquent, statesmen of Massachusetts, had 
all taken the samn side. He believed the 
poll-tax is the last relic of property qualifi- 
cations for voting. “It used to he,” said 
he, “that if a man had a jackass worth 8-0 
he could vote, but when the jackass died 
the man ceased to vote. Now I submit 
that it was the jackass who voted and not 
the man.” Men who have their poll-tax 
paid for them are not free agents, and 
many poor hut honest, men, realizing this, re- 
fuse to have their taxes paid, and do not 
goto in consequence. The poll tax is a 
source of corruption and nothing else. 
There are only six States who impose this 
qualification, and he saitl ho hoped soon to 
see Massachusetts join the sisterhood of 
those who have no such restrictions. The 
rumsellers* pockets, he said, are full of 
money to pay the poll taxes, and they do 
not uso that money without corrupting 
go tors. 

Mr. Walworth certainly made out a 
strong oa*e against the present law, whose 
practical workings, no doubt, tend to cor- 
rupt our polities, although it was original- 
ly intended to have the contrary effect. 

One result of tlio law has been that only 
“barrel” candidates could be nominated 
for office, on account of the largo number 
of poll taxes which the candidate must 

*ay- 

The resolve was defeated on Wednesday 
i4>y a close vote, the convcrsatism of a ma- 
jority of the members being too great for 
■the change. The resolve produced the 
best debato of the session, and it is much 
to be doubted whether the abolition of the 
poll tax payment would) prove of much 
practical benefit. The right of suffrage is 
extended very widely at present, and those 
who have the least at stake in the state have 
a majority of the votes. Very few men, 
whose votes are worth having, find any 
difficulty in paying the small sum required, 
and if the right of suffrage is of any value, 
ft is worth nayjng for. 

On Thursday, Mr. Walworth made an 
Order, designed to make more effective the 
collection of poll taxes, with reference to 
manner and date, to the end that they 
should not be paid by political committees. 
This order failed to get a four fifths vote, 
mid a consideration was moved, so that it 
shall como up to-day (Friday). This order 
Certainly ought to pass, and would if the 
legislators believe in honest elections. It 
Would tend to do away with much of 
tin* corruption that now prevails. 


Till) generous gift which has been made 
to the Cottage Hospital this week will 
cause all friends of the Hospital to rejoice, 
as it shows that the good work being done 
there is both recognized and appreciated. 
Mrs. Eldiidgo lias taken a deep interest in 
the cause from the first, and her previous 
gifts have been generous, but this will put 
the Hospital on a lasting foundation, and 
It is hoped that others will follow the wor- 
thy example thus set.

THE INDIAN QUESTION. 


SPEECHES FROM GENERAL CROOK AND MR. 
AND MRS. TI RULES. 


The parlors of the Channiiig church were 
filled Tuesday afternoon, at the Indian 
meeting, a large majority of the audience 
being ladies. Rev. Mr. llornbrooke, in 
calling the inccting to order, said he was 
glad to see so many present, especially as 
the hour was unfavorable for securing a 
large audience in Newton. The question 
to be discussed by the speakers was of 
pressing importance to us as a nation. 
Whatbecamc of the Indian did not so much 
concern us, as that we could not afford to 
continue our treatment of them. He was 
glad that the people of Newton had an op- 
portunity to listen to such speakers as 
were present, and introduced Mr. Tibbies. 

Mr. Tibbies began by saying that lie had 
been talking to Boston people more or less 
for nine years, upon tho Indian question, 
but that the speaker to follow him, Gen. 
Crook, was better qualified than himself to 
discuss the question. He had long known 
Gen. Crook personally, and knew him to 
lie not the brutal Indian lighter, which the 
papers had often represented him, but a 
man of largo heart and generous sympa- 
thies, and he said that when Gen. Crook 
bad charge of the Apaches they did not 
commit a single depredation, a record 
without parallel in the history of the 
tribe for two centuries. Then. too. in 
1870, when the whole Sioux nation was on 
the war path, and western Nebraska and 
Kansas expected to be overrun by tho lios- 
tiles. it was Gen. Crook who rode into 
Spotted Tail's camp and talked and argued 
with him until he induced that chief to 
give up the war. There had never been 
any service to the government of the 
United States, so far as the India is are con- 
cerned, which would compare with General 
Crook's settlement o the Sioux difficulty. 
The Indian question is the most import- 
ant one before the country to-day. The 
Indian youth, who are educated at govern- 
ment expense, return to their reservations 
to find nothing to do. If they have been 
taught a trade, they have no to » s and no 
material to work with, and they have lost l 
i nil lienee with t licit ;;trihc, and must nut- 
Hernd Herod to regain any position. The 
whole Indian system need remodelling; 
the Indian should be given land in sever- 
alty and afforded a chance to make his own 
living. He then would soon become self- 
supporting. Mr. Tibbies closed by giving 
some instances of the abominable injustice 
and cruelty practiced upon the Indians by 
the agents. 

Rev. Mr. llornbrooke said lie bad been 
bearing all bis life of Gen. Crook, and was 
glad of a chance to hear him tell of his 
work, and give his views on the Indian 
question. 

Gen. Crook, who is a fine looking man. 
of medium stature, was received with 
warm applause and began by saying that it 
was difficult to know just what to say. ' 
when so much was to be said. Ilis re- 
marks were in substance as follows: 

Immediately after my graduation from West 
Point in IS52 I became uo< |ttoi lit t*< 1 will* tlm Indian*, 
living sent to tlm Pacific coast I found myself in a 
country where tli.-re were til teen or sixteen differ- 
ent trine*, each speakinir a different language, con- 
stantly engaged in depredation*; wild and tin Im- 
lent, and often making it very lively lor the alino-t 
equally turbulent miners. At. the close of the Re- 
bellion the tide of emigration began Inflow West- 
ward ill ever toeieasing volume. The Indian was 
deprived, foot hv fool, of his laud, often seemed to 
lino by solemn treaties with the government. W hat 
else could lie he expected to do hut tight forbid 
natural rights? The reservations of land which 
were offered th-m. often a mere fraction of their 
former inheritance, were in the end accepted, not 
ho. uujie they desired t >, hut heoau-e they hud to. 
Moreover, when congress granted a reservation, its 
limits were at fei wards often reduced, hide d.one 
reservation, granted in 1*72, during the next ten 
years was decreased by the substruction of live sep- 
mate slices, following the provision* id live sepa- 
rate acts of congress. In ways tike this ha* the best 
land he n taken from the Indian* Tho Indian i- a 
luimmi being. One question to day. on set- 

tlement depends the honor of the l 'nit • d Slates is, 
"How can we preserve him?” My answer I*: First, 
take the government of the Indians out of polities; 
second, let the laws of the Indians lie the same a* 
those of the whites: third, give tin* Indians the bal- 
lot. When I say that the government of the 
ludinns should not he a matter of politics, I say 
what every observer of tho hl-tnry of our Indian 
policy nin-l agree to. Tho lutiluii should he ruled 
l»y t he civil law. It i* my lirm conviction that the 
Indian should have t lie lull rights of the American 
eitiz oi. including the ballot. I know that I may be 
eonsldcred liastv. hut I say “give them the ballot 
now. Iim ohject.-d that the Indian is iml now 
lilted to vote, Iml I answer unhcsilatiiigl) that hois 
I t*- l > Iter tilted. In intelligence nod in moral char- 
a -ter, to exercise Hie right of suit rage tint . wa* (lie 
Itegto in Mift. However, lie would cast a more in- 
telligent v<de than mum <d the igiiorai.t foreign 
voters of our large cities to-day. hut we must not 
try to dlive the IlidiMi too ia-l in clfccliug these 
vh mges. W’e must not try to force him h# take 
civlRjiiion Immediately In it* complete form, hut

under just laws, piinrnntteitig to Indians tqunl 
civil laws, tlm Indian question, a source of such 
dishonor to our country and of shame to true 
patriots, will soon lie a thing of t lie past. 

At tho close of bis remarks General 
Crook requested any who desired to ask 
questions to do so, and many were put to 
him. Ilis answers wore very intorestinjr, 
especially bis account of tho Apaches, who 
were driven to the war path, because the 
only alternative was starvation. He suc- 
ceeded in inducing; them to return to their 
reservation by promising fair treatment. and 
now a large number of them were cultivat- 
ing tlieir own farms and making a living by 
selling the products to tho soldiers. They 
have no standing in the courts, however, 
and white men can steal their horses and 
cattle with impunity. The success of the 
Apaches in farming showed what could be 
done with any Indians. The Indians are 
very anxious to own their lands in severally 
and one old chief tendered the payment of 
taxes several years in succession, in hopes 
thus to gain a title to his land. There are 
now about 250.000 Indians on the various 
reservations. The agents of the interior 
department would cheat the Indians, get 
into trouble with them and then call in the 
military to fight it out. The Indian 
schools at Carlyle and Hampden were do- 
ing good, and it was better to send the 
young Indians there, as it would be im- 
possible to make them attend schools on 
tho reservations. An Indian never whips 
his children, and the parents can not force 
tlieir children to go to school. When the 
Indians are treated fairly and receive their 
proper rations, they are tractable, but the 
agents are poorly paid, and have to msike 
their fortunes in a year or two, and so they 
can not afford to treat the Indians as they 
should. It was not uncommon for an agent 
to make 840,000 in two .years. The Indian 
stores charge exorbitant prices, and Gen. 
Crook told one instance where he had en- 
deavored to get another store to lower 
prices by competition. The government 
finally granted bis request, and authorized 
the same storekeeper to open tin opposi- 
tion store. He did not know much of 
missionary work, as his labors were with 
the more warlike tribes. lie also ex- 
plained the tribal relations and other points, 
and was finally allowed to retire, alter 
giving the audience a much clearer idea 
of the wrongs of the Indians than any «»i 
them had before. 

Mrs. Tibbies (bright Eyes) then read a 
very interesting paper, giving the wrongs 
of the Oumlias, her own tribe, the unjust 
way they have been treated, ami tlieir 
troubles with agents, mostly men of dis- 
reputable character, who are given the po- 
sitions for political services. The agents 
arc changed so often that it is worse lor 
the tribe, as one man would soon steal 
enough, tint with it now agent every year 
or two, there is no limit. The only rem- 
edy, she thought, was to take the whole 
Indian question out of politics, give them 
tand in severalty, and the rights and pro- 
tection accorded to other citizens.

These and other mes- 
sages of regret at inability to be present were 
read by Mr. Winfield S. Slocum. Mr. 
Austin Sherman, president of the Every 
Sftlurdav elub, whose headquarters were at 'lie 
bouse for many years, read a paper on tbe Hull 
Mansion, written by Mrs. Huberts several years 
ago, and read at one of the club meetings. Among 
the prominent guests present were Mayor Kimlmll 
inn] wife, the former’s grandfather lo ving been a 
resident of Newtouville, a friend of General 
IIu I's and living near Harvard and Washing! n 
streets; Mr. and Mrs. Dana Estes of Boston, ltcv. 
Mr. Bishop, the Misses Williams, a number of rel- 
atives of Mrs. Roberts from Boston and Salem, 
and nearly all tbe older residents of Newtouville. 
Tbe singing of “Auld Lang Syne” was one of the 
features of the evening, all standing around the 
room with clasped bands, and from II to 1 o’clock 
there was dancing, including the old time Virginia 
reel, calling back the time when “tbe stately meas- 
ures of the minuet were trodden in the old bouse 
hv beaux and belles long since departed, At one 
o'clock the company ‘broke up, and a la>t tarewc 1 
was bidden to the edd bouse, one of tbe landmarks 
of Newton, which is soon to be removed for tbe 
new brick block. Tbe old bouse lias seen many 
changes in its duv. It first stood near tbe site of 
Governor (Jlullin’s residence, and General Bull’s 
farm consisted of two hundred acres. Mr. E. I). 
Brooks came to Newton in 1813, to live with (Jen. 
Midi, and be has many interesting rcininiseicncics 
to tell of tbe old general. .At that time there were 
only four other houses on tbe south side of the 
track, and five on the north side. Washington 
street was then very crooked, crossing what is now 
the truck near tbe freight yard, going through 
parts of Austin and Spruce streets, and across the 
track again near tbe Truck bouse. When Gen. 
Hull returned from bis surrender at Detroit, be 
u as afraid to venture out of bis house for fear of 
irate citizens, and remained shut up for some 
weeks. The bouse was moved in 1845, after it bad 
b cn bought by Mr. Roberts, and there was only 
one tree in the way, an elm, near Mr. A. It. 
Tuintor’s bouse, since cut down, and tbe bouse 
was moved around it. The contractor who moved 
the bouse was fatally hurt during the wotk, and 
died at the bouse of Mr. Brooks. Alter moving 
tbe bouse Mr. Roberts enlarged it by the addition 
of the ell, and tbe large and spacious rooms of the 
main part, together with tbe generous hospitality 
of Mr. and Mrs. Huberts, made it a rallying place 
t"f all the young people of this part of the eitv. 
The walls could tell of many romances and revels, 
if they onlv bad a voice, and few bouses iu Newton 
have a greater historical interest. Mr. Clms 8. 
i’ulsifer had the honor of being the oldest man at 
Wednesday evening’s gathering, although Mr. 
Brooks was the oldest resident of Newton. .Squire 
Davis came to Newton in 1803, and Mr. Brooks iu 
April, 181o, and if there are any other residents 
who came before him, lie would be very glad to 
bear from them. It would lie easy to fill volumes 
with rcminisccncies about tbe old bouse.

In it previous paporthe writer spoke of 
the journey west throiurh a country so 
blasted by war that Union sentiment was 
cither terrorized or entirely absent. Now, 
in marked contrast, our journey through 
Ohio, Indiana and Illinois, “eu route” for 
Cairo, was one continuous ovation. We 
were always grateful to Oovernment for 
this opportunity to see these loyal states, 
and the memories of that trip from Jetl'er- 
sonville, via. Seymour, Ind., and Sandoval, 
ill., cannot hut he fresh in the minds of all 
who were there. They helped much to allevi- 
ate the miseries of tho weeks that ensued, 
and to nerve the men to extra efforts to de- 
serve the gratitude of these loyal people. 
The discomforts of car travel were very 
groat, packed as we wore, almost like sar- 
dines, into box-ears; hut whenever tho 
train stopped, day or night, men, women 
and children were there to cheer tho sol- 
diers; food was heaped upon ns. and the 
regiment looked like a travelling horticul- 
tural show, with bonnets in the gun-muz- 
zles and ^word-knots. 

The Corps being almost entirely com- 
posed of Eastern men and from the Army 
of the Potomac, tho reputation of many of 
the regiments had preceded them, and we 
were asked to point out the “Highlanders’* 
(70 New York), or the Massachusetts or 
Now Hampshire men; we “down-easters,” 
seemed to he objects of special criticism; 
so the hoys put oil their best looks and 
tried to appear as much like human beings 
as possible; not so easy a matter where 
toilet appliances were so scarce, and soap 
and mirrors a mere tradition. 

There seemed no limit to the hospitality 
of these big-hearted Westerners, whoso 
dispositions wove like their broad prairies, 
and the only wonder is that scores of men 
did not desert, captivated by the people 
and their kindness. Brief as our stay was 
at the stations, it was long enough for 
some of our young “Looliiiivurs” to get 
acquainted with their hostesses; and those 
who, hud the handling «>i the mail that 
summer, observed" that letters bore the ad- 
dress of towns wo passed through on that 
journey, which was not so before. 

At any time and under any circumstan- 
ces, a sail down the great “Father of 
Waters” would be interesting, but, how 
much more so then anil oil such ail errand 
as ours'. We were passing the very shores 
upon which the adventurous La Salle had 
looked, nearly two centuries before: we 
were llouling on the waters of the river in 
whose depths tho bold Spaniard, Do Soto, 
was buried nearly a century before our an- 
cestors settled New England. Now its 
shores were crowded with now points of 
interest, for history had been rapidly mak- 
ing since April. 1HU1. and as we ap- 
proached the places with whoso names we 
were familiar from recent events, eyes were 
straiuoit and Hold-glasses brought into use. 
We Hist passed the hattle-Hold of Belmont, 
on the Missouri shore, almost opposite 
Columbus. Ky. It was here that General 
Grant had Arst shown Ids military abilities, 
and Logan his dashing, fearless character. 
We were impressed with the strength of 
the position of Columbus, the great guns 
looking down from the high blurt's and 
commanding the passage of tho river. As 
we wore steaming slowly past, suddenly a 
gun Hashed, and a shell came kereaming 
over our boat, causing no little consterna- 
tion, lor stone thought wo were in a trap 
and that the enemy had got possession of 
the Post. Apprehension was allayed, how- 
ever. when tho boat rounded to, and 
steamed up to tho landing, tho captain say- 
ing he had forgotten the order that all 
boats must stop, and report to the com 
maudaut of the Post. 

When we came to “Island No. 10,” our 
regiments who had served at “Chantilly” 
nail “Second Bull Run,” under General 
Pope, looked curiously at the place where 
ho had won his reputation, and wondered 
what there was that had caused hint to ho 
brought to Virginia with such a Moorish of 
trumpets. We remembered bis graiulilo 
(intuit address to tho Army of tho Potomac, 
that lie itad como from an army who wore 
••used to seeing the hacks of their enemies,” 
that their policy was “attack and not de- 
fence,” and his ‘ head-quarters were in the 
saddle," etc., etc., which was ail very well, 
but lie soon found that. Stonewall Jackson's 
men were not so loud of showing their 
backs as the Western Confederates. As we 
studied this fortified sand-bar wo recalled 
the daring act of the men of the -find 
Illinois, who, one dark, stormy night landed 
from boats and spiked the guns of a whole 
battery, getting away safely in the confu- 
sion before the enemy could rally. We also 
pictured the daring deed «»! Commander 
Walke of the “Car«mdelot,” in running 
the batteries. But while we were ready to 
admit that tho capture of the place with its 
garrison was a good thing in its way, tc 
was due largely to the co-operation of Com- 
modore Foote, and to tactical manuuvros 
in the rear of the enemy, and but few lives 
were lost in the whole affair. 

This was the season of low water, and 
the pilots were on tho alert to keep tho 
boats olV tile bars. Those western h i lls 
are light draught, and are said to be able 
to Boat over a “heavy dew,” and certainly 
we passed safely over places where 1 
t lioU'dit- we would strike. The men were 
much minis >d at the river slang, and picked 
up some of it that in camp f tr away from 


the school where it was learned, was a re- 
minder of the voyage down the liver. The 
sing-song cry ot tile lead-heavers was a 
never-ending fund for imitation, and if you 
asked tho time of day the answer was 
quite likely to lie “niid-Adinlf-six.” All 
military duties were of necessity abandoned 
on ship-board, roll-call and an informal 
guard-mounting excepted, and the men 
amused themselves as best they could, 
reading, writing, card-playing, etc. 

There were some Hue singers in our 
regiment, and in the evenings they favored 
us with their songs, and with the aid of 
the buglers could get up quite a con- 
cert. The upper or hurricane-deck was 
the favorite place, hut all could not be ac- 
commodated there. It was hot weather 
now, and iho men rigged up awnings with 
their sliolter-tcnts, not only tor protection 
from t he sun, but the frequent and sudden 
showers. — These followed the course of the 
river; a little cloud would lie seen far in tho 
north, and almost before the men could 
get tilings braced up ant] secured, the boat 
would be involved in a twilight gloom, the 
air would become hot and devitalized, and 
a deluge of rain with an appalling electric 
display would pass over, lasting a few 
minutes, and a clear sky and hot sun would 
follow, the wood-work of the boat so hot 
that clouds of steam would arise from it. 
Occasionally a boat would he seen ap- 
proaching from the south, and then all was 
anxiety to learn the news front Vicksburg. 
This was apt to ho far from reliable, hut 
was none the less eagerly sought. From 
otto we would hear that Grant had raised 
the siege and retreated; from another that 
he had been caught between the upper and 
nether millstone ot Pemberton's and John- 
ston's forces, and annihilated. AH reports 
found plenty of “I told you sos.” There 
was one tiling in which nli agreed, viz: 
that wo were going down into a vortex 
j of fighting, heat and malaria such as wo 
had never seen before, nnd whether it was 
to share in the glorious triumph or help 
cover the disastrous retreat of General 
Giant’s line army, every hour was rapidly 
I bringing the solution. 

At Memphis we stopped and the regiment 
was landed to give the men a change, and 
to clean up the boat. Here we received re- 
' liable news, and to tho effect that Grant 
had an iron grip on the garrison of Vicks- 
burg. and we were wanted to protect the 
lines of investment against Johnston’s 
threathened attack. With a force estimat- 
ed at from 81) to 40 thousand, this general 
was just across the Big Black River, and it 
looked to us as if our arrival could not he 
any too rapidly hastened. 

There was much of interest to see in this 
large and truly Southern city, and officers 
and men were permitted to go up town on 
short furloughs. The people here were 
strongly “seeosh.” hut none the less will- 
ing to receive our “greenbacks” for articles 
purchased, for about three or four times 
their cost in Boston. As our regiment had 
been paid otT at Louisville, money was quite 
plenty. The last opportunity for an ice- 
cream was improved, and there was a pe- 
culiar decoction said to be strictly of Mem- 
phian origin, called “milk punch,” to 
which the men took as naturally as ducks 
to water. 1 have always suspected that 
some article stronger than milk was used in 
its composition, for those who returned to 
the levee with wonderful talcs of its invig- 
orating properties smelled strongly of 
Bourbon County, Ky.,and it had so affected 
the belligerent bump of some of tho men, 
that they were allowed an opportunity to 
j cool off in the guard-house. Two simple 
purchases made here proved to the writer 
of inestimable value: a straw hat and a 
square yard of mosquito netting. These 
articles had no money value that summer; 

! there was not enough money in our brig- 
ade to buy them. 

At Memphis we were joined by one of 
the iron-chid gunboats, peculiar to the 
Western rivers. They sat low in the water, 
and endwise looked like a black, truncated 
letter A, the smoke-stack just projecting 
from the top. Front a few openings in the 
sides peeped the muzzles of cannon of not 
very heavy calibre, about 10 pounders. Our 
curiosity as to their capacities in action 
was gratified on our way down the river. 

Although the river above Vicksburg was 
technically in our possession, there were 
many points on both shores where the 
enemy were likely to attack us, and in an- 
ticipation of ambushes, a guard with 
loaded l ilies was maintained on the upper 
dock to scan tho shores carefully for sus- 
picions parties, the flotilla moving in single 
lile, with tlm gunboat bringing up the rear. 

It was a matter of daily occurrence for 
boats to have to run the gauntlet of guer- 
rillas, for, at many places 

“A wilderness sombre wi;h forests.” 
lined both shores. About the middle of 
one forenoon, not far from Columbus, Ark., 

I was laying oil’ comfortably on the upper 
deck, enjoying the tropical scenery on the 
shore at a point where the river was narrow 
and the channel look us near the hank, 
when suddenly my day-dreams wore dis- 
turbed by the flash and report of twenty or 
thirty titles, and the bullets rattled like 
hail around us. Wo were in the van of the 
tlm t, luit it scorned as it the boom of can- 
non came like an echo of the enemy’s 
rides, for the gunboat had swung around 
and was tiring broad-sides with wonderful 
rapidity into the woods. At the same time 
t lie guard opened a fttsilade, and for a few 
minutes it sounded like a minaturo battle. 
We were quickly out of range and 1 ran to 
the stern ot the boat to see the fun. Tho 
enemy had tired but one volley, dividing it 
about equally between our boat and the 
one next in line, luit although they had 
hundreds of targets and were not fifty yards 
away, they only succeeded in wounding 
one man of the 17th Michigan regiment, 
and killed two horses. Wo saw tho band 
running "helter-skelter” from their am- 
bush, and the shells of the gunboat ex- 
ploding among them, and concluded that 
they had the worst of tho atfair; then wo 
hunted up the places where their bullets 
had liit our boat amt lottnd there had been 
many narrow escapes. This episode cured 
us of all fueling of security and the banks 
were now watched with increased vigilance, 
but wo had no further trouble. 

As we drew up to the lauding at Helena, 
Ark., 1 saw the Hist black soldier 1 had 
seen. He stood on the levee in full uni- 
lot in. as a sentry, a member of the First 
Arkansas Volunteers. Wo were greatly 
amused at his pompous manner, and to see 
him improve the slightest occasion to 
salute when an ollicer came near him. lie 
was as black as the ace ot spades, tall, 
oreet, and was really a Hue-looking soldier, 
and it was the universal opinion that a 
regiment of such men, well drilled, would 
make a tine appearance. Subsequent 
events at this very place proved that they i 
could |light. well, for It was while we wer>» ! 
down tlm river that Helena was attacked 
and ably defended by General l'rentiss, with ; 
his black and white regiments; and doubt- 
less this very sentry then and there 
had his Hrst opportunity to strike a blow 
ior bis * p a eased kindred, and prove by his 
actions whether lie and his ia>e were 


worthy to fight under the “flag of the 
free.” 

As wo neared our destination, curiosity 
and expectation were rampant. The dis- 
tant southern horizon was closely scanned, 
and as the crooked liver “boxed the com- 
pass'’ almost every halt hour, It was difli- 
etilt at times to tell wltleli was South. 

But. one day there seemed to he a smoky 
haze in the Southern sky. and a distant 
rumbling, which, though akin to thunder, 
had distinct features. The hours drew on, 
and the muttering grew more and more 
apparent, and far away over the waters the 
sounds assumed tangible form. There was 
tto longer any doubt; they were the guns 
of Grant and Porter hammering at the 
gates and demanding admission to the 
Confederate Gibraltar of the .Mississippi. 
We were at length a part of tin* “Armv of 
the Tennessee.”

A veteran mis- 
sionary said to me, "I often meet my old 
classmates who burned to spend the splen- 
did days of manhood in the foreign service, 
but wore kept at home. I call them the 
“Old Guard.” Let us be the “Old Guard” 
and stand behind those that stand in the 
forefront, without which solid support the 
posts captured cannot be held. But your- 
self where you are most needed in all the 
round world, and lot the light within you 
shine out. on your forces. The meeting 
closed with very interesting reports from 
delegates, singing and followed by a five 
i o’clock tea in the vestry.

West Newton Lyceum. 

The last of the meetings of the West 
Newton Lyceum, Monday evening, was also 
one of tho host. President Allen presided, 
and the first attraction was a beautifully 
rendered violin solo by Miss Myra Tolman, 
Miss Annie Plummer accompanying on the 
piano. It was received with hearty ap- 
plause. 

President Allen then announced the 
lecture by Mr. John W. Carter on “Nor- 
way, Her Fjords and Fjttlds. — The North 
Capo and the Midnight Sun.” It was 
an account of Mr. Carter’s trip to Nor- 
way some months ago, and was illustrated 
by a large map which hung in the rear of 
the platform. The striking features of 
the country, the lofty mountains with 
their mighty glaciers, tho impetuous rivers 
frowned upon by precipitous cliffs, tho 
beautiful valleys, and tjio picturesque lakes., 
were described in so graphic a manner as 
to compel the undivided attention of the 
audience, and some very effective hits of 
word painting were given. The lecture 
elosed much too soon, with a description 
of the bleak and barren North Cape, “The 
Land of the Midnight Sun,” one of the 
most attractive spots for summer tourists, 
as the journey is not marked by danger. 
The lecturer was rewarded with hearty ’ap- 
plause as ho closed, and President Allen ex- 
pressed his regret that the time for the 
lecture was so short. 

REFORMS IN CITY OOVKUNM ENT. 

The debate on tho question, “What Re- 
forms ate needed in the mode of City Gov- 
ernment,” was of more than usual interest, 
and was begun by Mayor Kimball, who 
said tiiat the commission to revise the city 
charter, some five years ago, after long 
consideration, had brought in two reports, 
one in favor of continuing the present 
system of two branches, a, hoard of Alder- 
men and a hoard of Common Council, and 
the other recommending the one board 
system. He had then favored two boards, 
which lie now felt convinced was a mistake. 
The one hoard system was a much more 
convenient one, and bettor fitted to small 
cities like Newton. If till the members 
were in one hoard, each member would he 
better informed as to city affairs, and better 
results would he obtained. There was a great 
value in the enthusiasm of numbers, and 
the city work would lie much better done. 
Managing city affairs was just like manag- 
ing the affairs of a largo corporation. 
There was no mystery about it, and wiiat 
would he good for a large corporation 
would he a good thing for a city. One 
hoard, for instance, would admit of a 
larger number of chairmen of committees, 
whereas now the same member was chair - 
men of several important committees, and 
too much devolved upon them, they had 


too many duties and too laborious work. 
The Mayor then road from his mes- 
sage an extract in favor of the one 
board system, and said be was convinced 
that the city’s business would be more in- 
telligently performed, and the result would 
1)0 more satisfactory, by means of one 
board tlnn by the present system. One 
board would have a greater* variety of 
opinions, better thought, nnd would take 
wiser action. If it. was utged that one 
board might be too hasty in its action, 
checks could bo devised, such as requiring 
Appropriation hills to lay over for a certain 
period, and that import ant measures should 
not he passed without a three-fourths vote. 
Besides, any 21 men elected by the citizens ■ 
of Newton could be depended upon with 
perfect confidence. The speech was re- i 
reived 'with hearty applause. 

Representative E. W. Wood spoke in! 
favor of the present system, and said that 
wo had the dual system in our national and 
state governments, and the same principle 
was embodied in city governments ami 
had been proved to bo an excellent one. 
One body was a check upon the other. 1 
Waltham bad been one of the few cities to 
try the one hoard plan, and it throw such 
arduous duties upon the mayor that no one 
had been found to fill the* mayor’s chair 
more than one year. 

Mr. E. P. Rond read a letter from Dr. <’. 
F. Crehove.who regretted that he could not j 
appear, and cordially endorsed tho one 
hoard system, it giving to individual citi- 
zens greater power in the city government, 
lie outlined a plan providing for six mem- 
bers from each ward, tho mayor to 
preside, no standing committoes, no com- 
mittee work, tho city business to he trans- 
acted by three or four permanent hoards, 
one to have charge of the water department, 
another of sewers, another of public works, 
etc. The members of the boards to be re- 
tired in rotation. This plan would secure 
continuous service, and as the members of 
the city government would not be burdened 
with committee work, it would he possible 
to secure a good class of citizens to serve, 
nnd care could bo taken to sccuro good 
men on tho permanent boards. 

Mr. J. W. Stover said that lie had had a 
good deal of experience with city govern- j 
nients, both in New England and else- 
where, and in a majority of the smaller 
cities lie had found that they consisted 
of one board only, and he considered the 
one board system better for tho people. : 
With two hoards there was a tendency to ' 
shift the responsibility from one hoard to j 
the other, and matters of importance wero 
not fully and carefully considered; one 
board or the other dodged the responsi- 
bility for important measures, and instead 
of one board being a check on the other, 
the re verso was too often the case. We 
did not get the best judgment of the mem- 
bers, matters were not as fully discussed 
and ventilatod. Wo should elect better 
men, and men who needed no checks upon 
them. In two hoards important matters 
were delayed. It was absurd to have in a 
small city like Newton all tho machinery j 
of the National government. If there was i 
wisdom in numbers, wc could get it in one } 
board as well as in two. Now we elect i 
important officers in joint conventions, and | 
find it works satisfactorily. Most cities j 
have only one hoard, and who ever heard of j 
a city’s changing from one board to two? 
Under the town government we only had j 
one hoard of selectmen, and no one ever J 
found any fault with the one hoard sys- ! 
tern then. In one board the positions 
would be of more importance, and there 
would not be so much difficulty in getting 
men to tako the positions. 

Mr. E. P. Bond said lie was the only 
member of the committee on revision of 
the charter who was present; he had fa- : 
vored two boards ami ho saw no reason to j 
change liis mind. The city council ought i 
not to have anything to do with the exe- 
cution of the laws, and he explained atsome 
length the opinions of tho commission. 

Mr. W. E. Plummer was heartily ap- 
plauded as he rose to speak, and made an 
earnest and effective pica for the one board 
system, illustrating bis points with a num- 
ber of witty stories. lie said the reason no 
mayor in Waltham had served more than 
one term was because the people did not 
want them, although he believed that they 
had got a mayor now who bid fair to fol- 
law in Mayor Kimball’s footsteps and be- 
come a second Mayor Doyle. 

Mr. Walton and others also made 1 
speeches upon the question, and tho gen- 1 
oral sentiment seemed to he in favor of ! 
the one board system.

The Nov Directory. 

The Newton directory for 1887 is out, and 
makes a volume of imposing size. It is is- 
sued by Drew, Allis A Go. of Worcester, is 
well printed, and great pains have been 
taken to make it as correct as possible. 
The Boston addresses of business men were 
attended to ;is late as possible, hi order to 
give the latest changes, and from a cursory 
examination the work has been faithfully 
done. Of the 9,410 names in the directory 
of 1885, only :5,429 remain unchanged. 

599 names have been added. and 2.547 names 
were erased. There are 9.492 names in the 
book, including the names of 874 persons 
who have died or removed from the city, 
making an increase of 52 names over 1885, 
which is hardly a fair indication of the 
growth of Newton. The Smiths are of 
course the largest family in the city, hav- 
ing 88 names on the list, but the Sullivans 
come next with (’)(>. the Allens have 57. the 
Browns 51. the Whiles 4S Davises 47.

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CITY GOVERNMENT. 

tiu; noABD of aldkkmkn pass the elec- 
tric LIGHT ORDER. 

All the members were present i\t the 
meeting of the board of Aldermen Monday 
night, and also a large number of promi- 
nent citizens. among whom were ex-Alder- 
man Fiske. J. W. Stover, W. E. Plmhtnor 
and A. F. Upton. 

The minutes of the last meeting were 
read and approved. Business from the 
Common Council was received and disposed 
of in concurrence, with the exception of 
the order appropriating $84.00 for repairs 
on the old Williams school house, which 
after some debate, was laid on the table, 
until tlio lease of the building to the Vil- 
lage Improvement Society could bo ex- 
amined and their duties in tlio matter de- 
termined. The repairs, us stated by Alder- 
man Grant, are the replacing of the old de- 
cayed sills and gutters. 

A petition was read from E. O. Childs 
ami 18 others, asking that Daniel T. Perkins 
he appointed a member of the police force; 
referred to the police committee. 

Alderman Johnson reported from the 
License committee that a sixth class liquor 
license had been granted to Hubbard & 
Procter. 

Simon Mahan gave notice of his intention 
to erect a house on Adams street, Ward ! 2 . 

ELECTRIC LIGHT PETITIONS. 

Alderman Ilollis read a largo number of 
petitions from citizens, asking that the 
principal streets and squares of the city be 
lighted by electric lights. The petitions 
were headed respectively by E. M. Ilall, 
D. W. Gilbert, A. Greenwood, Win. E. Bos- 
son, Hubbard Procter, James T. Alien. 

Upper Falls was heard from in a long 
petition, headed by II. W. Fanning, stat- 
ing that the streets in that village were 
poorly lighted, and asking that they be 
partially illuminated by electric lights. 
Most of the business men in the viliage 
were represented on the petition. 

Alderman Harwood presented a petition 
from E. W. Gay, J. W. French, S. I,. 
Powers, A. S. March, Jr., and soino 40 
other prominent citizens and tax payers of 
Ward 7, asking for electric lights. 

Alderman Johnson presented a petition 
from B. M. Pulsifer and JO other large tax 
payers of Auburndale, asking for electric 
lights. 

Four other petitions from citizens and 
tax payers were also handed in by Alder- 
man Johnson. 

Alderman Grant presented petitions 
headed respectively by George E. Allen, 
CLas. T. Pulsifer, J. B. Turner and others, 
asking for electric lights and better lighted 
streets. The petitions were received, but 
not referred, as the committee had finished 
their consideration of the subject. 

OTHER MATTERS. 

Alderman Harwood read a communica- 
tion from the Globe Gas Light company of 
Boston, stating that they were prepared 
to furnish street lights equal to the best 
coal gas lamps, and asking that before a 
new contract was made they he given a 
chance to he heard, The communication 
was signed by D. W. Lee. the agent. 

Alderman Johnson read the petition of 
the Wax Paper Company of Upper Falls, 
for permission lo erect a wooden building, 
132 by 40 feet, on Boylston street, for a 
wax paper factory. The permit was grant- 
ed. 

W. S. Richards and others asked for a 
permit to erect a rifio range at Newton 
Highlands; referred to the license commit- 
tee. 

Alderman Grant reported on the petition 
of the Newton Natural History Society, for 
the use of the Armory Hall one evening a 
month, for eight months, for their lectures, 
and favored granting the same, on evenings 
when the Armory was not used by the 
military company. The petitioners were 
given leave to withdraw ou that part of 
their petition asking for the setting apart 
of a room at the public library for the ex- 
hibition <>f their collection of specimens. 
The report was accepted and its recommen- 
dations adopted. 

Alderman Harwood presented a petition 
from residents of and property owners on 
Hunnewell avenue, asking for the laying 
out. grading and acceptance of the street, 
from Washington to Copley streets, and 
asking that it be made 40 feet wide; re- 
ferred to the Highway committee. 

Alderman Hollis presented an order 
which was passed, that $500 should be ap- 
propriated lor the use of the committee on 
claims, to bo expended in settling small 
claims against the city, and charged to the 
miscellaneous appropriation. 

Alderman Nickerson presented an order, 
which was passed, authorizing the Mayor 
to convey a lot of land on Chapel street, to 
Wm. Sullivan, at a price not less than J 
cents per square foot. Mr. Nickerson 
stated that the city had taken all the gravel 
from the lot that could be taken and the 
city had no further use for the land. 

Ahievman Nickerson presented an order 
authorizing the Highway committee to re- 
move the stono crusher from the old pit on 
Homer street to the now one on Murray 
street, anil also to exchange tlio old engine 
for a new one. at a pi ice not t » exceed 
$1,800, to be charged to the appropriation 
for highway repairs. The order was passed. 

Alderman Pettee presented the petition 
of Ann Eliza Hurston, administratrix of 
the estate of Eliza W. Cushing, setting forth 
that the said estate was over-assessed, and 
asking for an abatement; referred to the 
homnutteo on assessors. 

Alderman l’ettee presented an order au- 
thorizing the fire department to purchase 
live lire alarm signal-boxes, at an expense 
not to exceed *G25. Mr. Pettee said that 
‘>r» more signal stations could be established 
to advantage, and that they would add to 

the efficiency of the tire department, but 
probably only five or six would be asked 
for each year. The order was passed. 

An order was passed authorizing the 
lire department to purchase G<» cedar lire 
H i ar m telegraph poles, at a cost not to ex- 
ceed $250, said pi des to take the place of 
poles that were decayed and m danger of 

'copy of the act authorizing the city to 
!„sue 811)0.000 in water bonds, was read and 
accepted. The act has just passed tlio leg- 
islature. This will make the water bonds 
of the city amount to $1,150,000. 

\u order was passed, authorizing the 
Mavor and City Treasurer <•» have blank 
certificates prepared for the bonds, toil raw 
.» 1-2 percent interest, and to be payable 30 
years from date, to bo properly signed and 
registered, and authorizing the city treas- 
urer to sell the same or pledge them for 
nimicv borrowed. It was stated that some 
uf thu bonds would bo needed very soon, 


and ns the old pinto would have to ho re- 
engraved, it was necessary to take immedi- 
ate notion, ns it would ho at least two 
months beforo they could bo made ready 
for use. 

Alderman Hollis presented the petition 
of residents of Maple street. Ward 4, to 
have snid street from Central street to 
Riverside avenue re pa i rod and regraded, 
and the gutters repaved; referred to the 
Highway committed. 

THE ELECTRIC LIGHT ORDER. 

Alderman Ilollis presented the report of 
the committee on fuel and street lights on 
the order resubmitted to them, to see what 
number of lights would ho needed to light 
the principal squares and about the depots 
with electric lights, on the moon schedule 
and until 12 o’clock. It would take 28 
lights to do this, 5 in Wards 1 and 7. 3 in 
Ward 2, 3 in Ward 3, 4 in Ward 4. in Ward 
5, and (t in Ward (I, and tlio Electric Light 
Company would furnish these 28 at $1 per 
night, burning them until 12 o’clock, on 
nights when tlio moon did not shine. The 
cost of these 28 lights a year would he 
$0,720 on the 240 dark nights. 

Alderman Hollis submitted an order 
from the committee, recommending that a 
contract ho made with the Newton Electric 
Light and Tower Co., for 30 arc lights from 
April 1st to June 1st. and for 71 are lights 
from June 1st to Jan. 1st, 1888. to he light- 
ed from sunset to sunrise, oil 20 nights in 
the month, or when the moon did not 
light the streets, at a cost not to exceed 
50 cents a night; the Elictric Light Com- 
pany to make a rebate equal to the cost of 
100 gas lamps, for the 40 nights for which 
the city would bo under contract with the 
Gas Company. some $200. 

Alderman Ward asked where the lights 
would he placed. 

Alderman Hollis replied that it had 
been proposed to put 12 lights in every 
ward, but the number would have to be 
sealed down proportionately. A map had 
been prepared by the city engineer show- 
ing the proposed location of each light. 

Alderman Ward asked if the price was 
not a large one. Somerville, he had heard, 
only naid 35 cents a night. 

Alderman Hollis said that the Somerville 
lights only burned till 12 o’clock; 50 cents 
was lower than the average paid, but the 
order reads that the price was not to exceed 
50 cents a night, and the company might 
make the price lower than that. The 30 
lights for two months would cost $000; the 
71 for the balance of the year would cost 
$4,070, and deducting the rebate given by 
the Electric Light company for the 100 g.as 
lamps for two months ‘ the total the 
electric lights would cost would be $5,274. 
The 218 gas lamps to be replaced by the 
electric lights would cost at the present 
rate $2,205. and they were only burned 
until 12 o’clock; if they were burned all 
night the cost would he much larger. Tlio 
electric lights would thus cost $3,000 more 
than the gas lights to Jan. 1st. hut if the 
gas was burned all night, there would prob- 
ably not be a great difference in the cost of 
the two. 

Alderman Pettee made a somewhat 
lengthy speech, in which he said lie was 
not a champion of electric lights or any 
other lights, he only represented those who 
had to pay the bills. Hu had thought it best 
io wait ami sec if the tax-payers wanted to pay for 
the lights, and the petitions presented showed’ that 
some of them at any rate did. lie thought the 
whole question of lighting the streets of Newton 
ought to he discussed, anil arguments presented 
whv there should lie a more brilliant illumination. 
So far he had heard no arguments. Some cities 
— Lawrence and Concord for instance, were using 
the incandescent system of lighting, and he would 
like to hear about that, nnd find out whether are 
lights were better than any other. Jle desired an 
honest presentation of the subject . He did not 
know the amount of extra light ueeded, but if the 
tax-payers wanted the appropriation for lighting 
the streets increased, and were willing to pay the 
bills, lie would not complain. Since the last meet- 
ing he had got the cold-shoulder from people who 
did not think as lie did, hut he was willing to stand 
it, as he had been honest in the matter, and had 
said what he thought. He thought the appropria- 
tion for electric lights this year were hut an enter- 
ing wedge, and more would he demanded every 
your. Some had suggested cutting down the other 
department appropriations to ptiv for the electric 
lights, the highway department for instance, hut 
that would be merely cutting down the laborers in 
the department, or throwing just so many out of 
work, and that was a kind of economy he "did not 
believe in. lie did not think any of the other de- 
partments ought to he cut down. Electric lights 
were a radical change, and he did not see any ne- 
cessity for a change. We had got along so far, 
and could get along just as well in tin* future with 
gas lamps. Mr. Pettee closed by saxfug that theie 
were a number of gentlemen present, ami lie would 
like to hear from them on the subject, and a mo- 
tion was passed to that etfcct. 

Mr. J. W. Stover was called upon, and said he 
did not think it was fair to take the debate away 
from the hoard, but lie would he glad to answer 
anv questions. Being asked about incandescent 
lights he said that they gave a uniform light, luit 
of small power, and the experience of all cities had 
so far been in favor of are lights, when a large 
space was to bo lighted. Incandescent lights on 
streets hud so far been merely an experiment, and 
they had proved mow expensive than use lights. 
The questiou of electric lighting in Newton turned 
on this point: Do the tax-payers want more 
light? It went witlaout saying’ that so far the 
streets of Newton had not been creditably illumi- 
nated. On dark nights when the moon was sup- 
posed to shine, there had been no lights at nil, and 
it was almost impossilifc for a gas company to get 
out their liltup-lighlurs and hove the streets light- 
ed at short notiee. With electric lights it was dif- 
ferent. The light could he turned on. at a mo- 
ment’s warning. The electric light company had 
ottered to light the streets at a very low pc ice. The 
gas company asked more than was asked in other 
cities but for a good reason, the city was so scat- 
tered, that they hud to have many miles of pipes. 
Boston is paying G5 cents a night and you are only 
usked to pay 50 cents. There was "no doubt ol 
what the citizens wanted, und fully two-thirds of 
the tax-payers were in favor of "electric lights. 
What had been done in tlio past was no excuse for 
not making a change New times demauded new 
iucii und new mes arcs. 

Mr. Pettee asked lu>w many electric lights would 
la: wanted in six year* from now. Mr. Stover re- 

{ died that lie hoped the city would have 500 or 
,000, lint thut was no reason why we should not 
take 50 or 100 now. It was an improvement we 
must have. Mr. Pettee usked why a change was 
necessary now ? Mr. Stover replied thut it wus 
no more necessary iw>w than a yc;u ago. Every- 
body knew thut so fur the city had hceu very 
poorly lighted. The gas company arc very will- 
ing now to make promises und tell what a brilliant 
light they intend to give, hut they hud not done it 
with the field to themselves . Let them drive the 
electric light company out of the field und wliut as- 
surance have we that the gas will be any different 
from what it is to-day ? 

Mr. Henry F. Koss was culled on ami suid ho 
thought the petitioners expressed the sentiments 
of the citizens of Newton . He hud found scarcely 
a mull who did not express himself in favor of 
electric lights. People who come to Newton to 
huv property, ask the first thing about the lighting 
of the streets and whether we have electric lights. 
Such things tend to bring people to the city, uml 
increase the number of tux-nuj cr*. 

Mr. W. E. Plummer said he came down to get 
some light on the subject, lie had inudc the first 
suggestion td light the streets of Newton, and it 
was no opposed by the old fogy element that they 
had bought the posts by subscription, and the city 
only paid for the lighting of them, lie Imd come 
down to the meeting expecting to hear that it was 
only proposed to light Washington street from the 
Woodland Turk Hotel to the Boston line und In 


the Spring Hotel, Watertown, the route night 
travel took mostly, and then to have the whole city 
pay for it. But as it was proposed to have lights 
hi every ward, nnd so many solid citizens hnd 
asked for them, lie thought the city ought to grant 
their request. Newton would lie the last city of 
its size in the state to adopt electric lights, which 
was owing to the largo conservative element in the 
city which always opposed every change. What 
the eitv needed was tin* waking up of the mug- 
wump element, and to have them take charge of 
n Hairs . Mr. Plummer closed his very witty 
speech with an ant quotation from Saxe. 

Ex-Aldcrmnn l’iskc said that he hnd circulated a 
petition in Ward 4, and lie had been surprised at 
the readiness with which nil the men he ii.id asked 
had signed it. Newton had the poorest lighted 
streets of any city lie knew of, and the gas com- 
pany hnd so far had a very fat thing. Only one 
man had refused to sign, and lie was'an elderly 
man who obicetcd to ihe bright light. 

Mr. A. F. Upton was called on and snid he had 
started tlio racket in this city, because ho wanted 
Newton as well lighted as other cities. It was the 
hardest eitv to light of any in the state, on account 
of the way in which it was scattered, and the many 
miles of streets. Ail the electric lights in Wards 
5 and G would he lighted bv the company at a loss, 
even if they received a dollar a night. The lights 
used in Newton were of the latest pattern, and the 
host expert could not tell the ditVeronco between a 
1,200 candle power light of this pattern, and the 
2,000 candle power light used in Boston. It was 
the same light ns was used in Waltham. 

Alderman Ilollis here objected to any more per- 
sons speaking in favor of electric lights," and moved 
that tlio hearing be closed unless some one wished 
to speak against them. He hnd told Mr. Good- 
rich, counsel for the gas company, that there would 
probably be no public hearing, and the testimony 
so far seemed to he all on one side. 

Alderman Ward said that lie did not wish to op- 
pose any improvement, if it could he made with- 
out increased expense. He supposed he repre- 
sented the old logy element, hut lie was told when 
ho was nominated for the otliee, that the people 
wanted him because be had been in otliee before 
nnd would oppose extravagant schemes. This 
order seemed only the beginning of what would 
prove a very costly thing. With the sewerage 
question coming up", which would involve a large 
expenditure, he did not believe that wo should in- 
crease the axponsccs of the city. lie thought the 
gas company ought to have a chance to he heard 
and see what they would do. lie did not think 
Ward G wanted electric lights, and had noticed no 
Ward G names on the petitions. 

Alderman Johnson suid that lie hud had a talk 
with Mr. It. M. Pulsifer, one of the largest tax- 
payers of Newton, and he had given him a letter 
in which Mr. Pulsifer stated he was heartily in 
favor of electric lights, and that well-lighted streets 
were a necessity instead of a luxury. We have 
the best of streets, and of schools, and expended 
more for them than any other town of our size in 
the state. We needed other things to correspond, 
and he hoped the order would pass. 

Alderman Grant suid that at the last meeting he 
had said that the city had been parsimonious in 
lighting the streets. Pei haps that was a little 
strong; lie would take it back and say that its 
economy in lighting streets had been excessive. 
(Laughter.) The city demanded more and better 
lights, and the way the streets were lighted now 
was criticized by citizens as an outrage. The 
streets should be* lighted all night. Other cities 
are lighted all night, and the extra expense in- 
volved in the order would he less than 10 cents on 
a thousand dollars of taxable property. He thought 
the citizens would all In* willing to pay that. 

Alderman Pettee read an article from a Green- 
field paper in regard to street lighting, and sug- 
gested that it would be a good tiling to let the 
order lie over, and discuss it in joint convention 
next Monday night. 

Alderman Ward moved to lay it on the tabic, and 
his motion received only one vote. 

Alderman Hollis said there was no necessity for 
any more delay. The action of the hoard had been 
published, and if citizens desired to remonstrate 
they hud hud abundant opportunity, hut no one had 
appeared in opposition, and as "far as he could 
learn, all the citizens were in favor of electric 
lights. 

Alderman Harwood said that in Ward 7 the fuel- 
ing was unanimous in l'avor of electric lights. 

A vote was then taken and the order passed, Al- 
derman Ward voting no, and Alderman l’ettee hav- 
ing left the room to catch his train. 

A number of small hills were approved, and the 
city engineer reported, in answer to a question of 
Alderman Grant, that lie would be ready to report 
on the grade for the land between Walnut street 
add the Boston & Albany railroad in Ncwtonvillu 
at the next meeting. 

The board then adjourned.

MISS CALKINS DIOSCUIIIKS ITS RESULTS IN 
FUANCK. 

Miss M. XV. Calkins, rinmrhtcr c*f Itov. Dr. 
Calkins ot' this city, who is now in Kuropo, 
is writing nn interesting series of letters in 
the lloston llernhl doserihinp: the practice of 
profit slmrimx with employes, leooiltly in- 
mi^urated l»y the lloston Iler.ihl. Thu 
writoi* lus visited a large number of con- 
corns in Franco which have adopted the 
system, and gives the results of personal 
observation and inquiry. .She says in her 
first letter: 

“The discovery was made at the outset 
that profit sharing is not a charitable or 
philanthropic enterprise, hut a matter of 
business quite as useful to the proprietor 
as to the workman. It has never boon in- 
troduced as a concession to trades unions 
or any other combination ' of laborers. It 
is a provision made by capitalists them- 
selves to secure permanence, economy and 
eventual accumulation, by observing the 
laws of justice in the rewards of labor. It 
is the best practical method, in actual 
operation at the present time, of combin- 
ing the interests of capital and labor. 

Tlio organization of the system in all the 
profit sharing firms of France is similar in 
general features. The gross gains of the 
year are applied first to the necessary re- 
pairs and renewals; next to pay interest on 
the capital involved; third, to pay wages at 
market rates, including a salary — the wages 
of superintendence — to the employer, as 
financial manager of the business. And, 
linally, a lixed per cunt, is usually sub- 
tracted to form a reset ve fund in case of 
loss. The net profit which remains is di- 
vided among all those who have united to 
produce it; that is, the employer and his 
worknfen. 

Over a hundred European firms practice 
profit sharing, and of these about one-half 
are French. The system has endured the 
tost of ago, for, by three of these French 
firms it has been successfully employed tor 
more than 40 years. It is evidently grow- 
ing in favor, for it has been adopted by 15 
firms since 1870. It would scarcely be pos- 
sshle to suggest a direction in which the 
principle has not been experimentally 
tested. 

ALL VARIETIES OF BUSINESS 
are organized on this basis; small firms 
which employ only a few men and large in- 
dustrial establishments whose financial 
standing is secure ;manufacturcrs of pianos, 
furniture, mathematical instruments, steam 
engines and chocolate; largo distributive 
enterprises, foundries, printing establish- 
ments, insurance companies, railways and 
farms. The “An Bon Marche,” one of the 
largest shops in the world; the Maison Le- 
claire, the celebrated establishment of 
house painters; the publishing house of A. 
Chaix et Cie., which prints railroad, litera- 
ture and official time tables of France; the 
foundry of M. Godin in Guise, which em- 
ploys 1,800 men; the Paris & Orleans rail- 
way and the company of the Suez Canal are 
well-known business firms, administered 
on this principle. 

The details of its application are very di- 
verse. The amount of profit allotted to 
labor varies from 2 to 75 per cent. This 
share is sometimes paid entirely as a money 
premium, sometimes capitalized for each 
workman to form a pension of retreat, or, 
•more often, divided and applied to both 
these objects. 

The advocates of the participating prin- 
ciple do not quarrel with the present wage 
system, and they admit that the rate of 
payment will always be determined by 
competition; all the workmen of these es- 
tablishments receive wages at the ordinary 
rates. It is merely claimed that a laboring 
man, as part producer, is part owner of ma- 
terial values, and that he has, therefore, 
over and above his wages, a right to a share 
in the gains of a business, just as the em- 
ployer, beside his interest-money and his 
salary of management, has his clear right 
to a profit. 

IIUT JUSTICE TO THE WORKINGMAN 
is not the only object of profit sharing in 
France. These employers are very practi- 
cal men, and adhere to the system because 
of tbo stability, harmony and working 
power which it lends to a business. They 
believe that by this incentive to the ambi- 
tion and industry of the laborer the quality 
of his work will be improved, and his lidci- 
itv to the interests of the business secured. 
The results have justified all these expect- 
ations. A card ill use of tools, an unques- 
tioning obedience to directions, a saving of 
time and materials have become the fixed 
habits of the work-people. The cost of 
superintendence has been greatly reduced, 
for each man keeps watch over himself and 
over his fellows, knowing that loss to the 
firm entails loss to himself.” 

Miss Calkins then gives facts and figures 
in regard to the success of the movement, 
its practical workings, and the freedom 
from any trouble with their workmen of 
any firms who have adopted the profit shar- 
ing plan. The letter closes as follows: 

“But the consideration with which profit 
sharing is regarded by the legislators of 
Fiance is the least of the causes which 
should commend it to the attention of

practical workings, it merits study as a po- 
tent means of overcoming industrial evils, 
and a feasible method of couductinga busi- 
ness. To organize it requires wise fore- 
thought, skillful regulation, and a faith in 
the workings of justice on earth; but that 
it will succeed, once started, the experience 
of these French linns seems to demon- 
strate.” . 

CHIME AMI ELECTRIC LIGHTS. 

THE BRILLIANT LAMPS A VALUABLE All) 
TO THE POLICE. 

“Do you think the electric lights are of 
nid to the police in the way of preventing 
crime?” was the quest ion, put a member of 
the Board of Police by a Transcript re- 
porter. 

“Unquestionably!” was the prompt re- 
ply. 

There is no doubt that a certain class in 
every great city prefer darkness because 
their deeds are evil, and naturally they 
wore not pleased with the introduction of 
the brilliant electric lights now in use in 
many parts of the city, while they regard 
with equal disfavor ^ho police signal and 
patrol system. 

in 1882 electric lights were first used by 


the city for lighting the streets. The num- 
ber was increased from year to year until 
at the present, time 501 lamps are used, 50 
having been added last year and 4-1 in 1885, 
Of these. 5 are in l)orohester,f/0 in lloxbury, 
.17 in Fast Boston, 74 in South Boston, till 
in Ch.irlcstbwn, and 200 in the city proper. 
They arc distributed along the main 
thoroughfares, but arc not, used much for 
lighting narrow streets, as a large part of 
the light is wasted in such places. But at 
many corners on the important streets 
these electric lamps throw out their rays; 
in the approaches to the northern railroad 
stations,— Washington, Causeway. Portland 
and Green streets, — the bright lights pro- 
tect pedestrians hound for late trains; 
Hanover and Commercial streets and At- 
lantic avenue furnish safe approaches to 
tho ferries; South, Federal. Bench and 
Knecland streets arc so hrilliant with the 
electric lights that a walk through those 
parts of the city at night is attended with 
little more danger than a stroll in Temple I 
place. 

Known criminals shrink from a glaring 
light in which they may lie recognizee!, 
while criminals of all classes are kept in | 
restraint, by an illumination which makes 
their movements so clearly seen. And 1 
even if a desperate man does attempt a 
violation of the law, identification by any 
person in the vicinity is much surer. 

Tho following table, taken from the re- 
port of the Board of Police for the year 
ending N,.v. 81), 1880. shows the number of 
arrests in the years in which electric lights 
have been in use:

By this it will he seen that not only was 
the percentage of arrests smaller last year 
than in several years preceding, but, in 
spite of the growth in population, tho 
actual number of arrests was smaller than 
in the preceding years. And it cannot he 
urged that this was due to a failure prop- 
erly to enforce the laws, for it cannot he 
denied that the Boston Police Department 
is today in better condition for efficient 
work, and is more disposed to enforce the 
laws than at any previous time in its his- 
tory. 

Last year there was a decease in the per- 
centage of arrests for serious offences, as 
compared with 1885. The arrests for mur- 
der decreased 48 pur cent. ; manslaughter, 50 
per cent.; robbery. 24 per cent.; simple lar- 
ceny, 8 per cent.: felonious larceny, 80 per 
cent.; simple assaults, 8 per cent.; felonious 
assaults, 80 per cent. : assaults on officers, 
72 cent.. Of course these statistics do not 
furnish tangible evidence of the efficiency 
of t lie electric light in preventing crime, 
hut. they do indicate a healthier moral con- 
dition of the city; and, as previously 
stated, the police authorities are fully con- 
vinced that the use of the electric. lights is 
of great help in restraining the criminal 
classes. — | Boston Transcript. 


Baker Gets Eight Years, 

n the superior criminal court at East 
Cambridge, last Friday afternoon, Freeman 
E. Baker, found guilty of sotting fire to 
three barns at Ncwtonvillo last December, 
was brought in for seutenco. Chief of 
Police Hammond had testified that Baker 
had lived in} Newton for about a year. 
While Baker lived at Newton Upper Falls 
two barns and an outhouse were set on lire 
and burned, and lie was suspected as being 
the incendiary, hut no evidence could be 
obtained against him. The district attor- 
ney put in evidence showing that Baker 
was sentenced to six years’ imprisonment 
in the state prison by Judge Bacon in 
March, 1878, for setting fire and burning 
the dwelling house of George Hawkins at 
Lynn, the prisoner being tried and con- 
victed under the name of Edward F. Ba- 
ker. Several witnesses testified to the 
good character of the prisoner since his re- 
lease from prison. The prisonor made a 
statement, saying that he is 28 years old, 
and caino out of prison three or four years 
ago. Ho said: “Since 1 have been out of 
prison, I never have had trouble with any- 
body. 1 have tried to do tho best I could, 
and have worked steady and Hard. I take 
my oath before God that 1 am just as inno- 
cent of tho crime of setting the fires at 
Newton as nny man in this court room. 
Mr. Charles Bartlett, 'counsel for the de- 
fence, made an appeal to tho court, setting 
forth that the verdict was accompanied 
with a recommendation for mercy from 
tho jury, and also urging tho good charac- 
ter of his client in prison and since he had 
been released from prison. Dist.-Atty. 
Stevens said he had no disposition to urge 
a severe sentence. He believed that the 
prisoner was one of those persons com- 
monly called a “fire hug,” one who, under 
certain conditions, has an uncontrollable 
passion for setting llro to buildings, and, 
therfore, is a dangerous mail to he at large. 
Judge Bacon then imposed a sentence of 
eight years in the state prison, the first day 
of which was to lie passed in solitary eon-

The legislative committee on towns did 
not tnkc long to make up their minds in 
regard to the petition of the residents of 
Watertown, this side of the river, for an- 
nexation to Newton. They listened atten- 
tively to the ovidenee and the arguments of 
the learned counsel on both sides, and 
must have learned a good deal of ancient 
history, but as has been the case a dozen 
times before, the petitioners wasted their 
efforts. 

Ex-Alderman Powers made a brilliant 
plea, and handled the case so as to gain 
hearty praise from the petitioners, but the 
skill of the opposing counsel, gained by 
many years experience in this same con- 
test, told with the committee, and they 
decided in his favor. If the petitioners 
really wish to carry their object, they 
should outbid Watertown and got Mr. 
Goodrich to conduct their case. He knows 
all the strong and weak points of the cause 
so well that lie could take a committee by 
storm. No counsel that Watertown coidd 
engage would have a chance against him, 
and the “ancestral” town evidently knows 
it. as it monopolizes his services year after 
year, and there is never a murmur heard 
from our friends the other side of the 
river at the payment of the bills. 

It is a matter of business with Water- 
town, which does not care about the terri- 
tory itself so much, as the handsome rovi- 
nue it derives from it. Nevertheless, its 
citizens should have some regard for the 
ordinary rules of courtesy in its town meet- 
ings, and not deliberately insult a respect- 
ed clergyman and his whole parish, as it 
did by electing Rev. Mr. Lamb to the posi- 
tion of “Field Driver.” Such action as 
that ought to have caused the committee to 
have decided in favor of the petitioners, 
even if no other evidence had been pre- 
sented. The action was significant of the 
feeling which the citizens of Watertown 
have towards the residents on this side of 
the river, and it is not strange that the two 
sections can not live together in harmony. 

The action of Senator Morse, in moving 
to table the committee’s report in the 
Senate, has roused up a good deal of hope 
among the petitioners, as it places them 
nearer success thau they have ever been 
before. 


room for their valuable collection of 
minerals and specimens, in the Public 
Library building. They did not ask to 
have a room set apart for the collection, 
but to have the privilege of putting up 
osos around one of the rooms, as the rend- 
ing room or reference room, wherein the 
collection could be properly arranged and 
labelled. The cases would take up very 
little space, and would be both an orna- 
ment to the room and a great attraction to 
those who visit the library. It is a matter 
for regret that the petition was not grant- 
ed, as now this valuable collection, one of 
the linest in the possession of any society 
of its kind, is now packed away in boxes, 
and of no use to the public or students. 


I x regard to shaving down some of the 
other appropriations, so as to afford more 
and better lights for our sheets, a city 
official says that that is impossible, and in- 
stances the Highway department, where the 
committee aro “snowed under” with appli- 
cations for new streets and repairs. That 
is hardly a valid reason, for the majority of 
the applications come from citizens who, 
seeing that the committee have a largo ap- 
propriation at their disposal, think that 
they might as well have a slice of it as any 
of their neighbors. As the appropriation 
has a well defined limit, a large number of 
citizens will probably be disappointed. The 
committee are determined this year to do 
the work that is absolutely necessary first, 
and then if there is any balance, the side 
streets will receive attention. 


The experience of this city in the Relger 
case, just decided against it, would seem to 
indicate that we ought to have some kind 
of a building ordinance which can be en- 
forced. It is hoped that when the Council 
have got through discussing tho electric 
lights and street railroad matters, they 
will pay some attention to this urgent need 
of tho city. At present, there would seem 
to bo nothing to hinder the erection of any 
kind of a building upon any street, if the 
builder wished to disregard the commands 
of the city government. 


Ax item in the Congregationalist calls at- 
tention to a practice in our churches which 
has grown to be an uinnixed evil, which is 
the reading of all sorts of notices from the 
pulpit, often of those which have no con- 
nection with church work. A church is re- 
ferred to which has all the notices desired 
to be given printed, and handed to the 
congregation as they pass out. This, as 
the paper referred to says, prevents the 
use of the pulpit “for a bulletin board.”

ELECTRIC LlfinTH. 

After a good deal of discussion, the 
hoard of aldermen have adopted the order 
for electric lights, ami the number of peti- 
tions received on Monday night proved 
that it will be a popular measure. Of the 
1G petitions, one came from Ward 1, seven 
from Ward 2, two from Ward 3, and two 
each from Ward 4, 5, and 7. The petitions 
contained 340 names, of which 153 were 
those of residents of Ward 2, 21 from Ward 
3, 50 from Ward 4, 40 from Ward 5, 27 from 
Ward 7, and 43 from Ward 1. Among the 
list were many heavy tax payers, and a 
large number of members of tho Common 
Council, and the list could probably have 
been largely increased. 

There is said to be some opposition to 
the order, and Alderman Ward called at- 
tention to the fact that no petitions were 
handed in from his section. He and Aider- 
man Pettee represent the conservative ele- 
ment of the city, but their opposition is 
more from the fear that the introduction 
of the electric lights means a heavy expen- 
diture in years to come, than from any op- 
position to the small sum the lights will 
cost this year. 

The Gas Company naturally opposes the 
order, as they hope to get permission to 
furnish electric lights themselves. The 
city would he much more apt to get better 
and cheaper service in the end, out of the 
two companies, than they would if one 
company enjoyed a monopoly. The gas 
company, of course, could afford to furnish 
electric lights for nothing for a year, if by 
that means they could get rid of this new 
company and have the field to themselves. 
The real struggle will come in the Council 
next Monday night, and an interesting 
-meeting may he expected. 

The Marquis of Salisbury, Prime Minis- 
ter of England, has written an article for a 
late number of the London periodical 
called “The Hospital” 011 public charitable 
duties. He says: “I would urge upon all 
that this claim of the hospitals is prior to 
any other claim that ean he made. It is 
the only philanthropic kind of charity 
against which the sternest ami most rigid 
professor of political economy has never 
ventured to raise his voice. If you relievo 
the misery that you see in tho streets you 
may he said to ho encouraging beggary and 
pauperization. You are always exposed to 
tho risk if you try to relieve suffering, of 
seeming to discourage tho individual effort 
by which that suffering should have been 
attacked. Rut tho sufferings which tho 
hospitals relievo are those which no fore- 
sight can prevent, and no industry or 
energy can cure, entirely of themselves. 
It is a kind of work which Iris no draw- 
back: a kind of charity which leaves no 
evil behind it, and it is precisely perhaps 
fjl> that reason that it requires more effort 
to advocate it than is the case with othi r 
1 Ua» ities.”

THE SEX ATE TA11LES THE REPORT OF THE 
COMMITTEE. 

The Legislative Committee on Towns re- 
ported in the House on Tuesday, giving 
the Watertown petitioners who desire to 
be annexed to Newton leave to withdraw. 
The house accepted their report, but when 
it came up in the Senate on Thursday, it 
was tabled, on motion of Senator Morse, 
and is still pending. The petitioners are 
greatly encouraged by this action, as it is a 
step in advance of any progress they have 
made before. It is said that the committee 
stood 7 to 3 against the petitioners, with 
one member absent, who would have voted 
in favor of the petitioners. It is certain 
that the action of the Watertown Town 
meeting, in deliberately insulting Rev. Mr. 
Lamb and others of the petitioners, by 
electing them “Field Drivers,” lias helped 
the cause of the annexationists, by show- 
ing the real animus of the citizens of 
Watertown towards them. Certain now 
developments are expected before the 
legislature gets through with the matter. 

The hearing on the petition closed on 
Tuesday, with the arguments of the coun- 
sel before the committee. The usual large 
audience was present, a large number of 
ladies filling the seats reserved for the peti- 
tioners, ami the Watertown officials being 
out in force. 

After the submitting of some additional 
testimony by Mr. Powers for the petition- 
ers, Mr. Goodrich began his argument, and 
gave a clear and logical presentation of the 
reasons against the division. Mr. Good- 
rich’s long experience as counsel for the 
town g.ves him a great advantage, as he 
knows just the arguments likely to be 
effective with the committee, the kind of 
evidence to introduce, and when to put in 
a sarcastic observation to have it tell 011 the 
committee. With a less skilful lawyer 
against them the petitioners would prob- 
ably have succeeded years ago, but as 
long as Watertown retains Mr. Goodrich 
the annexationists will have a hard light 
before they can suocced. 

He began his argument by saving that 


the property, and people who rent houses 
or who board in the district are largely 
represented on the list, of petitioners. 
The district composed one-eighth part of 
the taxable property of Watertown, now 
the oldest Incorporated town in the_state, 
having been given a charter on Sept. 7,1030. 
Watertown bad always owned the land 011 
the south side of the river, and regarded 
these 04 acres as the most precious part of 
her territory. It was now almost the 
smallest town in the state, and the most 
populous. It had lost largely in wealth 
during tho past, few years, by the death 
and removal of a number of wealthy fam- 
ilies. The town offices and High School 
were nearer to the district, tliart those of 
Newton, and Watertown had done as much 
for the residents on her side of the line 
as Newton had done for those on the 
other side. The interests of the town were 
paramount to those of individuals. Tho 
town received $14<io in taxes from this dis 
trict, and expended about $5,000. The 
town would have about the same expenses 
if this district wore taken away, hut itjwould 
lie less able to meet them. Newton was 
willing and wealthy, and its Mayor had 
been hovering over this hearing, ready to 
welcome as citizens those who would bring 
such rich gifts. The talk about the river 
being the natural boundary had not been 
heard when a large slice of Newton iiad 
been set off to Waltham. A good deal of 
the talk about annexation to Newton came 
from recent comers to the district, men 
who had bought cheap and hoped to sell 
dear, if tho land was set off to Newton, but 
he did not think the committee would 
recommend such an act of injustice, and 
deprive an ancient town of one eighth of 
its revenue for social and sentimental rea- 
sons. 

Mr. S. L. Powers began his summiiij 
for the petitioners, by saying that 
argument ol the learned counsel for Water- 
town reminded him of the speech so popu- 
lar with school hoys in regard to the dis- 
memberment of Poland, lie had been 
fighting tho matter for 12 years and had 
got the idea that a great principle was in- 
volved. It was not a question of senti- 
ment at all, but of straightening the bound- 
ary between two towns, and of whether a 
natural boundary should he made a politi- 
cal boundary. These 1)4 acres wero given 
to Watertown for purposes which no longer 
existed. The principle that governed in 
such cases was whether tho general good, 
or wants and necessities of the ease re- 
quired a devision. The people in this dis- 
trict had grievances. The boundary line 
ran through all the estates on the line, and 
cut up houses so that parents slept in New- 
ton and their children in Watertown. 
There was not another case like it in New 
England. It was foolish for the other side 
to talk about ancestral mansions and 
patriotic motives. Watertown wanted this 
district because it made $10,000 a year out 
of it. If it expended all the money it re- 
ceived, it would not come here to protest 
against the division. It was not the 
province of tho committee to protect a 
town in its financial affairs. The people in 
the district belonged in Newton. all their 
interests were in Newton, they traded at 
the Newton stores, patronized the Newton 
post olliee, attended the Newton churches, 
and their names were in the Newton Direc- 
tory. In nauije alone they were citizens of 
Watertown. Only one man in the district 
signed the remonstrance, and he was a 
town officer! The town collector had 
carried the remonstrance around the dis- 
trict and he ought to have got every man, 
as he had all the influence of the town to 
back him up, and the influence of a collec- 
tor of taxes was considerable. Who have 
attended the the hearing 011 the side of the 
remonstrants? The officials of the town of 
Watertown. It was singular that if so 
many of the residents in the distiict op- 
posed annexation, they should not come to 
the hearing. The fact that the town ap 
propriated money to defeat the petition 
was an outrage upon the residents this side 
of the river, who helped to pay for the op- 
position totheirown wishes. Their money 
heiperi to pay tho counsel, and such use of 
money was illegal. For the last twelve 
years’the south side of the river had had 
less than one-tentli of the offices, and less 
than belonged to them. At the town meet- 
ing on Monday they had elected a minister 
as Field Driver, because lie had taken an 
active part in favor of this petition, with 
the intention of insulting both Rev. Mr, 
Lamb and all tho petitioners. They could 
not show respect enough to this hearing to 
refrain from this fling at one of the peti 
tinners. The only legitimate outcome 
of this contest will be a division, for the 
light will n«>t stop here, hut will continue 
until the end is gained. The reason why 
half the residents in the district do not ap- 
pear is easy to learn. Men who aro behind 
in their taxes can easily ho restrained from 
taking any action displeasing to the town 
officials. It is singular that the town 
officials could get up no stronger remon- 
strance than they have presented. The 
public welfare would he the gainer by the 
annexation. as Newton and Watertown have 
for years been at loggerheads over the 
drainage of this section, and neither party 
will act until this question is definitely 
settled. The district is losing yearly in val- 
uation, and has now $50, (KM) less than inl870. 
Us growth has stopped, no improvements 
are made, 110 new houses are being built, 
and none are repaired. It is a sort of 
desert, right by the side of tho most pros- 
perous part of Newton, and no prosperity 
w'iil come to it till it is annexed to Newton, 
where it belongs. The welfare of tho sec- 
tion demands that the natural boundary 
shall ho made tho political boundary. New - 
ton occupies a position nottobe criticized on 
this matter, it does not ask for the section, 
hut if you annex it to Newton site will give 
it a welcome and soon make it as prosper- 
ous as tin; rest of tho city. Newton is the 
best governed municipality in the state, and 
von ought to givo relief to this district, and 
let it ei 


workingmen united to continue Watertown 
nn-lieense. Tho tickets for town officers 
were made on this issue and wero two in 
number, although having half a dozen 
names as headings. 

A committee of 25 was appointed to 
consider the estimates, with a view of re- 
trenchment, and report at an adjourned 
town meeting to occur next Monday even- 
ing at 7.45 o’clock. Tho article relating to 
the town’s purchase of the water com- 
pany’s franchise was dismissed from the 
warrant, as was also an article relating to 
the adoption of the park net. Town offi- 
cers chosen : Selectmen, Charles Brigham, 
II. I). Skinner, K. F. Porter; town clerk, 
\V. 11. Ingraham treasurer, ,1. K. Sticknoy; 
assessors, S. S. Gleason, W. II. Ingraham, 
W. E. Farwoll: school committee (for three 
years), J. U. Stone, .1. 1). Matiahan; audi- 
tor, Howard Russell; collector of taxes, 
William E. Farwoll; trustees of public li- 
brary, A. O. Davidson, C. S. Ensign; board 
of health, .1. .1. Sullivan, Dr. G. A. Tower, 
G. II. Gregg. License— Yes, 417; no, 517. 
The entire election was a victory for tho 
temperance men and Knights of Labor, 
who united on the ticket for town officers 
and the 110 -license vote.

to Newton and Watertown last week. A 
small portion of Watertown wants to he 
added to Newton, while Watertown proper 
says no. “When vve reached Watertown,” 
ho said, “the women all looked at us in 
wonder, tho men quarrelled to see who 
should carry us, and our hosts prepared a 
swell dinner. The whole lire department 
was rung out, the horses harnessed and the 
town turned upside down. Now, what did 
they suppose we eared how quickly their 
horses could be harnessed? 

“Weil, we went over to Newton, and, 
bless me, if they didn’t do the same thing 
there. A portion of the lire department 
turned out and ran two miles to Water- 
town! You would have thought tho exis- 
tence of tho city was at stake. I suppose 
they thought we would vote for division if 
the horses and men rau fast enough. Rut 
somehow or other wc didn’t see it in that 
light. I only smiled and turned for home.

Second Lecture on Venice. 

Rev. Frances Tiffany’s second lecture on Venice 
drew an even larger audience than his first, and 
was listened to with great interest. 

Mr. Tiffany began with an account of the destruc- 
tion of all the curlier cities of the Venetian republic 
through malaria, passing on then to the great ad- 
vantages Venice itself had through being anchored 
off several miles from the main laud, and surrouded 
with a perpetual tidal change of salt water. Then 
its gradual growth to power and territorial extension 
through the acquisition of Istria and Dalmatia 
was descri lied. Tills large accession of hardy war- 
riors added great force to the Venetian marine, and 
enabled it to cope successfully with tho Normans 
and Saracens. Now followed the period of the cru- 
sades, in which Venice bore such a striking part, ami 
which secured her, through the conquest of Tyre 
und Constantinople, such a number of ports. Venice 
then concentrated in her hands almost the whole 
currying trade between the Fast and West, and 
grew fabulously rich, Tho splendid use she made 
of this wealth in building the most beautiful city 
the world ever saw, was then described. For cen- 
turies no conqueror ever set foot within the city, 
and so it was enab'ed to goon illustrating in mag- 
nilicent churches, palnces and guild halls, all the 
succeeding dynasties of architecture, Lombard, Ity- 
Kuntiuu, Arabic, Gothic and Renaissance. The pe- 
culiar features of these various orders of architect- 
ure were then unulyzcd, ami some of the noblest 
buildings illustrating them described. All round 
tho room were bung beautiful photogruphs, which 
furnished speaking examples of the lecturer’s de- 
scriptions. The building of a city worthy of all the 
needs and aspirations of mun, lie declared to lie one 
of the highest and rarest of all achievements. 
Venice alone did il, because Venice alone put 
down all private vulgarity and ostentation, und 
summoned genius to the front and sent mediocrity 
to tho rear. Everywhere there the principle of 
order and subordination reigned. Bunglers and 
fools were not allowed to mar things, but made to 
keep their place. There is no other way to build a 
glorious city, and for once in the world, thank (Sod, 
fabulous wealth wus put into the hands of those 
who know how to use it grandly.

In 1873 she 
was married, and for 14 years she and her 
husband have been working in Madras, re- 
turning last summer for a vacation. It is 
supposed that she caught cold while tend- 
ing a sick child. Her husband was a mis- 
sionary of the American board at Madras, 
India, and was tho oldest of six sons of 
Rev. W. W. Howland, for 40 years a mis- 
sionary at Ceylon, He was horn in 1840, 
graduated at Monson academy in 1800, at 
Amherst college in 1870 and at Andover 
theological seminary in 1873. In June, 
1873, ho married Miss Carpenter, and 
sailed for India in September following. 
During his 13 years of work in India he 
had charge of a large field and built a num- 
ber of churches. Ho was an earnest and 
practical man, . thoroughly consecrated to 
his work. Of the remaining children of 
Rev. W. W. Howland, Samuel W. and 
Susan Heed are missionaries in Ceylon, and 
John is a missionary in Guadalajava, Mex. 
while Henry Martyn is in his senior year at 
Andover theological seminary. Prayer 
service for Mr. Howland and his wife was 
held at tho Missionary home in Auburn- 
dale, at 1 o’clock, Tuesday, and tho funeral 
of both was in tho Congregational church 
at Monson, Wednesday, at 2 p. in. Mr. 
Howland returned from Montreal Thurs- 
day and was taken sick Friday. It is sup- 
posed that lie brought tho fever with him.

And on Wednesday morning, tho Slasher 
came, and she held Dick’s written verdict 
of her story in her hand — here it is: 

“ ’Dick’s Darling.’ by Evelyn Eversley. 
This is evidently a first attempt. The story 
is'writtcu in feeble imitation of the most 
pernicious school of modern writing. The 
characters are very weak ; the grammar is 
very bad; the plot confused and poor, and 
the tone of the book essentially vulgar. 
Miss Everly Eversley ’s French is like tier 
English, faulty; and she is apparently ut- 
terly ignorant of the ordinary usages of 
polite society.

And, by-the-bye, we 
should very much like to see a young lady 
who is capable of blushing down to tho 
tips of her fingers — wo never have, as yet. 
We cannot recommend the author of 
‘Dick’s Darling’ to continuo her literary 
efforts, as we never remember to have read 
anything more weak and trashy iu the 
whole course of our experience.” 

And that was Dick’s opinion of the story 
she had written to please him— that was 
his written verdict of tho creation of her 
brain.

No. XI. 

II Y H. A. HAN LETT. 

“Odors of orango* flowers and spice 
Reached them from time to time, 

Like airs that breathe from Paradise, 

Upon a world of crime." 

— Longfellow. 

“Snydor’ft bluff, — who was Snyder and 
how eamo he to have a bluff?” said one 
facetious fellow, as our boat, steamed uj) 
to the landing hearing the aforesaid title. 
The nanio smacked of the Dutch, and a 
little game that some of the men had bo- 
ootno initiated into on the Great River, 
lint however it came by its name, it was a 
hot, dusty and busy place that June day, 
and looked little like the “promised land.” 

As our boat had rounded into the mouth 
of the Yazoo river, and the heavy booming 
of the cannon ami mortars swung off to 
our right, we at once guessed that we were 
to land on General Grant's right, command- 
ed by General Sherman, and which rested 
on the Yazoo River, at the terminus of a 
range of ridges called Walnut Hills, the 
actual poiilt of impact with the river being 
llainc’s Bluff. This position had been 
abandoned by Pemberton when he was 
driven into Vicksburg, and had been at 
once occupied by General Grant, as a base 
for his army. 

It was a position of great natural strength, 
and if any mishap had befallen the army 
it could have held this point, in conjunc- 
tion with the iron-clad fleet, against any at- 
tack. Great guns looked over the earth- 
works from the highest points, command- 
ing the riverand country in every direction. 
The place of our landing was a short dis- 
tance below; like most of the western rivers 
the banks of the Yazoo are steep, falling 
off at oneo into dee]) water, and the boats 
lay up to tho shore, fastened by cables to 
trees or posts, a gangway plank affording 
landing facilities. 

Little time was lost in getting ashore, 
and uninviting as it looked, all were glad to 
be on land again, for the hot sun and high 
pressure engines of tho boat had made the 
air for the past few days like tho blast of a 
sirocco. As soon as the horses of the field 
and staff were led ashore wo marched 
away from the river, under guidance of a 
staff ollieer, taking a road south towards 
Vicksburg. All wore at once impressed 
with the peculiar features of tho country; 
tho tropical plants and luxurious growth of 
vegetation, so different from anything we 
had ever before seen in our northern 
homes; tho planters’ houses with broad 
verandas, and negro cabins; and the planta- 
tion blacks who looked over the fences at 
the invading Northmen or “Massa Lincoln's 
sojers'” as they called us. It was the 
height of summer, hut the heat that would 
soon follow had not vet checked the growth 
of the foliage or withered it. Thu air was 
redolent of the magnolia blossom; fig trees, 
hedges of the Spanish bayonet-plant, and 
plants we had been used to seeing only in 
conservatories grew wild all around us. 

It was indeed the land of “The quadroon 
girl,” of Longfellow’s poem. In the heavy 
woods of the bottom-lands we could see 
the dark draperies of tho Spanish moss, 
which our practical Yankee hoys soon 
made use of for their beds, and there is 
nothing hotter for that purpose. I slept on 
a bed of this moss during all tho time we 
were in a permanent camp in Mississippi. 
Along the roadside grew an abundance 
of wild black berries, which the men were 
not slow to sample during the halts. But 
they soon learned to approach tho bushes 
cautiously, after seeing a few times the 
bright oyes of tho black snakes Hashing 
viciously among the shining berries, and a 
now use was found for ramrods not pro- 
vided for in the “manual of arms.” Rep- 
tiles of various kinds were soon found to 
require constant vigilance on our part, and 
I shall have something to say upon this 
subject. 

Our first camp in Mississippi was in a 
grove of magnolia trees, and the odor of 
their flowers was so powerful as to he al- 
most sickening. But we remained there 
only a short time, moving about three miles 
nearer to Vicksburg, and occupying a posi- 
tion which had been held by the 114th 
Illinois Regiment, who went down into the 
trenches at Vicksburg. This point was at 
a junction of the Benton and Jackson 
roads, and was considered an important 
one. The camp of the regiment was so ar- 
range 1 as to surround the junction, and 
Captain Duroll’s Pennsylvania Battery was 
placed in position to command the roads 
in every direction; a strong line of rifle-pits 
was constructed, and a line of pickets was 
thrown out on tho road which led through 
a forest of heavy timber in the direction 
of the Big Black River, from which quarter 
we were liable to an attack. 

On the day of our arrival here, not long 
after we had halted, and while tho men 
were busy pitching tents, and the field and 
stall were awaiting the arrival of the head- 
quarter wagon with the tents, &c\, we hoard 
the galloping of a squadron|of cavalrycoming 
up the Vicksburg road. As it reached the 
field where we wore, it turned in, and the 
loader, who was riding some yards in ad- 
vance of the rest, rode up to our group, 
while the squadron halted, save two gen- 
eral officers, who continued on and joined 
the leader. This officer was riding a mag- 
nificent horse, and the only thing by which 
we could tell the rank of the rider was the 
two stars on tho horse’s saddle-cloth, lie 
was dressed in a common flannel blouse 
such as any private soldior wore, without 
sword or shoulder-straps, wore a black 
slouched hat, and was smoking a cigar. 
The keen blue eye and calm, resolute face 
told us at oneo that wo were in the pres- 
ence of a leader of men, and it needed no 
introduction to toll us we wore face to face 
with the redoubtable General Grant. With 
him were Major General John G. Parke, 
our own corps commander, whom wo of 
course well knew and General Sooy Smith, 
whose division of the Sixteenth Corps 
had boon temporarily assigned to General 
Parke’s command. In a few pleasnnt words 
General Grant addressed our colonel, amt 
spoke of his pleasure at receiving a ro-ou- 
forcoinont of men from the Army of tho 
Potomac, and especially men from New 
England. With a quick, searching glance 
he seemed lo take us all in, and we, it need 
hardly be said, eyed sharply and critically 
the man who was now the arbiter of our 
fate; hut we could not then know that this 
unassuming man was to stand on the high- 
est pinnacle of glory in our country’s his- 

tory. 

And now we settled down to tho business 
of in iking our position as strong as possi- 


ble, and our camp as comfortable as circum- 
stances would permit. Tho men cut cane- 
pole in the woods and erected shades over 
their tents, which wore so pitched as to ad- 
mit o free circulation of air, the comers 
being looped up. Tho air was reeking with 
miasma, and tempting ns it .was to lie out 
in the night without shelter, we knew it 
was fatal to health to do so. Wo raised our 
hods up from the ground by a frame-work 
of cane-polo, partly to get more air, and 
partly out of respect to the snakes, lizards, 
vt, id onitw flenuti. Tho only way to keep 
the lizards out of our hoots was to wear 
them all the time, and if a man took them 
olT to sleep, he soon learned the necessity 
of shaking thorn before putting them on. 
We ditched our tents to keep snakes out. 
The headquarter tents stood near the edge 
of a ravine in which there was a den of rat- 
tlesnakes, and they had a disagreeable 
habit of crawling up in the night ami mak- 
ing the “grand rounds” amoung our tents. 

I never dared to step out of my tent in the 
night without my riding-boots on, and one 
night while going around to visit t he guard. 

I think I made the best high-standing jump 
on record (though it was not measured) 
when, hearing a peculiar Muttering sound 
near me, I looked down and saw a pair of 
diamonds glistening about two feet from 
me. It was a “rattler” giving Ids signal, 
and I stood “not on the order of my go- 
ing.” There was a report in camp that one 
ofjthe 114th Illinois had been bitten while 
they were at this place, hut I do not know 
whether it was a fact. If so, no doubt a 
small dose of commissary whiskey cured 
him, for snake-poison could have been no 
match for such an antidote. One morning, 
hearing a peculiar noise and confusion in 
tho text next mine, I went to see wliat was 
the matter. There stood our regimental 
quartermaster with his eyes fairly sticking 
out, and the quartermaster-sergeant was 
belaboring a “rattler” that had been com- 
fortably sleeping under the inflated rubber 
pillow of the quartermaster. When ho 
arose Mr. “rattler” being disturbed, came 
out and showed fight, hut was no match 
for flic doughty quartermaster-sergeant. 
That day I noticed that cane-pole was go- 
ing into my neighbor’s tent, and a bed was 
built up that no snake of this species could 
aspire to, for, by a merciful decree of Prov- 
idence, the rattlesnake cannot climb. ' 

Flies and gnats of all kinds beset us night 
and day. At night we would often he 
driven to sit by a lire of damp wood to 
make a “smudge,” the only way to keep 
them olT. Those Mississippi gallinippers 
were something terrible. Any exposed 
part of the head or hands was bitten until 
all the men looked as if they had chicken- 
pox. There was a kind of insect the na- 
tives called a "jigger” that ate into the 
flesh whilo one was asleep and had to ho 
cut out by the surgeon, making a very 
painful sore. 

But all these were visible enemies, and 
could be fought. What shall I say of the 
enemies wo could not sec — that lurked in 
the air, the water, and the very ground 
under our feet’. 1 

Water! How little they who liavo 
never suffered for it can realize what 
it is to he deprived of it. This was one of 
the seals of woo that was broken for us. 
The residents of this region depend upon 
wells and cisterns for their supply. Wo 
had to send long distances for it or drink 
the swamp water, reeking with poison from 
decaying vegetation. One method adopted 
was to sink an empty barrel in a damp 
place, wltioh would slowly collect a little 
water, hut this had to l»e boiled in iron 
kettles before it was fit for use. A shower 
was a bonanza, and fortunately they were 
frequent. Rubber blankets would he 
spread, the corners staked up, and a good 
supply was sometimes caught in this way, 
every drop of which was sacredly saved. 
We adopted the plan of chewing the 
leaves and inner hark of the gum-tree to 
allay thirst. The sudden change of cli- 
mate began at once to affect all, and sick- 
ness increased at an alarming rate, *i chills 
and fever” beginning their fatal work. 
Our surgeons were ill-supplied with medi- 
cines, and we were forced to resort to 
simple botanical remedies, that the native 
blacks used, and often very efficaciously. 
Small-pox broke out, hut was stamped out 
by a rigorous system of quarantine of 
every one who showed symptoms, hut not 
before one ollieer and several men died of 
it, and wo lost by death or discharge for 
disability from this disease almost our en- 
tire band of drummers and buglers. 

But while we are sufi'erinc all these an- 
noyances that made the days wearisome 
and the nights hideous, tho steady booming 
of the cannon and mortars at Vicksburg 
was a nevei-jcnsiiig reminder of our busi- 
ness there. Our corps had established a 
strong line from the Yazoo river at Ilaine’s 
Bluff to the Big Black river, along a range 
of hills called Oak Hills. By rifle-pits and 
slashing of timber, which makes a for- 
midable abattis. we had a line of dcfcnco 
which we should have been only too glad 
to have had Johnston attack. The larger 
part of General Grant’s army was on this 
line, facing outward from Vicksburg, for 
there was more fear of Johnston than 
Pemberton. We knew where tho latter 
was, and the lines of investment wore so 
strong that we had no fear of sorties. 
With Johnston the case was different. 
Well knowing the importance of this 
place, which virtually closed the river, wo 
did not believe the Confederate govern- 
ment would give it up and permit the cap- 
ture of a whole army •without a desperate 
effort to raise the siege, and it was bo- 
licved that a portion of Lee's army might 
he sent by rail to re-enforce Johnston and 
render him strong enough to attack our 
lines, in which case tho garrison at Vieks- 
burg would co-operate by a vigorous sor- 
tie, and we would have to light a battle in 
two directions. Altogether, tho situation 
looked a little dubious. Johnston had, as 
nearly as we could learn, from .‘10,000 to 
40,000 men, and could choose his own 
point of attack, and though we had a 
strong defensive line, it was pretty long, 
and tlicic were weak points in it. 

Our regiment bail established a line of 
picket-posts out on the road towards the 
Big Black River, a road that led through 
tho woods and swamps — a pretty skittish 
place at night, and the men would get very 
nervous. In the line of duty 1 had to go 
out along this road, and it would some- 
times get late and night would shut down 
and find me perhaps a mile from camp. 
Approaching one of tho pickets at a walk, 1 
would hear the click of a trigger before the 
challenge and rein up my horse. “Halt! 
who goes there?” “Adjutant 8lUh Massachu- 
setts. “Dismount ami advance.” It is no joke 
to approach a picket in the night, and 1 al- 
ways felt relieved when I had passed the 
last post. 1 wont over one day into the 
lilies of General Logan's Division to see 
the rebel works. Through traverses 1 
worked my way into the very front. It 
was a busy place, and 1 could. compare it to 
nothing hut an ant-hill, with men for ants, 
working under ground. Many were busy 
miking gabions and tilling them with 
earth ; others were watching the crest of 


the rebel forts for the slightest movement, 
and a constant fusilade was kept. up. the 
striking of our bullets kicking up a contin- 
ual dust along their parapets. 

Occasi unity, with a quirk movement, a 
rifle would be thrust over this parapet and 
fired at random, only the hand and arm of 
the enemy appearing. But these did no 
harm, for our men wore perfectly covered 
by their works and bomb-proof's, and there 
were few casualties. 1 saw the crater of 
one of the explosions which General Grant 
tolls about in his “Century” paper, where 
a black man was blown alive into our lines. 

In some places our lines had approached 
so near the rebel works that work had to 
ho stopped, for the opposing pickets could 
converse in an ordinary tone of voice, and 
tho enemy countermined along their front to 
stop our mines. The working parties 
under ground would get so near they could 
hear each other’s picks. At several points 
along our line trestle-work towers were 
erected, from which the best riflemen on 
our side kept constant watch, men who 
never tailed to hit their mark and who 
could “hark” a squirrel every time. Add 
to the musketry the constant booming of 
the siege artillery, and some idea can he 
formed of this busy and noisy “picture.” 

As the great national holiday drew near, 
dark rumors floated about of a determina- 
tion in the mind of “the old man,” (as tho 
men called General Grant) to make the day 
a second time glorious in our history. 

It gradually grow into a settled convic- 
tion in our minds that the siege was to end on 
the 4th of July if it cost thousands of lives. 
We well know that famine was busy in the 
beleaguered city and was our best ally. 

About the 1st of July our regiment was 
ordered to make a requisition on the di- 
vision master of ordauco for enough am- 
munition to provide every man with sixty 
rounds. From an entry made in a diary at 
tho time, I find I sent in a requisition for 
12.084 rounds. If every one of those bul- 
lets had hit the mark it was intended for, 
it might have settled the war in the south- 
west, hut stringe as it may seem, wo 
burned it all up at the battle of Jackson 
and tho war went right on just the same. 

Tho evening of July 3rd it rained hard, 
which forced us to keep in our tents, hut 
there was a very uneasy feeling, caused by 
the state of suspense that pervaded tho 
whole army, and the air seemed heavy with 
great events at hand. Was it that our coun- 
try felt from its ocean coast to the centre, 
the fearful shock of arms at Gettysburg, 
and had our brave comrades of the Army of 
the Potomac who had been mustered out 
on that glorious field, come over the 
hills and valleys to inspire our arms and 
spirits with hope and courage? 

Wc knew nothing of the tragedy 
that had transpired at that little town in 
Pennsylvania, nor did we for even a week 
later. But the sun that rose upon that 4th 
of July found us braced for action, and 
.ready to execute any order at any price. 
Horses were saddled and stood picketed to 
tent-poles at head-quarters. The men 
rolled up their blankets, got equipments 
ready, and seemed to expect the sound of 
the bugles. 

The firing at Vicksburg had ceased and 
all eyes were turned in that direction. 
Suddenly a cloud of dust rose from the 
Vicksburg road, the galloping of a horse 
was heard, and an officer appeared urging 
liis horse to his greatest speed. IIo dashed 
no to our quarters, saluted, and without 
dismounting, said: “Colonel, Vicksburg 
has surrendered, and General Logan’s Di- 
vision is now moving into the city. You 
are ordered to move at oneexm the Black 
River road. The first brigade is already 
moving.” 

“Adjutant, order the bugler to sound the 
‘general,’ and call in the picket.” 

Suspense gave way to action. We bi- 
vouacked that night ten miles from Vicks- 
burg, a part of General Sherman’s 40, 000 
that moved against Johnston, and drove 
him out of Mississippi. 

It had indeed been a glorious Fourth. 
We had bagged 32,000 of our adversaries, 
and had as many more “on the run.”

Tho hoard <>i aldermen have passed 
order providing for a contract with the 
Newton Electric Lighting company, for Ti 
electric ’lights, from April 1st to June 1st, 
and for 71 lights alter that, at a cost of At) 
cents each per night. This order is some- 
what, more humane towards the lax-pav- 
ers, and ft little less reckless and extrava- 
gant, than that originally reported by the 
committee on street lights, providing for M 
lights at an annual expense of slVili*, or 
8182.50 per light. 

But still by the present order, the alder- 
men are plainly more considerate of the 
welfare of the Electric Lighting company, 
than of the city’s interest. 

Are more than 40 ol those expensive 
lights needed for the lighting of the public 
squat os? "A ltd are they needed, or can the 
city afford them for ordinary street light- 
ing'.’ And once out of the squares and cen- 
tral points of the villages with this li Jit. 
where can the city consistently or in any 
decency stop, short of supplying all the 
principal streets with the same lights’.* 

Do the eitv council propose to illuminate 
Washington* street with all night electric 
lights, and leave ourotljer principal high- 
ways with their present 12 o'clock one- 
humor gas light'.’ 

Why don’t the street light committee 
make some inquiries, and give some esti- 
mates of the cost of lighting the principal 
t borough fa res. including Washington street . 
by the thrce-lmrner gas lights? Why did 
they assume in the discussion of this mat- 
ter 'in the hoard of aldcimen, that gaslight 
would cost the same now, as when the 
present contract was made three years ago, 
when everyone knows better? 

Why are they in such a rush to get this 
business through, when the existing con- 
tract with the gas company does not expire 
until June next? Is it just the thing or 
business-like to have two contracts going 
on at the same time, for doing the same 
thing? 

Suppose the Electric Lighting company 
does pay the expense of the gas lights for 
tho remaining term of the contract, it is an 
unnecessary waste all the same, and not a 
very agreeable sight. 

Suppose the Gas company, and it is not 
an improbability, should get, within the next 
few weeks, authority to compete for the 
street lighting by electricity, and should 
show that it could do it for 25 to 88 1-8 per 
cent, less than as proposed by the aider- 
men, would this harm the city? Is compe- 
tition going to hurt the city? 

To speak very plainly, is the proposition 
to take more electric lights than the city 
needs or than is good Judgment to take, iu 
the interest of the city only, or is a desire 
to help out the Newton Electric Light com- 
pany, by taking its business off its hands, 
an element of the proposition? 

When the Electric Lighting company was 
before the board of aldermen asking for a 
location, it protested that it would not 
have to depend at all on any street lighting 
for a business, but would be amply sup- 
ported by private interests. It turns out 
that the company Inis nothing, or next to 
nothing, to depend on hut a city contract. 

It sends its president and attorney to the 
state house to protest, before the legisla- 
tive committee, against gas companies being 
allowed to compete with them, and the 
president appeals to the people, through 
your paper, over liis own signature, for sympathy 
Inal support, on tho ground that tin; company hud 
been encouraged by tho mayor's inaugural address, 
to believe that the city wanted the light. 

The mayor’s hack is broad, tint it is presumptu- 
ous in this company to suppose that lie is going to 
attempt to curry the company on his hack, unless In; 
lias agreed to something beyond what his inaugural 
says, which we do not believe. 

This business must lie decided with reference to 
tho requirements of the city alone, and entirely 
apart from what any private corporation may need 
in the way of business— the first step in tlds matter 
is likely to cost enough at least. 

The proceedings ot the hoard of aldermen last 
Monday evening were better fitted lor New York 
city than for Newton, and were certainly rather 
suspicious. 

As if log-rolling enough had not heen done to foist 
an electric lighting contract upon t In* city, the 
friends of the company, who were out in full Voice, 
were invited to express their opinions relative to 
tliu order then under consideration, and which pro- 
posed such a contract. 

Would it not have heen well if a hearing was to 
lie had, to have given public notice, in order thut 
ul I parties interested might appear. The action of 
tlie hoard certainly has no precedent iu ttie history 
of our city, and suggests the pertinent inquiry: 
“Are the meiiihi-is of the hoard of aldermen ser- 
vants of the citizens, who elected them, or of the 
Electric Light company?” To the credit of the al- 
derman from Ward (J, be it said, lie voted against 
the order. I am not a stock-holder in the gas com- 
pany, and care no more ubour its interests than any 
other citizen. Hut it lias always been honorable 
and fair iu its dealings with the city, and by being 
avoided and entirely ignored iu this matter by the 
street light committee, is receiving very shuhhy 
treatment, except in the one particular that the al- 
dermen nssume that it could not furnish gas light 
now, any cheaper than when the contract was made, 
three years ago. 

The city can have as much better light from gas 
than it now lias, as it chooses, at a cost tremendously 
less than t tun of electricity. 

It may ho expedient to put electric light, expen- 
sive as it is. into our public squares. 1 believe, 
however, that the three-burner g5is lights, at much 
less expense, would do better and more useful ser- 
vice even here. Hut to have anything to do with 
tho electric light, beyond tlds, will start Hie city on 
a career of expense, if it treats its different sections 
with anv equality, which will make the tax-payers 
sweat before it gets through. 

As trustee of an estate, paying to Newton an an- 
nual tax of over #2.200, 1 am justified in these ob- 
servations in the interest ot a reasonable public 
economy. 

A great deal has been said in support of this pro- 
ject, which, to answer here, would take too much 
of your valuable space. Kucli, for instance, as 
“that oilier cities and towns have the light, and we 
should not be behind them.” 

Note tiie fallacy of such an argument, without 
reference to our situation. We have many villuges. 
Compare Newton with Milford, which has been 
cited as an example. Milford lias one village and 
takes ten lights. The cost of each light for every 
night, uud burning all night, is #140 or #1,400 for 
the year. 

A small amount is one tiling, a large aim, nut is 
another, especially when it only begins to do the 
business.

inltlir mines Mr. Woods then explained 
tht> placer mines and the various processes 
of mining— how the precious gold was sep- 
arated from the earth and gravel, illustra- 
ting by pan, rioker. sluice, with streams of 
water, all ot which implements he had had 
constructed to enable the audience the 
better to comprehend these various meth- 
ods of working. The pan was flic first and 
most primitive. The earth, soil or gravel 
was put in this pan with water, and by a 
dexterous motion the refuse washed out 
and the gold left behind. Tho richer was 
like a cradle with a low loot-board into 
which the earth was shoveled, water add- 
ed, mid then rocked from side lo side till; 
the rclU8C was worked out, and tin* gold, ; 
being heaviest, remained. Tho sluices 
were long, narrow boxes, open at one end, 
having a narrow liar across at. the other. 
These might he joined indifferently — as 
many as one might chose, so that there 
was a gentle incline. Tito earth, soil, and 
gravel was shoveled hu mming •water, from 
the stream or some other place, admitted 
at the top and allowed to run down 
through them all. washing out the useless 
materials called tailings, leaving the gold 
to l»e gathered up. just above the little 
liars. 

He told of life in the mines, disappoint- 
ments and successes, vigilance committees, 
gambling, and tho quick work of Judge 
Lynch. The whole lecture was vivid and 
graphic in description, clear, easily com- 
prehended and full of valuable information 
to the interested audience, who would 
gladly have listened another hour. This 
was Sir. Woods’ first appearance before the 
society, blit it is to he hoped will n.t he 
the last. 

An animated discussion followed and ad- 
pitional facts were brought out. Dr. J. F. 
Frisbie then described the formation of gold- 
bearing-veins, stating that gold was per- 
haps the most wide-spread of metals, being 
found in nearly all tho rocks and in sea 
water, and that some hot springs contain it 
quite abundantly. When upheavals take 
plaee, rents and fissures aro formed in the 
stratified rocks, some of these extending to 
unknown depths — perhaps several miles, 
down to water at a boiling point. This hot 
water dissolves out silica, gold and other 
minerals and metals, and deposits them in 
the fissures, thus forming veins. This ex- 
plains why quartz and gold are so frequent- 
ly found associated together. Often in a 
piece of transparent quartz, threads and 
snots of native gold gleam brilliantly with 
tlie rich, yellowish colors. 

Tho thanks of the society were extended 
to Mr. Woods for his admirable, instructive 
and interesting lecture.

Early Milling in California. 

Tho regular monthly meeting of tlie 
Newton Natural History Society was hold 
last Monday evening in Eliot Lower Hall. 
Mr. Jesse Fowkos presented to (lie museum 
quite a number of very beautiful specimens 
of iridescent (rainbow lined) coal from the 
Cumberland mines. This is often called 
peacock coal. The paper of the evening 
was by Mr. Henry J. Woods, on “Early 
Mining iu California,” being a description 
of bis own work < 111(1 observations in the 
mines between ’4K and ’52. Ho, with sever- 
al others, purchased it bark, loaded it with 
lumber, and sailed around Cape Horn to 
San Francisco. Failing to find a market 
for the lumber there, they proceeded on up 
to Sacramento. At this place they left the 
vessel, purchased necessary supplies and 
went into the mining regions. He gave a 
very vivid description of tlie excited condi- 
tion of everybody and tlie eagerness to 
push on into the region where tlie yellow 
gold lay waiting for anybody to pick up 
and make a fortune in a few days. Carpen- 
ters and others refused un ounce of gold 
(l ist ($l(J)a day, preferring to try their luck 


Many times when going in and out of 
Boston during the past year. Newton 
people have noticed a block of six houses 
which was being erected on the north 
side of Commonwealth avenue, next west 
of the residence of Governor Ames. The 
block is now completed, and is largely the 
work of two of our citizens — Mr. 6.

Smith of Newton Centre, the architect; 
and Mr. W. II. Stewart of West Newton, 
the contractor for the carpenter work.

been faithfully carried out, and with most 
happy results. The houses are all 24 feet 
wide, four stories iu height above tlie 
basement, and of the Renaissance style 
except one. If fronting the homes, we 
will call the one on the left No. 1. This 
has an octagon front, and from the ground 
to tho second story windows it is entirely 
of freestone, carved with delicate work in 
the most elaborate manner — the doorway 
being especially fine. Above, tlie front is 
of brick and freestone, the third and 
fourth stories having heavy and rich cor- 
nices. No. 2 has a swell front, and is en- 
tirely of stone, all the window architraves 
and cornices being of cut stone, and tho 
ashler work of split face stone. This 
front has but little carving, but by many is 
considered tlie most beautiful of the six. 
The architecture of this house is quite 
original, especially the top story, which 
terminates very gracefully. No. 3 has a 
front all of dressed freestone, the style 
being massive and bold, the first, second 
and third stories having heavy cornices, 
the main cornice being over the third 
story; the fourth story has one large mid | 
one small dormer rising grandly above the 
main cornice; above the windows is a short I 
Mansard roof. No. 4 has a swell front, and | 
is entirely of dressed freestone, the spaces 
between the windows and each side of tlie 
front door are paneled, in which are 
wrought elegant carvings. Tho frieze of 
the main comiee over the third story is 
richly carved, the fourth story has a Man- 
sard roof — that part over the swell being 
carried up of stone through it, terminating 
in graceful outlines. No. 5 has an oetagon 
front, and is of brick and stone through- 
out. This front is marked for its finely 
moulded architraves and pilasters, anil 
window and door caps. The front also has 
a Mansard roof, the dormer over the octa- 
gon rising with great boldness and dignity. 
The front of No. 5 is entirely of freestone, 
tlie style partakes of the Ronianesque; all 
the ashler work is of split face stone. The 
first story is capped with a heavy cornice 
which has bold carving. The second story 
has pilaster* between the windows, with 
carved capitals. Over the windows are 
semi-circular arches, which contain intri- 
cate carvings. Tlie third and fourth 
stories each have cornices heavy with bold 
and effective carving. The swell bay is 
built full size to the roof, and is covered 
with a roof of strong outline. This house 
witli many ttikes second place to none in 
tlie block, and, considering its size, to none 
in Boston. It Inis been purchased by Mr. 
Andrews, one of tho proprietors of the 
Boston Herald. The interior work is a 
fine specimen of Mr. Stewart’s skill. The 
finishings aro of oak, cherry, ash and 
white wood; in the first story of each 
house there is considerable curving. 

Mr. Stewart has nine more houses under 
contract for Mr. Wheatland, for which Mr. 
Smith is tho architect.

MMie Newton Free Library will be closed 
until further notice, while the work on the 
addition is being completed. No hooks 
will ho delivered after this week, and all 
hooks belonging to the Library must be re- 
turned on or before April 1st. This is an 
imperative necessity, and such action should 
have been taken several weeks ago. The 
librarian and her assistants have been sub- 
jected to a great deal of discomfort, besides 
seriously endangering their health, by 
working in the library si nee openings have 
been made into the addition, which have 
let in cold air, dust, ami noise, in about equal 
proportions. 'l'he superintendent and 
trustees regret the necessity. but the closing 
is unavoidable, as any one who has \isite»l 
the library during the past few days will 
acknowledge. About half the shelves have 
been taken down and the books piled up iu 
heaps, so that the work of sorting ami de- 
livering them has been quadrupled, to say 
nothing of the confusion which attends 
the presence of so many workmen, l'he 
work upon the building is being pushed 
forward as rapidly as possible, and in a 
few weeks the library will lie reopened.

MR. TROWBRIDGE’S ORATORIO. 

A BITCOKHHFUL RENDERING OF HIM LATEST 
WORK. 

The first performance of the Oratorio 
“Emmanuel,” the music of which waa 
composed by Mr. J. Eliot Trowbridge of till* 
city, was a remarkable success, and a largo 
audience was present at Eliot Hall on Wed- 
nesday evening. Their approval was un- 
mistakable and the general verdict wa a 
that Hie oratorio would take a high rank 
with the works of American composers. Tha 
soloists paid the work a high compliment 
by the hearty manner in which they entered 
into the spirit of the music, and the chorus 
was equally as effective. 

The chorus was composed of the West 
Newton Choral Union, of which Mr. M’ row- 
bridge is the conductor, and the society 
was ably assisted by singers from Wal- 
tham, by members of the Handel *fc 
Haydn Society of Boston, and by an or- 
chestra led by Mr. C. N. Allen. The solo- 
ists were as follows: Mrs. E. Humphrey 
Allen, Miss Gertrude Edmands, Mr. Georgs 
J. Parker and Mr. Clarence E. Hay. 

Upon looking over the score of this 
oratorio it seemed to us at first that ilia 
work was hardly strong enough to he called 
by this name, and that the title of 
Sacred Cantata” would be a more appropri- 
ate one; but upon hearing the woik It 
seems to be more than a cantata, hut still 
not quite heavy enough to bear its present 
name. 

Mr. Trowbridge was favored with a mag- 
nificent chorus, both in number and tn 
quality, which, with one or two exceptions* 
sang with excellent expression and muchr 
precision. 

Regarding the oratorio, the overture h# 
very good, but in order to do it justice a 
larger orchestra is required than ir .va» 
j possible to provide for Wednesday evenings 
j 'File recitatives are open to considerabla 
1 criticism, especially the one for tenor vuico, 
“Then the disciple went away;*’ where 
, there is little trace of a recitative, it butte 
almost purely an aria, and should be called 
' nothing else. The choruses “lie is risen. 
He is not here.” and “I ascend unto my 
j Father” are the finest in the work;thB 
; double quartet also is excellent. The un- 
I accompanied work, or rather the unusual 
1 quantity of it in this oratorio, is something of 
| a novelty.but it is very effective, particular- 
ly the ladies’ trio “Peace I leave with you. 1 * 
This trio and the aria “They have taken 
away my Lord, and I know not when* they 
have laid Him,” are the gems of the work. 
Mrs. Allen’s singing was somewhat of rv 
disappointment to her many Newton 
friends; her voice had a hard quality which 
we have never before heard in this reliable 
artist’s singing, and was doubtless due to 
indisposition. Miss Edmands. saug mag- 
nificently throughout the oratorio, and dis- 
played her tine voice to its utmost advan- 
tage, especially in the lovely aria. “They 
have taken away my Lord.*’ in which her 
voice showed a sympathetic qualify well 
suited to the words.

: ing chorus, and a tendency to hold the last 
note of a movement after the conductor's 
stick had gone down, kept well together. 
They were in excellent tune, for the most 
part, which is remarkable, considering that 
the players were obliged to tune to a very 
high-pitched piano. The orchestration of 
the work is very good, except in an exces- 
sive use of the drums in the choruses ul 
the first part. 

In conclusion we would like to ask if 
there is not some way in which the last 
few numbers of a work can he given, with- 
out a large portion of the audience stand- 
ing up and putting on wraps, overcoats. 
Jtc., and then going out with a great deal 
of confusion. The last chorus and the re- 
citative preceding i» were entirely lost to 
the audience, on account of this di.s.ur- 
bance; we hope to see an improvement m 
T this respect.

Bacon of the 
Gas r imp.iny. Mr. Goodiich. its attorney,, 
Hr. K. o. Chil ls, Ex- Alderman Powers, 
attorney for the Electric Light Company, 
Ex -Aldenn m Eiskc, Ex-President of tliu 
Council French, Mr. A. E. Upton and 

others. 

la the boa d *f alder nm there was a 
long discussion over the electric light or- 
der, as to whether it was legally in posses- 
sion of the hoard, or whether it was or 
ought to bo sent down to the lower branch. 
It was finally decided to send it to the 
council and then request its return, a 
courtesy which is never refused in the 
State or National legislatures. The aider- 
men did not know the Common Council, 
however, as that body declined to return 
the order, tabled it, and adjourned, much 
to the delight of the Gas Company’s repre- 
sentatives, who regarded it as a decided 
Victory for them. 

DETAILS OF THIS PltOCEEDIXOS. 

lathe board of aldermen, Mayor Kim- 
ball road a communication from Alderman 
Kickerson to the city clerk, giving notice 
of his purpose to move a reconsideration of 
file electric light order, and requesting him 
not to send it to the common council. 

Alderman Nickerson said that his motion 
was not made wholly on his own account; 
others had come to him and said tho com- 
mon council might call in question the le- 
gality of ihe order, as it had passed to a 
second reading without a formal vote, and 
Chis might ruase trouble. He wanted tho 
ardor so fixed that it would stand fire. It 
had been said, also, that the board had cn 
tered into full fellowship with the Electric 
Light Company, but bad given the Gas 
Company no chance to.be hoard, and there- 
fore he had asked for a reconsideration. 

Alderman Hollis rose »o a point of order, 
and contended that the electric light order 
bad fiassed out of the possession of the 
board. 

Mayor Kimball said that the order was 
fir the possession of the board when the re- 
quest was made, as the council had not met, 
but if there was any question about it, it 
could lie sent down, and tho other branch 
would return it, in accordance with the 
courtesy always extended by one legisla- 
tive branch to another. Ho had never 
beard of a refusal to return an order to 
flic branch asking for.it, and such requests 
were frequently made both in Congress 
and in state legislatures. 

Alderman Hollis asked how long an or- 
der could remain before passing to the 
other board. 

Mayor Kimball said the custom was that 
an order passed in one board was 
transmitted to the other board at its next 
meeting. Tho order in question was prop- 
erly and regularly passed, and there could 
be no question of the legality of its pas- 
sage. The order was certainly in posses- 
sion of the board until the meeting of the 
common council, and Alderman Nickerson 
had requested us reconsideration before 
the meeting. As tliealdennen convened be- 
fore the councilman, that might be held to 
imply that the order was still in possession 
of the board. 

Tho reading of the records was called 
for, and the clerk read that the order was 
passed and sent down. There was no rule 
ih regard to the sending down of orders, 
and tor anything the rules say the clerk can 
pocket an order indefinitely. 

Alderman Giant said that according to 
ilic records the order was in possession of 
the other board and must lie called back 
before tho aldermen could take action 
upon it. 

Mayoi Kimball said tliat action in the 
matter would establish a precedent, which 
might work in two ways, it was a nice 
question. and he did not care to take the res- 
ponsibility of deciding and would leave it 
to the board. 

Alderman Nickerson said that posses- 
sion was mne points of the law, and the 
board has the order, and that was the main 
point. After some further discussion the 
matter was temporarily tabled.

Alderman Nickerson reported an order,

Mr. Nick- 
erson explained that when the diain was 
laid through Eldridge street, last fall, the 
higliw iy committee had p< mission to go 
through tho land of Mrs. lingers, and the 
cold weather came on before t he work was 
finished. In some of Hie winter thaws, 
, Mrs. Ungers’ s cellar and cellar kitchen luul 
been nverllow ed. the water standing four 
feet deep in them. Some of the city men, 
when tin* water had been pumped out. built 
a fire in her furnace, anti the steam there 
from damaged the upper part ot the house, 
causing the gilding on picture frames to 
peelotV. discoloring the wall paper, etc. He 
did not think the repairing of the damage 
would cost ovi r slob, hut Mrs. lingers 
claimed that the house had been ren- 
dered unhealthy, several members of her 
family had been made sick, and she asked 
for damages. The commit tee thought 
she would take $2*>0 rather than living a 
suit, and so presented the order. 

In the common council the order was 
non-concurrcd in, as there was no one to 
explain it, nnotlier argument for one board. 

Alderman Grant presented the petition of. Tames 
I..

! fragmentarv discussion, Alderman Nickerson 
withdrew his motion for a reconsideration, the 
order was sent down and Alderman Nickerson 
moved to ask for tho return of the order, and also 
to ask the common council for a joint convention. 

OTHER BUSINESS. 

W. E. Scribner and others nsked for two street 
lamps on Station street. Ward 4. 

The committee on claims reported on the peti- 
tion of II, S. I lowland, for the payment of damages 
for injuries received hy falling on the side-walk on 
Station street, Ward (5, giving him leave to with- 
draw . 

Henry F. Boss and others asked for a side-walk 
on Walnut street. 

William Dickinson and others asked for street 
lamps on Fuller street, Ward 3. 

It. M. Wilson and others asked for side-walks 
on Bice street, and also for a cross-walk nt the in- 
tersection of Rice and Centre streets. 

J . L. Balluntine and 2a other residents asked to 
have California street graded and put in a passable 
condition; referred. to highway committee. 

The petition ot J. L. Buliuntinc and a dozen 
others for electric lights came from the common 
council referred to the committee on street lights. 
Alderman Hollis moved to iiou-couciir, as the com- 
mittee had finished their consideration of the mat- 
ter, and the petition was filed. 

THE COMMON COUNCILS UNCOMMON DISCOUR- 
TESY. 

A communication was received from the com- 
mon council stating that they “respectfully” de- 
clined to return the electric light order, and also 
declined to accede to tho request lor a joint con- 
vention. 

This rather discourteous treatment of the hoard 
of aldermen created consi 'cruhle surprise, as such 
action on the part of one branch of a legislative body 
towards another is almost unprecedented . 

It was aLo stated that t lie common council had 
adjourned nfter tabling the electric: light order. 

Petitions in favor of electric lights were received 
from II. W. Mason and others, from George II. 
Ellis and others and filed. 

'The report from the committee on claim-., uu- 
' thorizing the payment of $(5.j to settle the chiim of 
Mr. Bavliss against the city for services in the 
water department, was laid on the table at the re- 
quest of the mayor. 

The aldermen then adjourned. 

In the common council ottlv concurrent business 
was transacted, with the exceptions noted above. 
The electric light order was first tabled, on the 
motion of Councilman Gore, then reconsider- 
ed, and tabled again hy one majority, 
some of the eouneilmcii saying that tlrey were not 
ready to vote upon it, as tltev had not lreanl it dis- 
; cussed.

If till) North hail not been so shocked by 
the great battle of (iettysburg, just, at the 
time oi the fall of Vicksburg, this latter 
event, would have received the attention it 
deserved, for in its results no event of the 
war compared with it in importance or was 
so vital a blow to the Southern confedera- 
cy. These results may bo summed up 
thus: 

First— the capture of an army of 
000 men, 17 '1 cannon, and war material 
enough to equip an army of 00,000. 

Second— -the release of an army of nearly 
100,000 from debilitating siego duty, at a 
season when every day was fatal to scores 
of men, making them available for duty 
elso where, and for active and healthier 
Held operations. 

Third— the re-opening of the Mississippi 
Hivcr to the great commerce of the\Vest,and 
Fourth— the cutting oil of the portion ol 
the confederacy west of the Mississippi, 
and the great source of beef supply from 
Texas was no longer available. It was like 
cutting olT an arm of the confederacy. 
These were the chief immediate results, 
but there were others, — among them the 
serious loss of prestige to the confederacy. 
After Vicksburg fell, it was no longer a 
question of ultimate success, but simply 
how long the South eouid prolong the 
struggle. Kuropo was now convinced that 
it was not a revolution, but a rebellion. 

There has been considerable discussion, 
and not of a very amicable character, as to 
the relativo merits of the Eastern and 
Western armies during our civil war. 

After Vicksburg surrendered, our Corps 
became the left wing of Gen’l Sherman’s 
army, and for several weeks we served 
side by side with, liis men, veterans of 
Shiloh and other Western battles. We 
found them disposed to put on a great 
many airs and they talked very contcmptu. 
ously of the Army of the Potomac? were 
fond of alluding to Bull Run. Cliancellors- 
ville, and mentioning Donelson, Shiloh, and 
Corinth at the same lime. We let them 
brag, at the same time reminding them 
that we had lost more men at Autiotam or 
in any one of the battles on the Peninsula 
than they had in a half-dozen of their 
vaunted victories. After service botli East 
and West, and a critical study of the 
merits and faults of both, it was the writ- 
er’s candid opinion that no army in the 
country was equal, in discipline and effec- 
tive power, to the Army of the Potomac. 
And the same applies to the other side— 
the ilower of the Southern troops and their 
ablest generals were in the Army of North- 
ern Virginia. The Confederate Govern- 
ment naturally drew its best and most etl- 
* ective forces around its Capital, for every- 
thing depended upon defending Richmond. 
The ill success of the Virginia army was 
due to no lack of bravery in the soldiers. 
It took years and many battles to develop 
the general competent to command the al- 
ways brave and reliable Army of the Poto- 
mac. When the Western army had an op- 
portunity at Chickn manga to meet one of 
Lee’s Divisions, they learned for the first 
time what the Eastern army had to cope 
with; and didn’t we smile as we asked them 
what they thought of Longsticet. And 
when this able general and his veterans, 
fresh from their victory over Rosecrans, 
came up to Knoxville, expecting to sweep 
ail before them, they found there across 
their path our little corps, weakened and 
shattered bv its Vicksburg campaign, but 
the same men who had faced them before 
on Marye's Hill and other Eastern fields — 
they met with a check and a bloody re- 

^Tlio simple fact is that both Eastern and 
Western men were brave enough, but in 
discipline, drill, and military bearing, the 
Army of the Potomac was far superior to 
any one of the Western aiinies. 

if j^ije and Longstreet, Jackson and A. 
P. Ilill had been at Chattanooga, there 
would have been no battle abovo the 
clouds, no such scaling of those heights by 
Sheridan’s men. It Grant had been in 
command at Antictam or Gettysburg, it is 
probable that Lee’s army would never have 
escaped across the Potomac except in 
squads, as our’s did at Ball’s Bluff. After 
our service in the West, and defenco of 
East Tennessee, and the fighting of Hook- 
er’s 11th and Pith corps at* Chattanooga, 
there was no more bragging by the West- 
ern troops, or sneers at the Eastern army. 

The men who composed tho Western ar- 
mies were of a different typo altogether 
from the Eastern soldiers— men whoso oc- 
cupations had been largely in tho open air, 
pioneers— not men of school education. 
Their manner of life had toughened and 
better fitted them for camp life than the 
training of Eastern men in factories or 
stores. It was hardly any change for them 
to take up tho profession and life of a sol- 
dier They were used to handling the 
rifle’ and mostly good horsemen, and in the 
early part of tho war bettor fitted tor 
the business than Eastern men. The aver- 
age age of the Western soldiers was great- 
er; they wore mostly men grown and not 
boys of IK, as great numbers of our New 
England soldiers wore. 'Ibis fact was 
greatly to their advantage, as it made them 
less susceptible to disease from hardship 
anil exposure than the youths who but 
comfortable homes to suffer all the rough 
experiences of a soldier’s iife. In fact, tho 
advantages were all on the side of the 
Western troops at first, but after a year or 
two of seasoning in storm and heat and 
cold, the youths of 20 were veterans, and 
in enthusiasm and military spirit were 
equal and often superior to men a decade 
or more their elders. The war was fought 

by very young men, both in tho ranks and 

as officers. Two of the colonels of my reg- 
iment took command when less, than 24 
years of age, and when one considers the 
responsibility that rests upon an oflicor in 
command of so many men, the good judg- 
ment required, and coolness in action, it 
seems impossible that men at such an age 
were fitted for such rank, Vet both these 
young commanders proved fully able to 
take oven higher rank, and both, under 
circumstances most trying and with 
marked gallantry, fell in battle at the bead 
of the regiment, desperately wounded, one 
in East Tennessee and the other in 
Virginia; and both won tho star of 
hrovot — brigadier general for “gallant and 
meritorious conduct."

THE HARD TIMES.

Editor of the Ghamiio: 

It is known to all acquainted with the 
subject, that tho outstanding bonds are the 
chief basis of our circulating medium. To 
all such it is also known Hint retiring the 
bonds contracts the currency; also that 
seven years ago tho volume of currency was ; 
not too large, every dollar was in use, and 
business throughout the country hotter than | 
at any time since. 

The cause of this change and the remedy 
are serious questions for statesmen and 
citizens to consider. 

In the second message of President 
Arthur, he uses this language; “The three 
per cent, bonds, to tho amount of more 
than a hundred millions, have since my last 
mensitge been retired by tho treasury. The bonds 
►till outstanding of that Issue are about 200 mil- 
lions. 

As these bonds constitute tin; dlirf basis for tac 
circulation of the national banks, tho question how 
to avert the contraction of the currency caused by 
their retirement, Is one of continually Increasing 
importance.'’ 

Now despite tills warning, proclaimed by the chief 
magistrate some six or seven years ago, the retiring j 
of the bonds Ims kept strictly on, nnd business has 
as Steadily grown more dead, breeding in fact all 
the difllcultics the country is now experiencing Hut ! 
lor this tlio last seven years would have been tho j 
must prosperous the country has ever enjoyed. The 
volume of currency, Instead ol being diminished, 
should have been annually Increased. 

Hero lies our whole ditliculty, and tbo remedy is 
simplo and sure, to wit: Fix on the sum per cnp'ita, 
that experience has shown to be most luivautngnus 
to indiistiial|nations; say $35 per capita, and main- 
tain it by additions in the ratio of increase of pop- : 
illation, mid let the currency alone for at least a | 
hundred years. The business of the country would j 
quickly conform to It, nnd everything else in rela- i 
lion to currency would take caie of themselves, and 
we should havo no more strikes or bard times, the 
currency itself being sound and legal tender of 
co irse. The best po.-sible currency would be so 
much of the national debt floating as the currency, 
except so far ns provided by gold nnd silver, the 1 
coinage of u bich should be tree to all who bring 
bullion to the mint. 

Before the war all bunks of Issue were under con- 
trol of the several.states, in most of which existed 
free banking laws, enabling citizens at any time to 
associate and devote more or less of their property 
to banking, ns incrense of population and business 
required. Thus new hanks were oonstantry start- 
ing up nnd maintaining (lie equilibrium between 
the volume of currency and need of ic, and protect- 
ing against distinctions and extremes of all kinds. 
Wlille under our present banking system and 
laws, involving no rule or principles of adaptation, 
a secretary of the treasury may sit in ills oitice as 
it playing on electric keys, affecting tho interest 
and comfort of 60 millions of people, apparently 
wholly unconscious of its saddening consequi nces. 
This is the principal cause of oistlng strikes anil 
conflicts between labor and capital. When general 
prosperity exists, no uiisurmmintable diflleuMes 
arDo between those who employ and those who are 
employed, but at the present time not two-thirds of 
ihe productive power of this country is in full ca- 
pacity. Hu-dnes* all over the country is sluggish, 
the profits of hu-iness reduced as never before, the 
most saleable goods being bankrupt stocks, misfits, 
job lots, &c„ many manufacturing establishments 
being obliged to reduce expenses or suspend. This 
state of tilings is wholly caused by the mistaken ad- 
ministration of the circulating medium of the 
couutrv. The one vital tiling, the only thing that 
can effect a permanent remedy, is believed to be to 
steadily maintain a national equililn ium between 
the currency and population. 

Experience has shown that a r i per capita is not too 
much. When prance wrs paying indemnity to 
Prussia, 4s was said to be her rate. 

The coinage of gold and silver should be free to 
all who bring bullion to the mint, which would pro- 
vide so much of the 36 per capita. Tim maintain- 
ing of such a principle of adaptation of tills volume 
of currency to the wants of business by increasing 
with it, was involved in a bill offered In the senate 
last session by Mr. Beck of Kentucky, ami we think 
lie deserves the thanks of the country for taking 
the tirst step in the rlghtdireciion. 

The application of the per capita rule to popula- 
tion, is ihe nearest approach to the wants of busi- 
ness. That is easy to adopt, and In Its general 
operation is near enough. 

In Mils) connection we will speak of a fractional 
currency. 

The business in cards and all kinds of merchan- 
dise now done through tho post-ofllce is so immense 
that it is a wonder the withdrawal of the fractional 
currency could ever have been entertained. At 
Christmas and New Years we have noticed near half 
a peck of postage stamps, collected every few days 
days by one firm, besides tho postal orders. Coh- 
sld'er a* desk occupied half his time by a clerk in 
counting and disposing of postage stamps; consider 
the great number oT periodicals, t ho subscriptions 
to which is $1.25, $1.60 and $1.75. Certainly 25 and 
50 cent fractional currency ought to abound if no 
other. 

It is a most profitable issue to the government, so 
much is never returned, yet its use is so great that 
this loss is repnid to citizens ptohably more than 
ten times over. Common-Sense.

The curious and rather discourteous 
action of the Common Council, Monday 
nipht, in refusing to return tho electric 
light order to the board of Aldermen as 
requested, has excited a good deal of un- 
favorable A .cominent. Tho excuse is given 
by some *f the members, that tho hour 
was late, and if they acceded to tho request 
for a joint convention, they would have 
liad an all night session. The board of Al- 
dermen had delayed so long in assembling 
and in sending in the order, that they 
thought they were justified in laying it on 
the table, and waiting until t.lm joint con- 
vention could assemble at an eaVlicr hour. 
They knew that there were a number of 
gentlemen present, representing both sides, 
all primed with more or loss lengthy 
speeches, and considerations of personal 
comfort outweighed those of courtesy. 

It is unfortunate, certainly, that they 
wei'O frightened ac the array of learned 
counsel, both in regular practice and out 
of It, who were present to represent the 
two corporations most interested. One 
would have thought that a case was to be 
tried, with the members of the city govern- 
ment for a jury, instead of the question bp- 
fng simply in regard to a much needed 
public improvement. 

If the citizens, or a majority of them, de- 
sire electric lights for tho stroets, and are 
willing to pay for them, there is only one 
thing for their representatives in the city 
government to do, and that is to vote for 
the lights. It is not a question of the in- 
dividual preferences or partialities of the 
members, but of the public good. So far, 
there lias been a long list of petitions 
presented, signed by heavy taxpayers, all 
asking for electric lights, and not a singlo 
remonstrance. There have been cases, not 
so very long ago, when the council was 
flooded with remonstrances against a pro- 
posed measure, and if the sentiment 
against the introduction of electric lights 
was very strong, it is cnly fair to assume 
that remonstrances would have been pre- 
sented. 

Judging from the talk upon the street 
and in the cars, the public are in favor of a 
moderate number of electric lights, and of 
having the lighting of the streets done by 
two companies instead of one, as in that 
way it is thought that the city will he able 
to make more favorable contracts than if 
there was no competition, Owing to the 
peculiar situation of Newton, a larger num- 
ber of lights are needed at first than in 
most other cities, but there need be no 
increase of the number now proposed for 
several years, as that number will light the 
places in the city where the light is most 
urgently needed. Out of regard for the 
reputation of the members of the council, 
it is to be hoped that the proceedings of 
last. Monday night will not be reueated, 
although they furnished a very conclusive 
argument for the establishment of the one 
bni-rd system. 

M ANITA I. TRAINING. 

The Brookline Chronicle disagrees both 
With tho Graphic ami Mr. John \V. Dick- 
er on, in regard to manual training in the 
public schools, it states that the sole ob- 
ject ‘of the promoters of tho new eduea- 
tion” is to make the pupils intelligent men 
and women, and then contradicts itself by 
complaining that the large majority of pu- 
pils who are compelled to leave school 
during the grammar school course, have 
It ied absolutely nothing outside of the 
three U*s. and have acquired no knowledge 
that will lie of practical value in enabling 
them to gain a livelihood. 

It would appear to the average reader 
that if children can only remain in school 
a portion of the grammar school course, 
they would m ika a far m *re profitable use 
of their time by devoting themselves to the 
tbre» It’s and the other subjects taught in 
grammar schools, than by dividing the 
time with more “practical studies,” as the 
manual training theorists style instruction 
Jin trades. 

lc is not generally expected that children 
<4 V :r l*> years, the ago at which most of 
them leave the grammar school, will be 
equipped with much ‘‘practical know- 
fed m,” or be skilful blacksmiths, carpen- 
ter” or cabinet makers. The grammar 
schools will have enough to do to teach 
th ' rudim nits of an English education, 
Without, at the same time, trying to teach 
•children means of gaining a livelihood. 
Hoys who have improved their time, and 
|, . v0 a fair English education, are mueli 
more likely to succeed in life, than they 
would if the time had been spent in t rying 
to mike them “jadu of all trades ami 
good lor nothing at any. 

Manual training may be a good thing for 
high schools and colleges, because there 
the pupils remain long enough, and arc of 
sn<'h in ago that the training would have 
a chance to prove of some practical benefit, 
but the theorists should keep their hands 
off the gram in ir schools.

described the plan of tunnolling Boston 
Common from the corner of Beacon and 
Charles streets to Tremont street, and 
some of the other magnificent plans of the 
company. One point of especial interest in 
connection with the Newton street railway 
was that tho ears aro to bo run by electric- 
ity, and it w as stated that one of the fore- 
most electricians in tho country was at 
work for the company, investigating the 
best method of applying the power, and 
that an experimental track would soon be 
in operation in Boston. Henry M. Whit- 
ney testified in regard to tho possibility of 
running n car from a storage battery un- 
derneath the car. and said the cost could 
be reduced much under that of horse-pow- 
er. A car fitted with a storage battery and 
Sprague motors would be in operation in 
Boston in about a month, he said. 

When such a wealthy company as this is 
investigating the subject of electric mo- 
tors, tho Newton Street Railway Company 
can afford to wait for developments, as the 
rcsorces of the former company are practi- 
cally unlimited, and they are abundantly 
able to spend both time and money in ex- 
periments. 

Mu. Ciiari.es 1*. ClaiikV election as 
President of the New York, New Haven 
and Hartford Railroad is a greater compli- 
ment to his abilities as a railroad man, 
than his appointment as one of the inter- 
state railroad commissioners would have 
been. The compliment is the greater as 
his election was unanimous, and the direc- 
tors of that road evidently felt that he 
was the one man for the position. Our 
renders will be sorry to learn, however, that 
this appointment may load to the removal 
of Mr. Clark and his family from Newton. 
Mr. ('lark’s office will be in New York, and 
it is reported that his family may go to 
Hartford, although they will remain here 
for the present. Mr. Clark is thoroughly 
familiar with his new duties, as he held 
th6 office of second vice-president of the 
same road, until he resigned to take the 
position of receiver of the New York and 
New England, but has since Continued as a 
director. It is said that his election lias no 
especial connection with the reported ne- 
gotiations for further railroad combinations 
iu Southern New England. All the Con- 
necticut papers welcome the new president 
of their most important railroad, in the 
most cordial manner. 


The series of “War Pictures,” which 
Major S- A. Ranlctt has written for the 
Graphic, ends with this number. They 
contributed not a little to awaken an inter- 
est in the recent Grand Army carnival, and 
have been widely read and commented 
upon. The closing paper will be found to 
be one of the best of the series, as it treats 
of a very important part of the war. The 
whole series have aided the general reader 
to gain a better idea of the camnaign from 
a soldier’s standpoint than could be gained 
in any other way, and Mr. Ranlctt lias re- 
ceived many compliments from his broth- 
ers-in-arms, for the clear and graphic man- 
ner iu which Jie has described events in 
which they were engaged. We should the 
more regret that the series lias ended, were 
it not that Mr. Ranlctt has promised to 
contribute occasional papers in the future, 
which will be pleasant news to the readers 
of the Graphic. 


TiiE street railway matter has reached 
the following stage: The II igli way commit- 
tee have drawn up a form of agreement, 
under the supervision of the City Solicitor, 
which contains the conditions under which 
the railway company can operate, anil it 
now awaits the signatures of the officers of 
the company. As soon as it receives these, 
the committee will report it to the hoard of 
aldermen. It is rather strict in some of its 
provisions, but the committee have acted 
on the principle that they should look out 
first for tho interests of the city and see 
that they were protected. It is possible 
that the agreement may lie presented next 
Monday night, in order to keep up the ex- 
citement. 


Electric Lighting. 

Editor of tli© GRAPHIC! 

As apropos to tho discussion of tho elec- 
tric light question, will you kindly publish 
tho following, taken from Ingersoll's article 
in the March number of the North Ameri- 
can Review. Referring to railroad and 
other monopolies he says: 

“Is there any remedy for this? None, ex- 
cept with the people* themselves. When 
the people become intelligent enough to 
support the rival at a reasonable price! 
when they know enough to allow both 
roads to live; when they are intelligent 
enough to recognize a friend and to stand 
liy that friend as against a known enemy, 
this question will be at least on the edge of 
a solution. 

So far as I know this course has never 
been pursued except iu one instance, nud 
that is in the present war between the 
Goulcl and Mackay cables. The Gould 
system' lmd been charging from sixty to 
eighty cents a word, and the Mackay system 
charged forty. Then the old monopoly 
tried to induce the rival to put the 
prices back to sixty. The rival refused, 
and thereupon the Gould combination 
dropped to twelve and a half, for Hie pur- 
pose of destroying the rival. The Mackay' 
cable fixed the tariff at twenty-live cents, 
saying to its customers, “You are intelli- 
gent enough to understand wlrnt this war 
means. If our cables are defeated, the 
Gould system will iro buck not only to .lit; old 
price, but will add enough to reimburse itself for 
the cost of destroying us. If you really wish lor 
competition, if you desire a reasonable service at a 
reasonable rate, you will support us.” Fortunate- 
ly an exceedingly intelligent class of people does 
business by the' cables. They are merchants, 
bankers and brokers, dealing witli large amounts, 
with intricate, complicated, and iutcrnatLmal 
questions. Of necessity, they are used to thinking 
tor themselves. They are not dazzled into blind- 
ness by the glare ol tho present. They see the 
future. They are not duped by the sunshine of a 
moment or the promise ol an hour. They see be- 
yond the horizon of a penny saved. These people 
had intelligence enough to say, “The rival who 
stands between us and extortion is our friend, and 
our friend shall not tie allowed to die.” 

Will my good friend Childs he kind enough to ex- 
plain how the giving a contract for electric lighting 
to tiie Gas Company will encourage or secure com- 
petition as intimated in his at tide last week?

Third Lecture on Venice, 

Rev. Francis Tiffany began his third 
lecture with a quotation from the Italian 
historian, Romanin, “Truly, this was the 
residence of a grand people.” Surely, 
none but kings or nobles could have dwelt 
here! is tiie inevitable feeling of tho travel- 
ler when lie first sets foot in Venice. And 
yet, what a mistake sncli traveller would 
make if, stopping before many a splendid 
palace in the city, he should fall to dream- 
ing over tho principal life that was once 
led in it. Very likely it will turn out that 
no prince ever lived in it, but that it is the 
superb guild hall of a fraternity of artis- 
ans. From this point the lecturer went on 
describe the condition of tiie artisan 
classes in the palmy days of Venice. 
Wonderfully skilled in all kinds of beauti- 
ful work iu glass manufacture, bronze car- 
ving, carving in wood anil stone, and inlaid 
and mosaic work, they had no peers in 
Europe. A most rigid system of appren- 
ticeship was carried out. The lazy ami 
bungling had no quarter shown them. 
United in great confraternities, a system 
of strict subordination prevailed from top 
to bottom. Tiiougli excluded from the 
discussion of political topics, these confra- 
ternities were corporations possessing 
great wealth, and able to builti themselves 
club houses so magnificent as to be the 
envy of kings of France and emperors of 
Germany. In times of pestilence the 
brotherhood turned into armies of nurses 
in war, they poured out money and men; 
in sickness and infirmity they looked after 
the poor, the widows and tho orphans of 
their body. One of their guild p.thiccs, San 
Rocco, wan then describe J. In it lals>rcd for seven- 
teen years on the paintings anil f rescues the great 
Tintoretto, the M.ehael Angelo ot Venice. No 
mass-vote of the ignorant or venal was allowed to 
determine who should he architect or painter, hut 
tills was decided by tiie competent alone. From 
this point tiie lecturer then proceeded to describe 
the arsenal, the great uavy-yanl und store-house of 
the Republic, on whose efficiency depended the 
whole inuratiine greatness of Venice. Such a class 
of mechanics as were to he seen tire re were no- 
where else to he found in Europe. To such system 
was everything reduced that the putting together a 
new strip was as simple a thing us putting together 
the pieces of a Springihdd musket or of a Waltham 
watch. Ever} tiling was prepared and ready before- 
hand. Tire loyally of these artisans to the Repub- 
lic knew no hound. Indeed, there never was a statu 
iu which the idea of every individual liviug, not 
for himself, Iml for tiie good of the commonwealth, 
was so thoroughly carried out. After lids, the ec- 
turer passed on t"> a detailed account ol St. Mark's 
Catlu-dral, tiie work of centuries ol devotion mi the 
part ol noble and citizen alike. No ship that 
cleared the lagoons but was Commissioned to bring 
hack for this “Jewel ot the city’s eye." whatever 
of rare or precious Lit imti'hio, bronze, 
gold could lie found iu Constaiitinoule, Syria, 
Asia Minor, Egypt. Thus through tiie devotion ol 
ages was dually built a cathedral that on tiie whole 
has no rival in' tho world. 

The lecture was attentively listened to hy a large 
audience, which found the interest id the course 
increase with each succeemng lecture. The uext 
and Iasi will lie given next Tuesday evening and 
the subject will tie, “Striking Characters and Epi- 
sodes iu the History of Venice.”

The Cooking Class. 

Miss Barnes’s cooking olass met Tuesday 
afternoon in tho Universalist church parlor. 
Tito lesson on roasting and larding w as il- 
lustrated by larded grouse, chicken a la tar 
tore and boned quail. The management 
of the larding needle was explained so 
simply, that no one present will need to 
hesitate if in their own kitchen they try for 
themselves to imitate what before might 
appear to be difficult, and classed with the 
highest art of tho cuisine. The chicken 
was beautifully neat in its preparation for 
the roasting pan, tho quail deftly nnd skill- 
fully honed, also a difficult operation, made 
easy, though perhaps like skating, it is harder 
than it looks. Raked linnanas wore prepared, a 
toothsome viand, to he served with the chicken. 
Sauce tar tare, somewhat resembling a mayonnaise 
with tiie addition of finely minced olives, capers and 
pickles, was mado. 

Mis* Haines began the lesson with tho receipt for 
“Norfolk Cream: 1 ' Half a packngo of gelatine, half j 
a cup of water, two-thirds of a cup of sugar, one 
quart of cream, two tea spoons of vanilla, or two | 
table spoons of wine, or hair of each together and 
half a pound of candled fruit. The cream had been 1 
whipped to a froth, the gelatine soaked two hours : 
in the water that remained in the whlp-ahurn. 
About a cun full was placed in the double Imiier. 
when scalded the gulatinu and sugar was added. 
Cool carefully ; when slightly hardened fold in tho 
cream hy degrees . A two quart mould had been 
lined with cundied fruitichenies and green and red 
fruits cut In thin slices.) Into this pour the cream, 
being sure It is of.tlio right consistency; put on Ico 
to harden. At the end of the lessen the cream was 
completely hardened and ready to serve. It was a 
beautiful dessert and elicited much praise f mu the 
ladies, and proved ns good to tho taste ns pleasing 
to tho eye. The next lesson. Tuesday at 2:1ft o'clock, 
will he on “Puff-Paste and Ice Cream."

paper to Ray sonietliing about tho western 
troops, nml partly as a pie face to the pres- 
ent “picture.*’ for wo are now going into 
battle, elbow-to-elbow with one of the most 
famous brigades of the Army of tbe Ten- 
nessee, one that bad fought all the way 
from Shiloh to Vicksburg, and in which an 
ofticcr of national reputation commanded. 

I refer to (Jcnerai John M. Corse, the 
colonel of the Sixth Iowa regiment, now 
postmaster of Huston. 

It is tin* afternoon of the 10th of .Inly, 
*08, and after a week of hard marching 
and lighting in a blistering sun. tempests 
hucIi as only the Black River can produce, 
and living upon the corn-fields of Mississip- 
pi, we have at last brought the rebel army 
under General Johnston to a stand at Jack- 
son, the capital of the state, the possession 
of which they seem disposed to contest. 
About 8 o’clock p. m., our corps came out. 
of the woods into open country, with Jack- 
son in plain sight in the distance, an open 
valley before us, through which the rail- 
road from Memphis entered Jackson. We 
wore on the loft of the advance, and look- 
ing away to the right I could seo the long 
lines of the 13th and 15th corps as they de- 
ployed and closed in upon each other, and 
established connections; for we had been 
moving by dilTcrcnt roads in three or four 
columns, driving the enemy Impk in our 
front, as we converged upon Jackson. 

Our brigade was iii front and on the ex- 
treme right of the ninth corps, and wo 
soon found ourselves in line with some 
hardy looking western men, who proved to 
be the brigade of the sixteenth corps be- 
fore mentioned, the 40Lh Ohio actually 
connecting with our right, and the (Ith 
Iowa and 40th Illinois prolonging their line, 
while our brigade, consisting of the 30th 
Massachusetts, 45th Pennsylvania, 17th and 
27th Michigan, formed the right of the 0th 
corps, and extended towards the left. 

It takes considerable time to perfect a 
line of battle several miles long, bring up 
supports into proper position, and the af- 
ternoon was far advanced before the oidcrs 
were given for a general advance. A strong 
skirmish line was thrown forward, and sud- 
denly some guns that had been placed in 
commanding positions in our rear opened 
a heavy fire over our heads, throwing shell 
into a dense wood that crowned a ridge 
that extended a half mile in our front, and 
parallel with our lines, in which wo could 
see the gleaming bayonets of the enemy. 
The firing of the guns was the signal for 
our advance, and simultaneously the entire 
army moved forward. It was a splendid 
sight to see the long lines moving, the 
colors Hying, and the artillery firing over 
us (as long as it was safe to do so,) into 
the woods on our front. We were but a 
short time crossing this interval, and our 
determined approach was too much for the 
morale of the enemy to bear, for, after 
tiring a scattering volley, they broke and 
ran for their entrenched lino at some dis- 
tance in the rear of this, and took refuge 
in rille-pits and behind their artillery. We 
followed them up until in close proximity 
with their picket, by which time it had 
grown so dark that further operations for 
the day were suspended. 

It so happened that as wo advanced, our 
regimental line came up against the great 
building of the Jackson Lunatic Asylum, 
which is situated in the northern suburbs 
of the city. All the keepers had lied when 
our lines came up, leaving the wretched in- 
mates locked into their rooms. Right un- 
der the windows of the building we halted 
a few minutes to correct our brigade align- 
ment, which had become somewhat, broken 
in our rapid advance. I shall never 
forget this horrible scene. In the open 
windows behind iron-bars, these raving 
maniacs were glaring upon us, shouting 
and screaming with terror, and using lan- 
guage of vituperation impossible to print. 
The rebel artillery had opened upon us, and 
regardless of all principles of humanity, 
their guns were directed so that their shot 
fell around the hospital, and one shot 
struck a corner of the building, bringing 
down a great piece of marble coping upon 
the pavement. General 1’arkesent a Hag-of- 
truee in to General Johnston, asking him 
to send back the keepers, telling him the 
building would bo respected and guarded, 
or if not he would send the inmates through 
the lines for t lie in to take care of. The 
keepers were returned, and during the bat- 
tle our corps was at times, while in reserve, 
in the near vicinity of the hospital, which 
w.is guarded from all intrusion or molesta- 
tion. When we halted for the night, weary 
with the day’s march and exciting close, 
with the 45th Pennsylvania along our 
front on picket, we lay down to rest and 
prepare for heavy work. 

About 3 a. m. the company cooks came 
up with cotfcc and served it out to the men. 
At day light the corps was moving upon 
the enemy. The advance was so rapid and 
determined that we had soon driven the 
enemy back and were close upon their 
main line, ami General Parke awaited orders 
from General Sherman to make a grand as- 
sault. We lay along a slight ridge among 
some scrub oak and light timber, with an 
open field in our front, only 3; Hi yards from 
their line, and under a galling lire of their 
artillery which gave us grape occasionally. 
The hours passed and still we waited, hug- 
ging the ground, and wondering why wo 
were not allowed to advance. At times the 
sounds of battle were very heavy off to the 
right, and wo learned later why wo were 
held back. Bauman's Division of Ord’s 
13th corps bad made an unsupported assault 
ami had been repulsed with heavy loss, 
several regiments being almost destroyed, 
and their colors captured. This attack of 
General Laninun’s Division was due to a 
misunderstanding of orders, and was a 
parallel case to the charge of the light 
brigade at Balaclava, hopeless at the outset, 
and known to be so by the men who led il. 
It resulted in the dismissal of General 
Bauman, a brave Iowa ofiicer, but it was 
the universal opinion that General Ord was 
to blame for the rash movement. The at- 
tack fell upon General Ureekeiirldgo, and 
was bloodily repulsed. Not long since the 
colors of the 53d Illinois regiment, lost at 
that time, wore returned to the survivors, 
and the affair has been the subject of much 
controversy. It was only another ease in 
which “somebody blundered,” and several 
hundred killed, wounded and prisoners 
was tbe result of somebody’s stupidity. 
Whether this made General Sherman 
hesitate to assault on our front, 1 cannot 
say; but it seemed to us as if all the energy 
shown the week previous in getting us up 
with the enemy, now gave way to uncer- 
tainty and inaction. Before Hi o’clock 
that morning our commander had notified 
General Sherman that the ninth corps was 
close up, and ready and anxious to assault, 
and wo had every reason to believe then 
anil itoin what wo subsequently learned, 
that our attack would have boon successful, 
ami u large part of Johnston's army could 
have been captured. 

Shortly after we reached the pus Ron on 


the ridge above mentioned, two companies 
of tbe regiment were deployed and moved 
out as skirmishers, and at once mot with 
severe loss, the position being much ex- 
posed. They found too that they had noth- 
ing on their right, or iu military parlance, 
the right was “in the air.” I was sent out 
to see il I could find any line for our skir- 
mishers to connect with. We were in a 
kind of jungle. I took a general direction 
towards our right, and alter going a few 
rods, struck a skirmish-line from the brig- 
gade of western troops, with whom we had 
advanced the day betore. I found the olli- 
eer in command aud told him our skiimisli- 
line was out fifty 'yards in advance of bis 
aud lie must, advance bis men oi wc must 
withdraw our line. I saw several of his 
men lying dead in the bushes, and the po- 
sition was a very bad one, for the enemy 
had skilful ritlemen up in trees the other 
side of the open field, and their fire was 
very deadly. The day was intensely hot 
and the air in those hushes was like the 
air of a furnace. 1 returned to our line 
and awaited the result of my errand, but 
altera time as they did rot move out, out- 
line was drawn back somewhat, until after 
dark, when two more of our companies 
went out. relieved the two who had been 
out all day, and took an even more ad- 
vanced position, dug rifle-pits and prepared 
to stay. 

Just before dark a violent, tempest came 
up, and raged for half an hour. To the 
sounds of battle were added the noise of 
thunder, the rush of wind through the 
trees and the tailing rain. As if tearing 
some movement of our forces during the 
storm the enemy opened upon our lines 
with all their artillery and the din was ter- 
rific, and can hardly be adequately pictured 
in language. The words ut Othello came 
into my mind: “On horrors’ head, horrors 
accumulate.” 

During the day our artillerymen had 
been out along our front to seo if there was 
any place where they could work their 
guns, hut our position was so advanced 
aud exposed, it was decided not to bring 
them up there. They could not have 
worked them five minutes there without 
losing every man and horse exposed. They 
finally got into battery some distance in 
our rear and opened lire over our heads, 
occasionally sending along a shot so low 
that wc began to doubt which of our fronts 
Was most dangerous. Night closed iu at 
last and we lay still iu the dripping woods, 
and now some of the dead and wounded 
who had fallen so far out that we could not 
get to them after drawing back our skirm- 
ishers were recovered. 

One poor fellow who had been shot 
through the stomach, and whose groans 
had been particularly harrowing, but whom 
it was impossible to reach, was found dead 
and doubled up in agony. Graves were 
dug, and with a prayer the dead were buried 
to tiie music of hostile cannon, which from 
time to time opened on us, the enemy not 
liking our close advance. In the early 
night the skirmishing was very sharp, and 
about p. m. our picket sent back for more 
ammunition. 1 took a half box (500 rounds) 
which was all I could carry, and went out 
with it. I found Captain W., the brave 
commander of Company E in a state of 
glee and excitement. He had just repulsed 
a charge of the enemy’s skirmish-line, and 
seemed to be enjoying himself, so 1 turned 
over the powder and bullets and returned 
to the main line to pass the night. 

Nothing of special importance occurred 
during the night, only the occasional sharp 
firing of the picket arousing us from fitful 
slumber. Early in the morning we were 
relieved by t-lie second division and moved 
to the rear, worn and weary with the pro- 
tracted strain of battle and hunger and 
thirst, for iu the situation we had been all 
the previous day, there was no time to at- 
tend to the cravings of nature. 

It is most unsatisfactory to attempt to 
desciihc a battle, and one like this that 
lasted several days cannot be condensed 
into a few brief sentences. The rapid 
changes of scene, the tragical features al- 
ways present, the movements of infantry 
and artillery and the noise of musketry and 
cannon, altogether make up such a scene, 
so graphic and at times so ‘pathetic, that a 
battle presents as many phases as it has 
participants and observers. One man sees 
comparatively little and can describe only 
what comes before his own eyes. And iii 
such a battle as this was, where one is not 
for a moment out of range of the enemy’s 
guns, but waking or sleeping is in peril* of 
the little leaden messenger or bursting 
shell, no language can describe the mental 
strain to which one is subjected. I cannot 
reproduce those days, the exhausting beat, 
the sutfering from thirst. Only those who 
have been participators in such a scene 
can know how to till in the unwritten de- 
tails of a field of battle. We remained in 
reserve the 12th and 13tli, and then again 
went to the front, where during the 14th 
and 15th the regiment occupied rifle pits, 
the battle now having settled down into the 
nature of a siege, greatly to our disgust.for 
it was tedious work, and all would gladly 
have taken the chauees of a grand assault. 

July 12th news reached us of the battle 
of Gettysburg and defeat of Bee. Our Penn- 
sylvania regiments, of which there were 
several in the corps, were especially re- 
joiced to know their state was freed from 
the invader, for some of the men had come 
from tiie eastern part of the state, and had 
sulTered no little anxiety concerning their 
families and homes when they heard of the 
invasion of Bee’s army. Wo were nerved 
by the tidings to fresh exertion aud the 
cheering that went up from our lines as the 
glorious news spread, must have sounded 
ominous to the enemy. On the Kith out- 
second division, under command of General 
Potter, (who died so recently at Newport) 
together with Smith’s division of the Kith 
corps, made a reconuoissancc. It was 
feared the enemy were retreating, but they 
wore found to be in their works. 

Wo were informed that a general assault 
along the whole line was to he made on the 
17th, and made preparations, but during 
the night of the Kith tho enemy abandoned 
Jackson aud escaped across the Pearl River, 
aud when tho morning dawned a white flag 
was seen in our front on their earthworks. 
Ferrero's brigade of the second division 
occupied the works and then moved on into 
the city. 

Wo were all heartily vexed that our two 
weeks of such hard marching and fighting 
should end in the enemy’s escape, for it 
was useless to think of further pursuit. 
The battle resulted in a loss to our army of 
1.008 killed, wounded and missing, 208 of 
whom were from our corps. Johnston re- 
ported his loss as about tMXi killed, wounded 
and missing, but as General Sherman in his 
report claims to have captured over l.OGO 
prisoners. it is probable their loss was much 
greater than Johnston admitted. Our di- 
vision was sent to destroy the railroad north 
of Jackson, and was gone several days on 
this duty, aud on our return to Jucktou 
learned that our corps lmd received ordcn- 
to return to Kentucky. Words cannot de- 
scribe our joy at tin* prospect of getting 
away, from a st ite where we had sullen d 


so with heat and torments of many descrip- 
tions front the moment of our landing iii it. 
In August we were again on the Great 
River, but no more the splendid regiment 
that went down the- fciver. Of more titan 
700 (lint went to Vicksburg, less than 1 ;o 
survivors landed in Kentucky and went 
over the mountains in September into East 
Tennessee. 

And now. kind reader, in as many of its 
aspects ns possible, 1 have tried to present 
to you a fair and unexagger.it - d picture of 
a soldier’s life. We have tramped together 
many miles through rain anti sun, mud and 
dust over several states; many more have 
we journeyed by land and water, >n ears 
and steam boats. 'with all their attending dis- 
comforts. We have faced Bee and John- 
ston in battle, the flower of the southern 
troops in Virginia and Mississippi. We have 
sulTered hunger aud thirst, and all the 
minor trials of a soldier’s life in camp and 
field; the winter's cold of Virginia aud tiie 
tropical heat of the cotton states. Iu clos- 
ing this series I do it with the hope that 
many centuries may elapse ’ere the Ameri- 
can people are again calked upon to sit Her 
the awful visitation of war. Reader, fare- 
well: 

“ Farewell the plumed troop, and tho big wars, 

That make ambition virtue! O, farewell! 

Farewell the neighing steed, amt thcshrill trumpet, 
The spirit-stirring drum, the ear-piercing life, 

The royal banner, and all qunlitv. 

l’rlde, pomp and circumstance of glorious war!”

Letter From Mtn. C. II. Carpenter. 

Ykkso, Japan. 

Last evening we heard there was a for- 
eigner at the hotel where we stopped. So 
Mr. Carpenter called upon him and invited 
him to breakfast. Let me give you our bill 
of fare. Three small sole toasted, two 
pieces of salmon toasted, remnants of a 
fricassee from yesterday’s dinner, roasted 
sweet and white potatoes, rice, my first 
soda biscuit, which being thin were well 
cooked. Our guest enjoyed them greatly— 
aud a plate of cookies made yesterday, 
which were also a success; also a small 
howl of milk for each of the gentlemen and 
tea. Was not that a royal breakfast? I 
was surprised ntyself. Mr. Briggs especi- 
ally enjoyed the chair, and the milk, and 
the biscuit, and the cookies, and the chick- 
en, indeed everything. 

MARKETS ANI) SUPPLIES. 

Fish of many kinds abound here; the 
finest of salmon are shipped to all parts of 
Japan. There are a number of niesit mark- 
ets. They do not know bow to ripen beef 
and we must try and do that for ourselves. 
Many homo vegetables are abundant, white 
potatoes, a half sweet potato, very sweet 
squash, cabbage, turnips, rutabagas, car- 
rots, onions, dry beans, and a huge radish 
two and a half feet long and three or four 
inches in diameter. 

Fruit is almost wanting. In the summer 
we are told that wild strawberries and 
raspberries abound. In a few’ days wild 
grapes and gooseberries are expected. On 
the government farm an orchard of apple 
trees has been planted and of other fruits; 
but for years to come wo shall lie obliged 
to import dried and canned fruits from Cal- 
ifornia. Very fine oysters are found in 
Akkoshi, but they are brought only occas- 
ionally. Wc found chestnuts in- a store 
yesterday. All tinned goods are here but 
' lire expensive. I have given all these de- 
tails that you may understand that we arc 
i not to ho disturbed by any decided change 
i of food.

CLIMATE. 

Tho climate is too cool for the etmni- 
grnnts from Southern Japan, hut to us who 
conic from Now England it seems almost 
perfect thus far. The air that comes to us 
over the Pacific, from the cast and north is 
not sharp aud penetrating, but fresh, mild 
and invigorating. 

It is neither so cold here in winter, nor 
so wattn in summer as at home; but the 
houses arc not built tight, the difficulty is 
to avoid draughts on a windy day. But 
when our goods arrive with stoves and 
thick clothing, we expect to be entirely 
comfortable. It is generally understood 
among tlicir educated people that it is im- 
possible for them to worship idols. There 
are two temples which have been built 
some time, and others that arc entirely 
new, but I have not seen a person worship- 
ping in them. There is a new temple build- 
ing next to us. A plan of it. si front view, 
is posted in front of the building. Every 
one who has given money for it hits his 
name and the amount written out, merely 
for public inspection. Tho chief use of tho 
temple seems to ho to give sin opportunity 
for the people to buy si little interest in the 
next world by contributors to build there. 
Religiously this tliri iug town is empty. 
We sire the first missionaries who have over 
reached the place, so far as wo have hoard. 
One or two native preachers have been hero 
for si few days. We have found one out- 
spoken, intelligent Christian member of 
the Presbyterian church at Hakodsiti. lie 
meets with us for Sabbath worship and 
i silks witli apparent fitness ami warmth to 
those who have gathered— 13 tho first .Sun- 
day, eight tho second. Many have called to 
stsk and learn about the Christian religion. 
Bui unless they can use a little English wo 
are tongue-tied. A physician from the hos- 
pital came in last evening and brought a 
now testament. A woman lots been twice 
to tho house, said she wants to learn the 
Christian religion and become a Christian, 
but now knows nothing about it.

The Religion in Browning's Poetry. 

There was a very large audience present 
} at the Vesper service at Channing church 
' last Sunday night, and the music was very 
enjoyable. Rev. Mr. Ilornhrooke, instead 
j of attempting any general discussion of the 
religious teachings of Browning’s poetry, 
confined himself to a brief statement of 
some of ilie thoughts on religion which 
may be found in four poems, viz: Saul, 

1 Rabbi Ben Ezra, Christmas Eve and Easter 
Day. « In Saul we have a supposed descrip- 
j tion by David of his attempt to soothe the 
1 troubled spirit of King Saul. He sings in 
vain to him of the beauty of the natural 
scenes which had filled his own heart with 
I joy— and rouses the king only fora moment 
i by recalling bis past triiftnphs ami future fame. 
Then lie strikes a deeper chord, ami assures Saul that 
the comfort he vainly wishe* to give him, is a prom- 
ise of the infinite love, which will do, what bis 
finite love can only try to do. Out of a thought like 
lids grows the Suit It in the revelation of the love of 
God in Christ. In Rabid Hen Ezra Browning gives 
a complete philosophy of life. To him each phase 
of life lias its good. Youth and old age alike are 
good, and wo may trust that even death U so. The 
height of our aspirations are evidences that we 
bold nearer of God— that ”a stunk disturbs our 
clod." Not body alone, nor soul alone can do the 
work of lit o — both are essential factors. Even our 
failures count for something, and all that was ever 
real in our lives, exists lorever. We are here in 
; the w hirl of life to be moulded into the form most 
acceptable to God. 

In Christmas Eve Browning teaches tl.o highest 
form of tol* ration. It is that kind of toleration 
which having convictions of it* own, can enter into 
and sympathise in the convictions ot others. 

In Easier Day the whole difficulty of being a 
•Christian is discussed, and is found in tiie resolve 
to choose that which is highest. He who chooses 
the lower, finds that lie has chosen emptiness, since 
! the lower finds its value only in the light of the 
higher. In these four poems we find four things 
distinctly taught. 1. That God's love is revealed iu 
t lie loving wish of uiuu's heart. 2. That all the ex 
periences of our lives have a value uml a purpose. 

! 3. That in every uspect of religious thought there 
is something which is worthy of our sympathy ami 
respect. 4. That choice though imt>ortant, is not 
irrevocable, but may still leave us ostill hoping, ever 
and anon, to reach tine eve the better-land. ’’

Grace Clinrch Parish Guild. 

The anniversary of Grace Church Guild 
was held on Sunday evening at the church, 
a large congregation being present. The 
anuual sermon was preached by Rev. Dr. 
Courteney, the eloquent rector of St. Paul's 
church, Boston, whose subject was “goiug 
forward in Christian work.” 

Rev. Dr. Shinn read an account of the 
labors of the Guild during t lie year. It 
was organized in 1SS5. its object being to 
promote the best interests e.f the parish by 
organized efforts, and all who attend t lie 
church and are willing to aid in any of tho 
departments of work are eligible for mem- 
bership. There are eleven departments, 
j called chapters, as follows: The Sunday 
I school, the missionary committees, tiie 
I Ladies’ Missionary society, the committees 
j on Hospitality, the Young Men's society, 

I the Young Women’s society, the Cha .cel 
! committee, the Gill's Friendly society, tho 
; Industrial school, the Mothers' meeting 
I and the festival committee. 

At the annual meeting of the Guild the 
i following officers were elected: President, 
E. M. Springer; vice-president, G. A. Flint; 
secretary. Miss Hannah Allen; treasurer, 
W. E. Holmes. The Sunday school has 175 
members, ami the last church year it* con- 
tributions were $60.02. The ladies’ Mis- 
sionary meeting has held regular meetings 
during the year, and lias contributed 
$318.53 to the cause of missions. The 
Young Men’s society is known as the Btotli- 
erliood of St. Andrew, and has now 35 
members. It meets on the first and third 
Wednesdays of each month. The Young 
Women’s society is called the Helping 
Hand, audit meets once a month; during 
the past year it has been busy making up 
hook marks, altar-cloths and lectui n bang- 
ings for mission churches. The Girl’s 
Friendly society has 50 members.aml m:> :s 
every Thursday evening. It has done a 
good deal of sewing for missionary pur- 
poses during the year, and during Lent it 
lias provided for services at Xouantuui. 
The Mothers’ meeting is hold on the iirst 
Friday afternoon of each mouth, aud has 
hail during the past year courses of lec- 
tures on cookery and the laws of health. It 
will be seen that the Guild has been efli- 
eient in its work, and that it gives oppor- 
tunity for any who desire to help. An in- 
vitation was given to all who were iu»t 
members to join some of the ditleient de- 
partments.

Jackson, Pierce, Davis, Franklin 
and llvdo buiidiugs was recommended ; referred, 
with the recommendation that the work bo do no 
during the summer vacation. The expense* for 
the current month were reported to be $IO,3d2.e.’>, 
The High School committee were given power to 
provide French papers for the High School classes. 
The text book committee ivfiised to recommend 
any change iu the u»usi<* h-toks and charts now 
used. The committee on Rules and Regulation* 
presented the revised rules aud regulations lor 
adoption bv the board. The amendments were 
read und considered at length, and finally adopted.

The hoard of ahlcrmon met. Monday ©te- 
lling, the only absentee being Alderman 
Petteo of Ward Five, who wn§ confined at 
home by illness. The minutes of the last 
meeting were read and approved. 

Papers from tin* Common Council wore 
received and referred in concurrence, in- 
cluding a half dozen petitions for electric 
lights from dob. F. Hailey ami others, 
d. C. Farrar and others, d. S. Newell and 
others, and C. A. Seabury and others. 

Alderman Hollis moved that the order 
for the payment to Miss E. B. Paylist* of 
$0o, for services in the water department, 
ho taken from the table, and that the al- 
dermen concur in the action of the council, 
which had passed it. Tito motion was 
passed. 

The Board of Health sent in a communi- 
cation, recommending that section 2 of the 
ordinances relating to the board of health 
ho amended by striking out the words 
“without additional compensation,” and 
substituting “or such other person as the 
hoard may elect.” The city clerk now 
serves as the clerk of the board, and the 
amendment is to enable the board to hire 
a clerk, who shall at the same time serve 
as the agent of the boaid. The communi- 
cation was referred to the committee on 
ordinances. 

Clias E. Hodges of Bowers street, Ward 
2, petitioned for a license to keep a public 
carriage; referred to committee on licen- 
ses. 

D. N. B. Collin of Pelham street, Ward tl, 
renewed his petition, made last year, to 
have his houses ou said street properly 
numbered; referred to the highway com- 
mittee. 

Mrs. Hudson of Nevada street, who fell 
on Church street, Ward 1, and fractured 
her leg, asked for the payment of damages 
for injuries received; referred to commit- 
tee on claims. Alderman Harwood said 
that he visited the place where Mrs. limi- 
son fell, on the eatne day, and there was 
no ice on the sidewalk. 

Thomas Koran gave notice of his inten- 
tion to alter a barii on West street, Ward 0, 
into a dwelling house; K. J. Kenton, an ad- 
dition 2(5 by 14, to Ids houso on Church 
street; Wm. Claflin, a block for dwelling 
houses oil Central avenue, Ward 2, 120 
feet by 511-10, and two stories high, with 
hrick division walls; J. M. Viles, house on 
Nevada street, 36 by 28; Wm. Pettigrew, 
house on Otis street, Ward 3, 40 by 05; P.

Alderman Grant stated that Thomas 
Harney of Cherry street. Ward 3, had pe- 
titioned for a loan of 8250 from the Ken- 
rick fund, and an order was passed author- 
izing the city treasurer to give him the 
money on a first mortgage loan on real 
estate, when the city solicitor had ex- 
amined and appro vert the deeds and pa- 
pers. 

John Beal of Xcwtonville asked for the 
payment of $300 damages for losses sus- 
tained by grading the sidewalk too low in 
front of his new block on Washington 
street; referred to the committee on high- 
ways. 


Alderman Johnson read the applications 
of seventeen of the eighteen druggists of 
the city for sixth class liquor licenses (one 
having been granted a month ago) uiul an 
order was passed that eight, of them be 
published in the Newtox Graphic, and 
the remainder in the Journal. 

The Newton Centre Associates peti- 
tioned for sidewalks in front of their pro- 
perty on Centre street, and also on Pelham 
street. Ward »'•: Harriett: N. Walker peti- 
tioned fora sidewalk on Nonautum street, 
in front of her property ; Caroline A. Rus- 
sell petitioned for concrete walk on Wil- 
liams street; William L. Murray asked that 
a gravelled walk be laid on the east side of 
Washington street, near the Woodland sta- 
tion-referred to the Highway Committee. 

Frank 15. Barker and others asked for a 
gas lamp <*n Prospect street, Ward 55, oppo- 
site the Catholic church; referred to the 
street light committee. 

E. J. II. Estabrooks and other residents' 
of Boyd street asked the city government 
to take into consideration their Hooded 
condition, and give them relief. The 
water had entered their cellars the first of 
January, and there had been more or le 
there ever since; referred to highway cum- 
in ittee. 

A number of hills were read and ap- 
proved. 

E. C. Hadley was granted a permit for a 
40 by 2<) foot addition to bis stables, cor- 
ner of Beacon and Station streets, the 
same to he used fur a carriage house. 

Prank Sheridan of Watertown street was 
granted a license as junk dealer. 

Win. Pettigrew was granted a license to 
build a stable on Franklin street, Ward 7; 
E. 15. Wilson, stable on Otis street, Ward 55; 
William Pettigrew, 35 by 40 foot stable on 
Otis street. 

Alderman Grant, from the finance com- 
mittee, read an order appropriating 875 for 
clerical assistance rendered to the city au- 
ditor. Alderman Johnson amended by 
making the sum * 200 . Alderman Grant 
said that the committee were unanimous in 
recommending this sum, and they thought 
that it was enough tor the present, if 
more was needed at a future time it would 
lie voted. 

Alderman Harwood said that he agreed 
with Alderman Johnson and thought the 
amount should In v 2 (M). 

Alderman Ward said that he was not 
present at the meeting of the iiiiuiice com- 
mit tee which considered the matter, and 
did not know the tacts, lie thought it 
would be best to vote the 875 now and then 
if more was needed, another order could be 
passed. Ho hoped, however, that the au- 
ditor’s annual report would lie out before 
the end of the year, so that the members 
could have the benefit of knowing just 
what was expended last year, and have 

something to guide them. 

Alderman Hollis saul that there seemed 
to be a tendency, especially in the lower 
branch, to ignore the reports of coinmit- 
tees and reject their n onmendatioiis. lie 
believed in standing by the committees, j 
they had carefully considered matters » 
which they reported, and in this case ho 
.should favor voting the amount asked. In 
this case, the alderman ought not to let 
their sympathy for the city auditor, who 
was a hard-working ollieial and perhaps re- 
quired all the assistance asked for. to lead 
nit-in to reject the report of the c.,mmittee. 

Aldiimau Johnson said that it was a 
.oi.trt plan to tie it all the city tdlicials 
alike. At the beginning of the year the pay 
til other l it.v official* had been raised, on 
tlie ground that tin weekly pa> ineni sys- 
1» 111 had added to their labors. hut (lie in 
4 i, a-i- of la ior was greater in the auditor’s 
department than hi any oilier, and the 
natural me: case >t i usiiu • - . eoinequenl to 
the gr »w t.i*oi Hu- • ity, had added i.ugely to 


his duties. It was simply an net of justice 
to vote him the 8200, as 875 was not enough. 

A vote was taken on the amendment and 
a tic resulted, defeating it. The original 
order was the n passed. 

Alderman Grant reported an order which 
was paused, appropriating Sdi.ioi) to pay 
the expenses ot the city during April. 

Alderman Johnson reported in favor of 
granting the petition for a license to erect 
a ri tie range at Newton^ Highlands. A li- 
cense was also granted to W. II. Maguc for 
the erection of a stable on Chestnut street, 
Ward Three. 

The board then, at 8:50, adjourned. 


Electric Eights. 

To the Editor of t l»o guapiiic: 

Doubtless many of us have heard of the 
great expression of popular opinion by 
petition of the eii izens of Newton, that 
the city lie freely lighted by Electric 
Lights, and of their great, willingnos, nay, 
eagerness, to be taxed therefor. 

It lias more than once been impressed on 
my particular attention, that tho public 
sentiment on this question was quite 
unanimouH.in its favor, and|that in opposing 
it I was placing myself in direct opposition 
to the stream of the public will, anil my at- 
tention was especially called to the numer- 
ous and lengthy petitions from all quarters 
of the city. 

Whilst having my own opinion as to the 
•worth of petitions in general, and being 
more than suspicious ns to tho worth of 
these in particular, I thought it worth 
while to examine them critically; and I lay 
before you, Mr. Editor, the result of my 
analysis, which, I think, will prove ns inter- 
esting to your readers as it was to mo. 

Turning naturally first to tho most thick- 
ly settled and wealthy part of our city, as 
liere this unanimous expression of popular 
desire should reach its fullest proportions, 
and that it may appear at its best wo will 
take Wards 1 and 7 together; we find from 
these two Wards three petitions. 

One contains two names, one of whom is 
a poll tax payer only, the other pays no tax 
at all. 

The second petition contains 25 names, 
2 of whom pay no tax, 9 a poll tax only, 
leaving 14 representing a property tax to- 
gether of $920.44. 

The third petition contains 43 names, 5. 
pay no tax at all, 18 pay a poll tax only, 
20 represent a tax on property amounting 
to $1281.20. 

In Ward 2 seven petitions were circulated, 
and here certainly, if anywhere, the popular 
uprising in favor of this measure should 
reach high water mark. 

On these seven petitions consequently 
appear 153 names, of these 153 names. 552 
pay no tax at all, 74 pay poll taxes only, 
leaving only 47 persons representing taxes 
to the amount of $4522.40. 

From Ward :5 there are 2 petitions con- 
taining together 21 names; 2 of these pay 
no tax at all, 0 pay a poll tax, leaving 13 
taxed on property. The property tax of 
these amounts to $080.41. 

From Ward 4 there are 2 petitions contain- 
ing 5(5 names, 4 pay no tax at all. 23 pay a poll 
tax only, leaving 20 names only paying a 
property tax. The property lax represent- 
ed by these names is $(1031.01. 

From Ward 5 there are 40 petitions, 1 pay- 
ing no tax. 0 paying poll tax only, leaving 
30 representing a property tax of $1781.(58. 

Ward (5 sent no petition to the Board of 
Aldermen. 

As well as I could I included the taxes 
paid by the wives of the petitioners, the 
omissions I believe to be few and inconsid- 
erable in amount. 

From all of which it appears that after 
raking the city with a fine tooth comb, the 
Electric Light (!om bany present to the City 
Council as the expression of the wishes of 
this community. 340 names in all, 47 of 
whom are not taxed at all, 140 pay a poll 
tax only, (together considerably inure than 
one half,) and 15:5 people are left on the 
lists out of this Marge and wealthy city, 
representing a total tax on property to the 
amount of 81(5,707.19. .Our appropriations 
this year to he met by the tax levy are 
85(52.080, thcrefoie less than 3 percent. <>f 
the tax paying part of the city appear as 
petitioners, 97 per cent, are silent. Mr. 
Editor, in this instance, silence is not con- 
sent, hut dissent.

THE HULL FAMILY- 


ROME INTERESTING FACTS ABOUT THE 
EARI.Y HISTORY OF NEWTON. 

A friend sent mo lately a copy of the 
GiiAinnc, containing an account of a social 
Katherine in tho house of Mrs. Hoherts at 
Newtonville, as a farewell to the old house, 
built hy General Hull in 1814 on tho Fuller 
farVn, part of which now belongs to Gov. 
<Mntlin. 

As tho history of this house and farm is 
the history of the Fuller family, and in- 
deed of Newton itsolf, perhaps you may bo 
willing' to insert some notice of it in your 
paper. 

John Fuller, tho founder of the family in 
New England, came to Hoston with the 
younger Winthrop in 1035, being then 15 
years old. Ho settled in Newton in 1044, 
and in 1(158 ho bought of Joseph Cooke 750 
acres of land in tho northwest part of New- 
ton (.hen called The Newtowne) for 100 
pounds sterling, about ono dollar an acre. 
Other purchases increased his tract to up- 
wards of 1000 acres. It was bounded 
north and west by Charles Hiver, and is 
now part of Waltham where the watch fac- 
tory is situated. This region has acquired 
great historical interest, since the discov- 
ery by Prof. Ilorsford of the long lost site 
of Norumbega, which ho locates in the 
town of Newton, about tho confluence of 
Stony Brook with Charles River. Early 
writers tell us that Norumbega was tho 
head quarters of tho fur trade, 100 years 
before tho settlement of Boston. There 
was a fort, surrounded by a moat or ditch, 
tho lines of which are yet to he seen. See 
Magazine of American History for Sept., 
1880. Edward Jackson and John Fuller 
were the largest landholders in the town, 
and Fuller divided his farm among his live 
sons, with tho promise that they should 
not sell to a stranger, until some of tho 
family should have the offer of it. This 
was an English notion, as in that country 
position and respectability follow the 
ownership of land. Another ancestor of 
the writer, Tlios Clarke of Plymouth, 1(12.1 
— 1(1‘J7, enjoins tho same thing upon his 
sons. Joseph, third son of John Fuller, 
married Lydia, daughter of Edward Jack- 
son in 1080, and with her received 20 acres 
of land from tho west end of the Mayhew 
farm of 500 acres which Jackson bought 
of Gov. Simon Bradstreet in 1040 for 140 
pounds. Bradstreet having bought it of 
Thus. Mayhew in 1038, for six cows. 

So far as Joseph Fuller was concerned, 
tho wishes of his father were respected, for 
this tract of 220 acres was held by him and 
transtnited to his descendants who made 
additions to it, until after the death of 
Mrs. Sarah Hull in 1820, the place was sold, 
after remaining in the family for about 150 
years. On the above mentioned 20 acres 
Joseph Fuller built a house in 1080. which 
stood until 1814, added to by his grand-son, 
Abraham Fuller, when this older part was 
removed to make room for the new house 
built by William Hull. The writer re- 
members it with its diamond shaped panes 
of glass, set in lead frames, in the fashion of 
that day. In the house hung a pair of 
antlers from a deer which was killed by 
Capt. Joseph Fuller from his front door, 
and tho fine elm tree which stands in front 
of Governor Clallin’s house was planted by 
the same man. 

In tho writer’s boyhood, this tree was a 
perfect specimen of its kind, but in the 
great gale in September, 1815, it was badly 
shattered, so that it was found necessary 
to cut off the four or live immense limbs, 
btft they have grown again into a shapely 
tree, which was measured by the writer 
about 1880, and found to be 18 feet 4 in- 
ches in circumference, three feet from the 
ground — as the tree is known to be 200 
years old, tho size indicates a growth of 
one inch to the year. This Joseph Fuller 
was captain of the Newton Horse Company, 
and his commission from the royal gover- 
nor is in the possession of a descendant. 
Ho was succeeded in the old house t l»y his 
son Joseph, in 1740. This Joseph 2nd was 
lieutenant in the same Horse Company of 
which his father was captain. He was a 
selectman of Newton for many years, and 
what is more remarkable, lie was elected 
to tho General Court in 1740, but declined 
to sovre. Iu 17(10. ho was succeed 
ed by his son Abraham, who became 
very prominent in Newton. lie was town 
clerk and treasurer for 27 years; selectman 
4 years; representative to the General 
Court 18 years; delegate to the Provincial 
Congress; a senator, councillor and .Judge 
of the Court of common pleas for Middlesex 
Co., also major of the 1st Middlesex Regi- 
ment in 1771. The older part of the house, 
lately occupied by Mr. Roberts, was built 
by Judge Fuller about 1700-70. llo was an 
earnest patriot, and although too old to 
take the iiold, lie was enrolled in a com- 
pany of the older men of the town, called 
“The Alarm List.'’ The day before the 
battle of Concord, he rode over from New- 
ton and took away the papers containing 
tho returns of the military stores of the 
colony in his saddle bags to his own house. 
These were searched for by the British offi- 
cers when they entered Concord, and if 
they has been found, and the destitution of 
the Provincials iu ammunition made know 
to i them, perhaps the British army 
would have been less quiet in Boston. 

Three companies of Newton men, 218 in 
number, were engaged in tho alfaii of the 
lfith of April, and when iu 1777, 3000 
pounds sterling were raised in the town to 
p.»v the Newton soldiers, Judge Fuller 
subscribed nearly one tenth of the sum. 

In 1788 Judge Fuller was a member of 
the convention which assembled to ratify 
the constitution, and although he stated 
his objection to the clause which conferred 
slave representations, he voted for rati lica- 
tioii. 

Sarah, the only daughter of Judge Fuller, 
married in 1781, Col. Win. Hull, who hav- 
ing been constantly in tho liuhl from the 
seige of Boston ill 1775, was iu 1781 sent to 
Boston on recruiting service, and there met 
Miss Fuller. Mis. Hull went with her luis- 
baud to the trout, and lived in camp till 
tho dose of tho war. After the death of 
Judge Fuller, iu 1704, his wile retained the 
house and laud until her death iu 1803, when 
it came into the possession of her daughter, 
Mrs. Hull, but was not occupied hy her and 
Col. Hull until alter their return from De- 
troit, iu 1812 13, he having been Governor 
of Michigan Territory from 1805 to 1812. 

At the close of the Revolutionary War, 
Col. Hull was retained in the service as 
Lieutenant Colonel of the only regiment 
retained in the service, and was stationed 
at West Point. 

In 1780 he resigned, and engaged iu tho 
practice of law at Angicrs Corner, Newton, 


where lie lived for dome years in the Coffin 
house, and subsequently In a Inrgo brick 
house built by himself, which now forms 
part of the hotel called “Tho Non an turn 
House.” 

In 1787 Col. Hull acted as Volunteer aid 
to General Lincoln in the suppression of 
.Shay's Rebellion. 

Iu 1708 lie visited Europe, and was in j 
Paris at the time of the 1st Revolution. 
On his return ho was appointed Judge of 
the Court of Com. Pleas for Middlesex 
Co., and was elected Major General of the 
3rd Division of the Mass. Militia. 

The eminent historian, Benson J. Lossing, 
iu the American Magazine, thus writes of 
this house, which he classes among “The 
Historic Buildings of America.” “In that 
house General Hull lived during tho re- 
mainder of his life, “which ho devoted 
chiefly to agricultural pursuits. Iu the 
darkest hours of his adversity, General 
Hull enjoyed tho society of generous 
friends, outside of his loving family circle, 
who thoroughly believed in him. Ho was 
in continual correspondence' with his old 
and sympathizing companions in arms, and 
men of high degree in social life were 
sometimes his guests. La Fayette visited 
him when that distinguishea Frenchman 
was the nation's guest lifty years ago. 
The conception of the campaign against 
Canada was a huge blunder. Hull saw it 
and protested against it. Tho failure to 
put in operation for his support auxiliary 
and co-operative forces, was criminal 
neglect. When the result was found to he 
a failure and humiliation, the administra- 
tion perceived it, and sought a refuge. 
Public indignation must he appeased— I re- 
peat it— General Hull was made the chosen 
victim for the peace offering — the sin hear- 
ing scape goat and on his head tho fiery 
thunderbolts were hurled.” Page 508, 
Potter’s American Magazine.

There is considerable curiosity as to 
whether the common council will venture 
to take up the Electric Light order, at its 
meet inn next Monday night, or whether 
the policy for smothering it will bo suc- 
cessful. 

The people are directly interested in the 
matter, and there is a pretty vigorous de- 
mand for better lighted streets among citi - 
reus who are interested in neither the 
electric light nor the gas company. On a 
cloudy night the streets of Newton cannot 
be outdone for gloom by the streets of any 
city in the state. Crossings are invisible 
or nearly so, and bad places in the side- 
walks are only discovered by falling over 
them. Hut the pedestrian has a groat ad- 
vantage over those who have to drive for 
any distance, as the latter are continually 
in danger from collisions with other unfor- 
tunates. 

The board of aldermen havo attempted 
to remedy this by providing for light where 
it is most urgently needed, and it now re- 
mains tor the common council to take ac- 
tion. 

The Electric Light company have preju- 
diced their case, somewhat, by letting it 
be seen that their existence depends upon 
securing a contract from the city, and for 
their rather open manner of seeking it. 
They allowed their zeal to provide Newton 
with all the modern improvements, to get 
the better of their discretion, perhaps, but 
after all is said, they are citizens of New- 
ton, their company is a Newton concern 
and the dlockholders are just as vitally in- 
terested in the welfare of the city as any 
other citizens. Their plant is within the 
city limits, and not in Watertown or some 
other town, and all their taxes would be 
paid here. If this company is driven out 
of the lield, another company will enter, 
for electric lights aro bound to come, ami 
a Watertown company is even now being 
•formed, one of whose objects is to furnish 
Newton with electric lights. If the New- 
ton company is favored and prospers, the 
city gets the benelit iu taxes, but if a com- 
pany in another town gets the work, the 
majority of its taxes will bo paid else- 
where. 

No 0110 advocates or will, until electric 
lights are ns cheap as gas lamps, the gen- 
eral illumination of the city by electric 
lights, but the business squares, the vicini- 
ty of the depots, and possibly a portion of 
the main thoroughfares, ought to be light- 
ed by electricity. If the number of lights 
now’ proposed is considered too great, let 
it be cut down, but at any rate give us 
some of the improvements which all wide 
awake cities provide. Hotter lighted 
streets are as great a public necessity as 
sewerage. 

The members of the council can vote for 
the electric light order without any fear of 
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valence of malarious diseases there last 
summer, that the subject has not only been 
extensively agitated, but plans havo been 
made, and the best methods considered. 

As the Boston water supply would be af- 
fected by a sewerage system there, the 
Framingham sewerage committee and the 
Boston water hoard have bad conferences, 
and the plan that seems to meet with most 
favor is to dispose of sewage by the filtra- 
tion method. 

S. ('. I lea Id of Worcester, engineer of 
tlic town board, endorses this plan, which 
is what is called an independent pumping 
system, by which tho sewage is to he de- 
posited on a filtration area near Hartford 
stieet. This filtration field, as proposed, is 
capable of extension, as there aro 250 acres 
of land between Hartford streot and the 
Worcester turnpike suitable for that pur- 
pose. Tho estimated cost of the plan is 
$84,045.71, and tho proposition is to have 
the town of Framingham pay $50,045.71 
the city of Boston $10,000, and the state of 
Massachusetts $15,000. This plan also cm 
braces a branch to the Sliorborn reforma- 
tory prison for women, the cost of which 
would be $3000. 

The city of Newton ought to make a be- 
ginning in tho matter, and it could obtain 
some valuable hints from its more progres- 
sive neighbor. Tho absenco of a system of 
sewerage is a great obstacle to the growth 
of the city, and the necessity for it grows 
more imperative every year. 


Reception *0 Friends of Woman Suffrage. 

Mrs. James P. Toltnan gave a reception, 
Wednesday evening, at her residence on 
Highland streot, to the West Newton 
Woman’s Suffrage League and their 
friends. Some one hundred and fifty wore 
present, and the number of prominent 
workers in the cause who were present, 
made the reception a very brilliant one. 

The meeting was called to order by Mrs. 
Walton, who introduced Judge Pitman, 
President of the Newton Woman’s Suffrage 
League, who made a pleasant speech. He 
said wutnen to-day were quite abreast of 
men in education, in music, and in most 
things, and they ought to be given suff- 
rage. They should not ho limited; all 
their qualities should ho brought out to 
make a full character; as in music wo want 
thctsoprano,tho tenor and all the other party. 
The fudge gave way to Mrs. Julia Ward 
Howe, who with her pleasant voico ami 
earnest manner, was as usual, very logical, 
and amused tlie company by giving her ex- 
perience in tho Nineteenth Century Club in 
New York:what was philosophical became 
largely fashionable. Hut wo linve duties 
in this world, and let us he afraid not to 
”” Col. T. W. Higginson said the 

Womans Suffrage cause was never so 
strong as now, and tho opposition never so 
strong. So with anti-slavery just before 
the war the opposition pushed hard for the 
front. Ignorance is opposed to truth, ami 
yet many educated and cultivated pcoplo 
are opposed to Woman Suffrage. Wo need 
work, careful strong arguments; the world 
is too much advanced for the bow and ar- 
row in warfare, we must use tho needle 
gun.

injuring the Newton and Watertown Gas 
company. That corporation will still have 
a largo patronage from tho city, and 
neither its profits nor its prosperity will be 
materially ailected. Experience in other 
cities lias proved that the introduction of 
electric lights is a benefit rather than an 
injury to gas companies, although as a 
matter of business they always oppose 
them vigorously. In this case most of the 
Mtockholders are citizens of Newton, a 
large p irtion of their plant is here, and 
they are entitled to just the same consider- 
ation as the members of the Electric Light 
company. 

As for the intimation by a correspondent 
in another column, that the gas company 
lias threatened to raise their price for gas 
lamp-, if a contract is made with the Elec- 
tric Light company, it is too absurd to lie 
credited. All who knows the honorable 
history of that company will know that 
they would not attempt to coerce the city 
government by any such means. They 
have been well paid for the work they have 
done in the past, ami they will probably 
make the best bargain with the city that 
they can in the future. 

As for the argument that the city can 
not mrdte a contract with the Electric 
Light Company, because it would exceed 
tin* appropriation loi street lighting, such 
a statement is absurd. The contract 
could he made, and there would still re- 
main a largo sum unappropriated. The 
appropriation is for street lights and not 
for any particular form of the lights, and 
the whole of it might bo voted for electric 
lights, without exceeding the powers of 
the city government. 

It is to lie hoped that next Monday night 
will see this much-vexed question settled 
ami sumo vigorous action taken. A certain 
amount of caution in favoring new enter- 
prises Is commendable in all legislative 
bodies, hut there is such a thing as carry- 
ing tho cautious policy too far.

Mr. Trowbridge’s Oratorio. 

The musical critic of the Boston Home 
Journal, whose authority in his depart- 
ment is not disputed, was present at the 
production of “Emmanuel,” and gives this 
appreciative notice of it in his paper:— 

“Mr. Trowbridge has long been known in 
this vicinity ns an excellent musician, and 
many sanguine expectations were enter- 
tained for the success of his new work, 
into an analytical description of which we 
cannot now enter, hut must content our- 
selves with a brief record of the impres- 
sions it produced. Throughout the new 
oratorio Mr. Trowbridge has shown him- 
self to he a fluent if not wholly an original 
melodist. He certainly has the knack of 
expressing with a directness and truth I 
that ninny a more profound writer might 
envy. He has evidently approached his 
task with all due reverence for his sub- j 
jeet, and there may Ik* said to breathe j 
throughout the composition a spirit of re- , 
ligiotts fervor and sincerity that is highly 
effective. We do not undei stand that the : 
composer pretends to have produced a 
great work, but his music is none the less 
elevated in tone, chaste in style and always ; 
musical. He seems to have shown his 
best power in choral and part writing, and 
is at some disadvantage in the recitatives 
which for the most part arc lacking in 
character and interest. A number of the 
arias are very beautiful. Quite a noble 
for example, li.as resulted from his 
treatment of the words 4 Gome unto me,’ 
w’liich was feelingly and artistically ren- 
dered by Mrs. E. Humphrey Allen. Miss 
Gertrude Edmunds sang the air. 4 Blessed 
are they that put their trust in Him,’ with 
all that refinement and heartfelt fervor 
which one is sure to find in her, and the 
aria itself made a most beautiful impres- 
sion.

Tho following account of the work dono 
in Newton by the above organization ap- 
peared iti tho Waunan’s Journal: “The 
Newton Woman Suffrage League wns start- 
ed in West. Newton, where much interest, 
in tho cause has been manifested from the 
first. Most of its members and officers rc- 
sido there, ami there aro the head-quarters 
of tho League. On one account this is 
unfortunate for the League, for before it j 
was formed thero existed in tho place tho 
West Newton Woman’s Educational Club, a 
flourishing organization or one hundred 
and fifty members, ami the villntro is hardly 
large enough to well sustain two such 
clubs. But as that organization did not 
aim at the attainment of woman’s political 
rights, it was thought by many that a 
league would ho sustained which would 
supplement the Club by working for tho 
political freedom of women. Hence, our 
League has confined itself almost wholly 
to this one object, and has contented itself 
with working mostly through its Executive 
Committee. It has not only hold its own, 
hut its membership is constantly increas- 
ing. Through its efforts have been hold 
during the past year one large public moot- 
ing in the City Hall, two mootings iu a 
smaller hull, and one parlor meeting. Tho 
Executive Committee has been activo, meet- 
ing frequently, working in tho interest of 
school suffrage, causing petitions and suf- 
frage documents to be circulated, and en- 
deavoring to secure legislators favorablo to 
the rights of women. Most of tho work 
last fall was for tho Bazaar, for which was 
contributed, by sale of articles and tickets, 
One of the most interesting meet- 
ings in our cause was held on tho 17th of 
this month, by the West Newton Lyceum, 
where, after an eloquent address of twenty 
minutes, by Mrs. Lucy Stone, on the 
amelioration of the condition of woman 
during the last fifty years, a discussion 
was held for nearly two hours on the ques- 
tion of geueial suffrage for woman. In 
this the progress of tho cause was well 
shown by the fact that the argument upon 
which the opponents placed their greatest 
weight was that “women as a body did not 
want to vote; that when they did, the op- 
ponents were willing to grant it.” Only 
one of tho old, trite arguments against 
woman suffrage was advanced, and that 
was drawn from Milton and tho serpent. 
If the cause of suffrage has advanced so 
far, woman’s most effective work must bo 
on woman herself. Wherever the privilege 
has been granted to women to vote, the re- 
sult seems most encouraging.

He said that the cultivation of fruits had 
been neglected for a while, for the reason 
that Now England was most favorable fo 
their propagation. But of late years more 
thought had been bestowed on this subject. 

The apple was becoming more and more 
distinctively the farmer’s fruit. Massachu- 
setts was situated in the middle of the best 
apple-growing district in the world. More 
fine varieties of apples had originated in 
Massachusetts than in any other section. 
The Baldwin apple does better in Massa- 
chusetts than anywhere else, and it is the 
apple which is the best for the export 
trade. Farmers make a mistake by at- 
tempting to grow too many varieties of 
apples. There is no county in the State 
which has so many local varieties as has 
Worcester county, but they have no very 
extensive sale because they are not known. 1

There are hut 
few farmers who devote much time to fruit 
cultivation. There was no crop which 
would produce so much money to the acre 
as the cultivation of the apple. 

All the advantages for growing the apple 1 
111 this vicinity can he urged with an equal ! 
fervor in regard to the cultivation of the I 
pear, for there were no better pears grown 
anywhere than are grown right here in the 1 
vicinity of Boston. The Bartlett was the 
favorite pear and in the end was the most 
profitable grown. 

Tilt! Duchess was a variety which it was ■ 
very hard to grow profitably, for it needs a I 
very deep and rich soil. If, however, it j 
could he grown, the Duchess was one of 
the most profitable which could he grown. 
About four times as many pear trees can be < 
set in the same area as can apple trees. : 
There is no fruit grown which is so free 
from insect pests as the pear. The onlv 
trouble was in the blight which had at- 
tacked the trees for the past ten years. 

There should not he a home where 
small fruit should not be grown. For 
these small fruits were a source of great 
health, and should he extensively used. 
The speaker believed that the cultivation 
of the small fruits should be more intro- 
duced into the farms, *ns the small fruits 
were very profitable. With every advan- 
tage for the growth and sale of fruits, with 
thousands of acres of land now unproduc- 
tive, it does seem that the growth and pro- 
pagation of fruits should become a most 
important agricultural product.

TIIE COTTAGE HOSPITAL. 

QUARTERLY MEETING OF T1IK TRUSTEES. 

The regular mooting of the trustees of the 
Cottage Hospital was hold Monday aftor- 
noon the 21st inst., at the hospital. Six- 
teen members of tho board were present. 

The report of the treasurer showed a 
balluicb on hand for building fund of 
$240.88, of which $2:15 was received from 
tho malingers of tho amateur theatricals, 
being the first contribution toward the new 
wing. 

There was on hand for current expenses 
$010.31. 

The treasurer estimates the expenses for 
tho year at $5,000; so that in addition to the 
$1,000 appropriated by the city council, 
about $2,000 will have to ho raised to meet 
tho expenses for tho remainder of the year. 

The building committee presented plans 
for a new wing which is very much needed, 
as there are no proper accommodations for 
privatojpationts, from whom is derived an 
important part of the revenue of the insti- 
tution. A new ward for female patients is 
also very desirable. 

The plans for tho improvements pre- 
sented hy tho building committee, if adopt- 
ed will make necessary the raising of about 
$5,000 to build tho wing, besides tho neecs- , 
sary amount for furnishing. The trustees I 
are not in favor of going oft with this work J 
until they they have the funds in hand to ! 
complete it. 

A letter was read from Mrs. Elizabeth 
T. Kldredgo to the treasurer, dated Febru- J 
ary 17, J887, saving, “1 feel an interest in 
the welfare and success of the Newton Cot- 
tage Hospital, and would like to give $10,- 
000 as a fund, the interest of which to be 
used towards its support.” 

The treasurer stated that ho had received 
this amount oil the 1st day of March, and 
deposited it in the hank, where it was 
drawing interest at the rate of 2 1-2 per 
cent, per annum, awaiting permanent in- 
vestment. 

Tho following action was then taken: 

Voted, That the trustees fully appreciat- 
ing tho generous and timely gift of 
ten thousand dollars from Mrs. Eliza- 
beth T. Eldredge, for t.ho purpose of 
aiding in tho important work of the Hospi- 
tal. desire to express for themselves and 
for thoso who become tho recipients of the 
benefits of the Hospital, their sincere grat- 
itude. 

Voted, That this gift lie held as a perma- 
nent fund to he known as “Tho Elizabeth 
T. Eldredge Fund,” and that only the in- 
come thereof shall be used for the support 
of tlie Hospital, in accordance with the 
wishes of the donor. 

Voted, That the finance committee is 
hereby instructed to invest the amount of 
Mrs. Eld ledge’s gift, as soon as practicable, 
in the best available securities; and that 
the treasurer is hereby instructed to keep a 
separate account of this donation under the 
title of the “Elizabeth T. Eldredge Fund.” 

Voted, That the secretary be requested 
to forward a copy of these votes to Mrs. 
Eldredge. 

The matron reported the number of pa- 
tients received since December 18th as 20. 
Present number ff. Total number received 
since tlie opening of the Hospital, 01. 

The annual report of the Hospital is ready 
and being distributed. Any person who 
would like a copy will he supplied hy ad- 
dressing tlie undersigned.

The Three-Burner Gas Lamps. 

Editor of the Graphic:— 

1 sec that the Gas Company have been 
putting up three-burner gas lamps in va- 
rious piaees, as a sample, I suppose, of 
what they eoulcl do if they tried. The new 
lamps are certainly a great improvement 
over the old ones, and give a fair light, 
although it would take two or more of 
them to equal one electric light of the kiml 
the Electric Light Company exhibited 
some time ago. Judging from the talk of 
the attorney of the gas company and some 
of the Couucilmen, I inter that these 
lights are to lie furnished by the gas com- 
pany at the eost of the present one-light 
lamps. If I am wrong, some of the 
Couucilmen can set me right. This will be 
a very generous action on tho part of the 
gas company, and if they can be had at 
the price of the old lamps, I am opposed to 
any electric light contract. The action is 
the more generous as I understand that 
tho Boston Gas Company eharge for simi- 
lar lumps a sum equal to that asked by* the 
Electric Light Company for one incandes- 
cent electric light, which, considering the 
light they furnish, makes these tlirce- 
light. burners very expensive. I hope our 
Common Council, which seems to have 
been struck with a spasm of economy and 
a mania for investigating tho electric 
light question, will look into the matter 
before they vote down the order for elec- 
tric lights. If the three-light burners are 
to cost more than single ones, how can we 
have any without overrunning the appro- 
priation? Are we to be kept in darkness 
another year, while all the eities and 
towns about us have brilliantly lighted 
streets? Curiosity. 

The Pay for Gas Lamps. 

To the Editor of the Graphic: 

in your rival paper I saw hist week the 
statement that if a contract was made with 
the Electric Light company, the city would 
have “to pay more per post for the remain- 
ing gas lamps than formerly.” Tlie article 
seemed to have emanated from the gas 
company, or at least it leaned so far over 
that side of the fence that it uave the aver- 
age reader that impression. The statement 
seemed to he made in the form of a threat, 
and it' this is so, the fact ought to be known. 
The Newton and Watertown Gas company j 
have taken a very active part in the hear- 
ing, so far, and they naturally dislike to 
lose their hold upon a job that pays them 
so well as tho lighting of the city of New- I 
ton has done. They already receive more i 
than is paid for the same work by other . 
cities, and tho light they furnish will hard- ; 
ly hear a close contrast with tho street j 
lamps of Boston, for instance. The cost of 
producing gas lias lessened during tlie past 
few years, and tho city, even if it makes a 
contract with the Electric Light company, 
ought to secure gas lamps at a decided re- 
duction from the price paid for the past 
three years. Several hundred gas lamps 
will ho needed, and the company will lie 
able to pay JO per cent, on its capital stock 
an.1 construction account, even if it made a 
contract at a reduced price. 

For the credit of tho gas company, which 
has served the city well so many years, 1 
hone they did not authorize this statement.
